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INTRODUCTION 


Apart  from  an  inevitably  restricted  use  by  the  two  early  nineteenth- 
century  historians  of  Beverley1,  the  borough  archives  have  received 
attention  from  two  scholars  in  more  recent  years.  In  1900,  Arthur  Francis 
Leach  reported  on  the  town  records  for  the  Historical  Manuscripts  Com¬ 
mission  (leaving  the  more  modern  records  largely  unexamined)  and  in  the 
same  year,  printed  a  series  of  medieval  town  documents  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Selden  Society.2  In  1933,  John  Dennett,  the  Town  Clerk,  continued 
what  Leach  had  begun,  and,  in  the  Yorkshire  Archaeological  Society’s 
present  Record  Series,  edited  extracts  from  later  categories  of  records, 
including  within  the  scope  of  his  survey  the  Beverley  Corporation  Minute 
Book  (1659- 1707). 3  As  the  so-called  “Minute  Books”  of  the  Corporation 
are  continuous  from  1597  and  vividly  illustrate  many  facets  of  English 
provincial  town  life,  it  has  seemed  appropriate  to  give  some  indication  of 
the  form  and  content  of  the  four  succeeding  ones  extending  over  the  period 
from  1707  to  the  year  of  Municipal  Corporation  Reform.4 

Although  known  as  Minute  Books  (and  the  name  here  is  only  retained 
because  of  common  use)  the  four  volumes  under  notice  approximate  in 
type  more  closely  to  the  Memoranda  Book.  In  no  single  instance  is  there 
formal  authentication  of  the  entries  by  the  signature  of  the  Mayor,  the 
subscription  of  those  attending,  or  (as  for  example,  in  the  fine  series  of 
contemporary  Hull  Bench  Books)  a  declaration  at  a  subsequent  meeting 
that  the  orders  and  decisions  were  read  over  and  confirmed  by  those  then 
present.  Per  contra,  in  the  absence  of  precise  noting  to  that  effect,  it  cannot 
always  be  assumed  that  the  record  of  a  previous  meeting  was  not,  in  fact, 
presented  to  the  Corporation  for  formal  approbation  as  part  of  the  routine 
proceedings  of  the  Council.  The  recording  of  Council  business  was  the 
responsibility  of  the  Chamber  Clerk,  who,  for  reasons  probably  best  known 
to  himself  (and  deliberate  omission,  conciliar  collusion,  intentional  vague¬ 
ness  of  wording  and  occasional  clerical  carelessness  must  be  numbered 
among  them),  did  not  always  make  a  full  record  of  the  decisions  of  the 
governing  body  whose  confidential  officer  he  was.  Like  many  similar 
records  of  this  kind,  the  Beverley  Town  Minute  Books  cannot  be  regarded 
as  being  a  complete  record  of  affairs  and  matters  discussed  at  meetings  of 
the  Corporation. 

When  contrasted  with  the  constitutional  complexity  of  some  boroughs, 
the  structure  of  municipal  organisation  at  Beverley  before  1836  was  simple 
and  straightforward,  and  in  view  of  the  succinct  description  provided  by 
the  Municipal  Corporation’s  Inquiry  Commissioners  in  1833,  and  in 
contemporary  pamphlet  and  press  report,  no  necessity  here  exists  to  dilate 
in  any  detail  on  the  subject.5  The  “Common  Council”  itself  was  bi-partite

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in  character,  consisting  of  thirteen  Aldermen  (one  of  whom  each  year  was 
elected  Mayor)  together  with  thirteen  Capital  Burgesses  or  Chambermen. 
The  latter  were  elected  annually  by  the  burgesses  at  large,  “on  the  Monday 
next  before  the  Feast  of  St.  Michael”,  from  a  list  of  twenty-six  burgesses 
selected  wholly  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen.  Lack  of  space  precludes 
adequate  comment  on  the  emergence  and  development  of  this  modified 
oligarchic  system,  which  had  been  written  in  as  a  constitution  in  the 
Town’s  Restoration  charters,  but  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that,  historically,  the 
annual  election  of  Capital  Burgesses  reflects  in  this  more  modern  period, 
the  consultative  part  which  the  gilds  and  “commonaltie”  had  played  in 
association  with  the  Town’s  medieval  and  Tudor  Keepers  and  Governors; 
the  governing  body  of  the  medieval  town  was  by  no  means  one  of  the 
closest  of  Corporations.1 

The  body  of  Aldermen  was  self-perpetuating,  electing  to  itself  by  cor¬ 
porate  choice  whomsoever  it  wished  whenever  a  vacancy,  by  death  or 
resignation,  occurred.  Only  one  criticism  of  this  aspect  of  the  system  is 
reflected  in  the  text  which  follows.  In  1751,  failing  an  apology,  the 
prosecution  of  Abraham  Sperin  was  ordered  for  his  “scandalously  vilifying 
and  abusing”  the  Corporation  “by  representing  them  as  rogues  and  pick¬ 
pockets”  for  electing  William  Strickland  as  Alderman.  When  threatened 
with  proceedings  in  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench,  Sperin  offered  a  curious 
and  imprecisely  worded  acknowledgement  of  regret,  which  proved  ac¬ 
ceptable  to  a  Corporation  conscious  of  its  dignity,  but  reluctant  to  embark 
on  costly  legal  proceedings  to  maintain  it.  Strickland  refused  to  serve  as 
Alderman  and  was  automatically  fined  £50.  In  view  of  their  nature, 
Sperin’s  strictures  suggest  that  the  Corporation  was  well  aware  of  Strick¬ 
land’s  possible  refusal.  Thus,  the  criticism  was  probably  not  so  much 
directed  against  the  existence  of  the  aldermanic  cabal  as  such,  but  was 
rather  a  principled  objection  to  its  methods  of  procedure. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  period  covered  by  these  Minute  Books,  it  was 
the  usual,  though  by  no  means  the  invariable,  custom  to  choose  as  Alderman 
one  who  had  served  his  conciliar  apprenticeship  as  a  Chamberman.  After 
1750,  and  correlating  strikingly  with  the  changing  social  character  of  the 
town,  it  is  possible  to  discern  a  developing  modification  of  this  practice; 
progressively  thereafter  the  Bench  of  Aldermen  tends  to  become  more 
professional  in  character,  the  tanner,  the  draper  and  the  grocer  being  ousted 
by  the  gentleman,  the  attorney  and  the  banker,  a  change  which  was 
productive  of  increasing  criticism  after  1815  by  the  growing  radical  element 
in  the  town. 

The  annual  nomination  of  twenty-six  lites,  for  the  election,  by  the 
freemen,  of  thirteen  Capital  Burgesses  or  Chambermen,  meant  that  the 
Aldermen  as  a  whole  (or  a  caucus  of  them)  always  had  a  close  control 
over  the  choice  of  those  who  would  be  associated  with  them  in  their  task  of 
municipal  rule,  and  when  the  September  elections  came  on  could  easily 
ensure  the  exclusion  of  the  less  amenable  or  rebel  type.  But  despite  this 
electoral  control,  a  resolute  clash  between  the  two  senatorial  groups  on  a 
matter  of  principle  could  occur,  as  was  the  case  in  1802  when  the  Aider- 
men’s  claim  to  elect,  per  se ,  a  Chamber  Clerk  was  vigorously  contested  by 
the  Capital  Burgesses.  On  the  grounds  of  precedent,  the  latter  maintained 
that  the  right  of  appointment  of  such  an  officer  belonged  to  the  Council  as  a 
whole,  and  was  not  a  matter  exclusively  for  the  Aldermen.  The  Aldermen 
showed  their  collective  spleen  and  had  their  revenge  in  the  September

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elections  the  same  year,  by  refusing  to  name  as  lites  the  solid  phalanx  of 
eleven  rebels  among  the  thirteen  Chambermen.  Apart  from  John  Prattman 
and  John  Rushworth  (trenchantly  described  by  a  contemporary  com¬ 
mentator  as  “the  two  creatures  of  the  Aldermen”)  a  completely  fresh  list 
of  names  was  presented  to  the  burgesses  for  the  “shouting  in”,  as  the 
election  process  was  termed.  Underlining  the  growing  town  opposition  to 
the  Aldermen  as  a  group,  the  freemen  at  large  decisively  and  logically 
rejected  the  two  renegades,  but  the  new  Chambermen  naturally  complied 
with  the  Aldermen’s  original  nomination  of  Francis  Tadman  as  Chamber 
Clerk.  The  same  problem  occasioned  further  trouble  in  1808,  and  there 
was  considerable  bitterness  in  1828  over  the  election  of  the  Master  of  the 
Grammar  School. 

Council  meeting  procedure  is  usefully  illustrated  in  the  text  of  the  Minute 
Books.  Reviving  an  ancient  practice,  fines  for  inexcusable  absence,  appli¬ 
cable  to  conciliar  caste,  were  imposed  in  1745,  and  from  1820  it  became 
the  normal  practice  for  the  names  of  absentees  to  be  recorded  officially, 
with  a  note  made  of  penalties  incurred.  An  analysis  on  a  yearly  basis  of 
the  average  attendance  per  meeting  of  Aldermen  and  Chambermen 
separately,  provides  no  reason  to  conclude  that  absenteeism  became 
relatively  more  marked  after  1815,  as  the  local  demand  for  reform  became 
more  insistent.  It  is  worthy  of  note,  however,  that  when  a  matter  of 
Corporation  patronage  was  on  the  agenda,  there  was  usually  a  full  attend¬ 
ance  of  both  Aldermen  and  Chambermen.  The  number  of  meetings  held 
by  the  Council  each  year  varied,  twelve  being  quite  usual,  but  by  the 
beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century  the  frequency  increased;  as  many  as 
twenty-one  were  recorded  for  the  year  1805-6,  when  financial  problems 
were  particularly  pressing.  At  meetings,  it  was  the  custom  for  the  Aldermen 
to  “deliver  themselves”  with  their  hats  on;  a  Chamberman,  on  the  other 
hand,  in  accordance  with  what,  in  1745,  was  long  established  precedent, 
and  as  if  emphasising  his  inferior  status  before  the  senatorial  probiores  et 
dignitates,  advanced  to  the  table  and  removed  his  head-dress  before  speaking: 
such  formalities  were  not  officially  rescinded  until  1823.  This  later  period 
also  marks  a  regularisation  of  a  hitherto  haphazard  procedure  in  respect 
of  notice  of  motions,  for  in  1829  the  Chamber  accepted  Dr.  Hull’s  proposals 
that  all  such  notices  should  be  in  writing  and  should  not  only  be  entered 
by  the  Clerk  in  the  official  record,  but  that  the  motion  thereafter  raised 
should  be  in  strict  conformity  with  the  terms  expressed  in  the  original 
notice.  Minor  points  of  procedure  may  also  be  remarked;  in  1735,  ap¬ 
parently  for  the  first  time,  the  Mayor  was  formally  accorded  the  right  of 
the  casting  vote  in  case  of  equal  division  of  the  Chamber,  and  some  four 
years  previously,  “ballotting”  had  been  decided  upon,  and  provision  made 
for  the  necessary  balls  and  boxes.  For  how  long,  or  to  what  degree,  this 
system  was  used  on  a  division  of  the  Chamber,  it  is  impossible  to  say; 
the  order  of  17  November,  1823,  again  providing  for  balls  and  boxes, 
might  well  be  interpreted  as  suggesting  that  implementation  of  the  previous 
order  had  long  been  in  abeyance. 

On  the  matter  of  the  choice  of  Chamber  Clerk,  for  example,  and  on 
other  types  of  evidence  adduced,  it  would  be  erroneous  to  assume  that  the 
Aldermen  and  Capital  Burgesses  were  arraigned  in  two  diametrically 
opposed  groups.  Routine  administrative  responsibilities  in  the  form  of 
committee  work  appear  to  have  been  shared  evenly.  Apart  from  the 
Pasture  Masters,  who  normally  served  for  two  years,  such  committees  were 
of  an  ad  hoc  character  and  their  responsibilities  always  ended  with  the 
completion  of  the  task  in  hand.  In  the  later  years  of  our  period,  and  under 
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the  economic  stress  deriving  from  wartime  conditions,  it  is  possible  to 
discern  the  growing  consecutive  importance  of  the  Finance  Committees 
appointed  from  time  to  time.  But  borough  administration  was  not  yet 
the  involved  process  it  was  ultimately  to  become,  with  increasing  statutory 
obligations  to  fulfil,  and  the  device  of  Standing  Committees,  with  their 
semi-permanent  responsibilities  and  continuous  surveillance  of  particular 
aspects,  had  yet  to  be  evolved. 

But  the  Common  Council  of  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Capital  Burgesses 
was  but  the  upper  part  of  the  local  government  structure,  of  which  the 
town’s  burgesses  formed  the  base.  According  to  widespread  borough 
custom,  the  burgess  or  freeman  (for  the  terms  are  broadly  synonymous) 
acquired  his  civic  status  by  birthright,  purchase,  grant,  or  a  servitude 
involving  a  seven  years’  trade  apprenticeship  with  a  resident  freeman.  In 
each  case,  registration  and  the  payment  of  the  appropriate  fees  were 
necessary.  No  need  here  exists  to  comment  in  detail  on  the  connection 
between  preparations  for  parliamentary  elections  and  admissions  to  free¬ 
dom;  both  in  this  period  and  for  long  after  the  Municipal  Corporations 
Act,  it  is  true  to  say  that  many  a  burgess  was  enrolled  at  no  cost  to  himself, 
provided  he  cast  his  vote  aright  on  the  hustings. 

For  each  of  these  categories  of  admissions  there  is  useful  illustrative 
material  in  the  text  of  these  Minute  Books.  In  addition  to  the  ruling  in 
1820  that  banking  was  not  a  trade,  and  therefore  did  not  confer  eligibility 
for  the  grant  of  freedom  by  servitude,  attention  may  be  drawn  to  the 
understandably  increasing  cost,  from  the  late  eighteenth  century  onwards, 
of  admissions  by  purchase.  A  surcharge  on  freedoms  was  laid  in  1786  to 
help  towards  meeting  the  cost  of  the  drainage  of  Figham,  and  in  1805  and 
1808  respectively  further  substantial  increases  were  levied.  By  1825  it  had 
been  decided  that  the  cost  of  purchase  of  freedom  of  the  borough  was  not 
to  be  less  than  seventy  guineas,  plus  the  duty  and  fees  normally  payable, 
and  in  any  case,  the  non-burgess  aspirant  to  parliamentary  candidature 
for  the  borough  was  to  be  mulcted  of  two  hundred  guineas.  Capel  Cure 
and  Henry  Burton  had  the  dubious  honour  in  1830  of  being  the  last 
candidates  to  purchase  their  freedoms  under  this  rule,  Daniel  Sykes,  the 
third  candidate,  refusing  to  pay,  being  well  aware  that  legal  compulsion 
was  impossible. 

Honorary  freedoms  were  reserved  for  important  personages  such  as  the 
Archbishop  of  York  or  the  Duke  of  Leeds,  whose  patronage  might  well 
prove  useful,  or  were  granted  to  recognise  the  special  and  particular 
services  of  men  like  Sir  James  Pennyman  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  Coltman. 

But  the  conferring  of  burgess  rights,  whether  by  birthright,  servitude, 
purchase,  or  grant,  implied,  with  very  limited  exceptions,  an  acceptance 
of  civic  obligations.  The  burgess,  under  a  by-law,  could  be  fined  ten 
pounds  if  he  refused  to  accept  office  as  Chamberman,  fifty  pounds  if  he 
declined  aldermanic  status  when  chosen,  and  (under  the  terms  of  the 
governing  Charter)  fifty  pounds  if  he  refused  the  Mayoralty:  in  the  last 
two  instances,  disfranchisement  followed  automatically.  In  this  matter, 
however,  although  “fines  for  refusal”  did  occur — and  one  example  has 
already  been  referred  to — Beverley  stood  in  marked  contrast  to  Hull 
where,  in  the  late  seventeenth  and  early  eighteenth  centuries,  there 
developed  the  financially  profitable  practice  of  deliberately  nominating 
for  public  office,  burgesses  who  were  known  to  be  unable,  or  reluctant,  to 
accept  office:  the  fine  levied  in  each  case  was  a  welcome  addition  to  the 
Hull  Corporation  coffers.  Thus,  the  grant  of  the  freedom  of  Beverley  in 
1803  to  Lt.  Col.  Christopher  Machell,  “with  exemption  at  his  option” 
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from  the  obligation  of  taking  up  civic  office,  if  called  upon,  was  a  doubly 
valuable  honour. 

Burgess  privileges  included  certain  pasture  rights  and  exemption 
from  the  payment  of  town  tolls:  the  most  important  of  all,  however,  was 
the  right  to  trade  within  the  borough.  In  protecting  the  interests  of  the 
burgesses,  the  Corporation  always  took  action  against  the  non-freeman 
who  attempted  to  set  up  shop  or  work  at  his  trade  within  the  town,  and 
numerous  examples  here  testify  to  this  unceasing  watchfulness  right  up  to 
the  eve  of  Municipal  Corporation  reform.  From  1786  the  widow  or  the 
unmarried  daughter  of  a  freeman  was  allowed  to  run  a  business  on  her 
own  account  on  a  payment  of  ten  guineas,  plus  the  Figham  Drainage 
surcharge,  but  the  special  obligation,  for  example,  laid  on  Mary  Robinson 
in  that  year  was  that  she  should  remain  unmarried  if  she  wished  to  continue 
to  enjoy  her  privilege. 

Although  there  are  cited  here  some  examples  of  the  Corporation  being 
imposed  upon  over  the  grant  of  freedoms,  a  problem  which  caused  some 
concern,  especially  in  the  early  years  of  the  last  century,  the  basis  of  the 
application  for  burgess-ship  appears  to  have  been  carefully  examined; 
cases  of  refusal  of  grant,  as  the  text  shows,  were  by  no  means  unknown.  As 
distinct  from  the  purely  voluntary  disfranchisement  of  freemen  to  ensure 
their  competency  as  witnesses  in  legal  actions  where  the  Corporation  was 
concerned,  some  instances  of  the  disfranchisement  of  freemen  for  violation 
of  the  burgess  oath  may  also  be  noted. 

These  Minute  Books  also  afford  useful  indication  of  the  exercise  of  the 
civil  and  ecclesiastical  patronage  which  the  Corporation  enjoyed.  Apart 
from  the  advowson  of  Hollym,  the  sale  of  which,  because  of  the  expenses 
involved  in  securing  the  Hollym  Enclosure  Act  (1793),  caused  some  degree 
of  bitterness,  ecclesiastical  patronage  was  limited  to  the  Minster.  The 
Crown  grants  to  the  town,  in  1552  and  1579  respectively,  of  certain  former 
chantry  endowments  and  other  properties,  specifically  intended  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Minster  fabric,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  the  Mayor 
and  Recorder  were  associated  with  the  administration  of  Sir  Michael 
Warton’s  bequest  in  1724  of  four  thousand  pounds  for  the  same  purpose, 
meant  that  until  1835  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  exercised  a  close  super¬ 
vision  over  the  Minster  church  and  its  clergy.  Accordingly,  besides 
supplying  hitherto  unnoticed  miscellaneous  data  relating  to  the  history  of 
the  Minster,  the  text  reveals  some  interesting  features  of  the  organisation 
and  financing  of  the  two  major  restoration  projects  of  the  eighteenth  and 
early  nineteenth  centuries.  The  former  programme  of  Minster  repair  and 
restoration  (which  included  the  remarkable  feat  of  William  Thornton,  the 
York  carpenter,  in  dealing  with  the  dangerous  condition  of  the  north 
transept  without  the  necessity  of  a  rebuild)  had  unfortunate  financial 
beginnings.1  One  of  the  “undertakers”,  charged  by  the  Trustees  with 
collection  on  the  Royal  brief,  absconded,  and  the  matter  became  the 
subject  of  special  appeal  in  1706  by  John  Moyser  to  Robert  Harley.2 
Moyser,  one  of  the  two  M.P.s  for  the  town  (1705-1707),  and  the  donor  of 
the  Corporation’s  present  Great  Mace,  was  a  leading  figure  in  the  organisa¬ 
tion  of  the  restoration  scheme.  He  was  apparently  sufficiently  alert  to  the 
dangers  inherent  in  a  situation  where  an  impoverished  Corporation  was

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concerned  with  the  administration  of  specially  raised  funds,  to  find  it 
necessary,  in  1720,  to  make  allegations  of  misappropriation  of  Minster 
moneys.  The  nature  of  these  records  is  such  that  details  of  the  threatened 
scandal  are  not  given,  but,  ab  initio ,  the  Corporation  dealt  with  what  was 
regarded  as  a  particularly  vexatious  threat  by  deciding  that,  if  legal  action 
should  follow  Moyser’s  intention  “to  give  them  some  trouble”,  then  the 
Minster  Funds,  and  not  the  Corporation’s,  would  bear  the  defence  costs. 
The  incident  led  to  the  careful  preparation  of  accounts  for  the  examination 
of  the  Archbishop,  a  visit  by  the  Mayor  and  some  of  his  brethren  to  Bishop- 
thorpe,  and  the  perusal  by  “indifferent  persons”  of  the  accounts  so  prepared. 
The  storm  appears  to  have  blown  over,  and  a  little  later  the  Corporation 
was  sufficiently  assured  of  Moyser’s  friendliness  to  suggest  that  he  might  be 
at  half  the  costs  of  legal  action  against  the  City  of  York  for  taking  tolls  of 
Beverley  freemen,  contrary  to  Charter  rights. 

Some  aspects  of  Minster  restoration  after  1815,  for  which  the  mason 
William  Comins  was  largely  responsible,  are  also  documented,  and  in 
themselves  form  an  interesting  commentary  on  the  age  of  Gothic  revival. 
The  excrescence  of  a  classical  cupola,  which  had  been  superimposed  on 
the  central  stub  tower  of  the  Church  by  the  enthusiastic  Georgian  restorers, 
was  removed  in  1824,  and  this  later  period  marks  the  intention  of  the 
Corporation  to  guard  the  fabric  more  closely  than  hitherto  from  damage 
and  desecration.  The  careful  regulations  made  in  1825  for  the  accompany¬ 
ing  of  visitors,  and  the  insurance  (although  only  ten  thousand  pounds)  of 
the  building  and  its  organ,  early  in  1829,  following  Jonathan  Martin’s 
incendiary  outrage  at  York  Minster,  are  two  instances  of  increasing 
solicitude. 

The  Corporation  was  closely  concerned  with  the  obtaining  of  the  two 
Acts  of  Parliament  of  1776  and  1806  which  resulted  in  financial  reorganisa¬ 
tion  of  the  Minster  estates  and  made  additional  provision  for  the  clergy 
serving  the  extensive  combined  parishes  of  St.  Martin  and  St.  John.  These 
town  records  reveal  the  closeness  of  control  which  the  Mayor  and  Corpora¬ 
tion  exercised  over  the  Minster  officers,  both  clerical  and  lay.  When,  in 
1774,  evidence  of  clerical  slackness — failure  to  visit  the  sick,  coupled  with 
apparently  proved  allegations  that  the  clergy  had  refused  to  bury  the  dead 
poor  without  prior  receipt  of  the  burial  fee — was  brought  forward,  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Lewthwaite  and  his  Assistant  Curate,  the  Rev.  James 
Graves,  were  reported  to  the  Archbishop  for  disciplinary  action.  In  1811, 
also,  short  shrift  was  given  to  the  Rev.  Bethel  Robinson,  whose  standards 
of  personal  morality  left  much  to  be  desired.  From  time  to  time,  too,  the 
Churchwardens  incurred  the  displeasure  of  the  Mayor  and  his  brethren 
because  of  the  allegedly  unnecessarily  large  quantities  of  communion  wine 
purchased.  In  1813  the  Corporation  took  the  view  that  the  matter  justified 
a  committee  of  investigation,  which  solemnly  concluded  that  “unless  it  be 
a  year  of  confirmation”  an  annual  allowance  of  twelve  dozen  bottles  was 
sufficient  for  the  parish.  Some  twenty  years  later,  the  allowance  was 
reduced  to  six  dozen  bottles,  and  the  threat  added  that  if  a  rate  was  levied 
by  the  Churchwardens  for  the  purchase  of  sacramental  wine,  then  even 
this  allowance  would  be  withdrawn.  This  stricter  surveillance  of  the 
Minster  on  the  eve  of  Corporation  reform  (instanced  also  in  the  discon¬ 
tinuance  of  the  allowance  for  the  churchwardens’  dinners,  as  well  as  that 
of  ale  at  the  perambulation  of  St.  Martin’s  parish,  and  a  closer  and  more 
critical  attitude  to  the  churchwardens’  accounts  generally)  probably 
reflects,  in  a  district  where  Evangelicalism  was  not  without  its  influence, 
a  growing  awareness  of  the  existence  of  ecclesiastical  abuses,  rather  than  a 
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desire  for  economy  or  a  mere  pride  in  a  recently  restored  and  beautified 
Minster. 

By  contrast,  the  relationship  with  the  parish  church  of  St.  Mary  was 
not  so  close;  its  propertied  endowments  were,  in  part,  legally  vested  in 
the  Corporation,  but,  from  the  Reformation,  the  advowson  had  been 
retained  by  the  Crown.  Although  these  records  supply  some  of  the  usual 
minutiae  illustrative  of  eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth-century  parish 
history,  and  range  from  provision  of  prayer  books  for  the  senatorial  pew 
to  polite  criticism  of  the  Vicar  for  putting  his  horse  in  Westwood  before 
the  “breaking”  of  the  pasture,  there  are  few  aspects  of  general  importance. 
As  illustrative  of  eighteenth-century  attitudes  in  such  matters,  attention 
might  be  drawn  to  the  efforts  made  by  the  Corporation,  within  the  lifetime 
of  the  incumbent,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Johnston,  to  persuade  the  Lord 
Chancellor  to  earmark  the  living  for  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pickard  on  Johnston’s 
resignation  or  death.  Although  on  this  occasion  their  efforts  did  not 
succeed,  the  Mayor  and  his  colleagues  were  more  fortunate  in  1791,  in 
similar  circumstances,  on  behalf  of  the  then  Curate,  the  Rev.  Robert 
Rigby  when  the  demise  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Drake1  was  clearly  imminent. 
Following  his  preferment,  the  erstwhile  curate  was  presented  with  the 
freedom  of  the  Borough  as  a  testimony  of  “approbation  of  his  conduct  as  a 
clergyman”:  later  he  was  invited  to  join  the  senatorial  circle,  and  served 
as  Alderman  for  more  than  twenty  years. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  Minster,  in  the  early  years  of  the  nineteenth  century, 
the  Corporation  began  to  take  a  closer  interest  in  the  organisation  of  the 
St.  Mary’s  Church  estates.  Normally,  the  churchwardens  made  their  own 
leases  of  church  property,  but  such  leases  had  to  bear  the  Corporation 
seal;  approval  never  seems  to  have  been  withheld,  and  appears  to  have 
been  a  mere  formality.  From  1809,  and  coinciding  with  a  period  when 
the  Corporation  was  concerned  to  get  full  value  from  all  the  lands  and 
properties  in  which  it  had  an  interest,  a  stricter  control  of  the  conveyancing 
activities  of  the  churchwardens  becomes  apparent,  and  after  the  death  of 
Rigby  in  1823  there  was  still  closer  supervision,  coupled  with  a  demand 
for  the  detailed  preparation  of  rental  lists.  This  demand,  designed  to 
ensure  that  properties  were  being  let  at  a  fair  and  economic  rent,  occasioned 
some  friction,  and  was  apparently  not  complied  with.  On  the  basis  of 
evidence  other  than  that  of  these  Minute  Books,  it  is  difficult  not  to  con¬ 
clude  that  the  Corporation’s  attitude  was  fully  justified,  and  the  contem¬ 
porary  comment  of  the  Rev.  George  Oliver,  for  example,  in  respect  of  the 
development  of  the  site  known  to-day  as  St.  Mary’s  Manor  merely  serves 
to  endorse  such  a  conclusion.2 

The  Corporation  also,  as  Trustees,  had  the  right  of  appointment  of  the 
Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  where  freemen’s  sons  had  special  privileges 
and  its  scholars  had  the  advantage  of  certain  University  Exhibitions. 
Until  1816  the  old  school  building,  built  (or  rebuilt)  in  the  early  years  of 
the  seventeenth  century,  was  in  the  south-west  corner  of  the  Minster 
Churchyard.  In  that  year,  the  school  was  moved  to  premises  in  Keldgate 
and  the  old  building  was  demolished. 

By  1736,  the  decline  in  the  number  of  the  boys  at  the  school  decided  the 
Corporation  to  terminate  the  appointment  of  the  usher,  Thomas  Leake. 
This  action  was  immediately  followed  by  the  resignation  of  Henry 
Jefferson,  the  Master,  and  by  the  surprisingly  speedy  appointment  of  John 
Clark.  It  is  unwise  to  read  too  much  into  the  bald  record  of  the  Minutes,

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but  the  dismissal  of  the  usher,  the  resignation  of  the  Master  on  his  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  the  Rectory  of  South  Dalton  (a  living  in  the  welcome  patronage 
of  the  Hotham  family)  and  the  immediate  offer  of  the  Mastership  to  Clark, 
together  with  the  Corporation’s  willingness  to  meet  the  demands  of  Clark 
in  respect  of  salary  and  emoluments,  are  suggestive  of  deliberate  concerted 
action  to  rescuscitate  the  school,  and  open  up  a  new  chapter  by  obtaining 
the  services  of  a  man  of  known  ability.  John  Clark  was  the  master  of  the 
school  at  Shipton,  north  of  York,  which  had  been  founded  by  Ann 
Middleton  in  1655.  If  Clark’s  eulogistic  biographer,  Thomas  Zouch,  is  to 
be  believed,  all  the  Shipton  scholars  of  “Little  Aristophanes”,  the  Greek 
scholar  and  former  Fellow  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  migrated  to 
Beverley  with  him.1  To  what  extent  this  was,  in  fact,  the  case  cannot  be 
ascertained,  but  if  some  assessment  were  possible  of  the  extent  to  which 
schools  such  as  Beverley  were  affected  at  this  time  by  the  migration  of 
scholars  with  an  able  master,  some  interesting  comparative  evaluations 
of  the  fortunes  and  misfortunes  of  eighteenth-century  grammar  schools 
would  be  practicable. 

As  may  be  seen  from  the  text,  the  arrangements  made  for  the  payment 
of  the  salary  of  John  Clark  and  his  successors  form  an  interesting  sidelight 
on  methods  of  eighteenth-century  town  finance :  it  suffices  to  say  here  that, 
on  the  evidence  of  the  Town  Accounts,  the  M.P.s’  subscriptions  towards 
the  salary  of  the  Master  of  Beverley  Grammar  School  were  often  sadly  in 
arrear. 

Even  if  the  eulogies  of  Zouch  are  disregarded,  it  would  be  difficult  to 
believe  that  any  of  Clark’s  successors  were  his  equals  in  ability,  and  if  the 
summary  dismissals  of  Neale  in  1814  and  Orman  in  1820,  and  the  un¬ 
seemly  conciliar  bickerings  in  1828  between  the  partisans  of  Zachariah 
Shrapnel  Warren  and  the  Beverlonian,  Laurence  Stephenson,  are  them¬ 
selves  any  criteria,  the  School,  by  the  early  years  of  the  last  century,  had 
again  reached  a  low  ebb  in  its  fortunes.2  And  yet,  within  the  same  period, 
the  allocation  of  money  for  school  prizes  in  1823  and  the  regulations 
imposed  in  respect  of  the  library,  indicate  in  some  degree  the  constructive 
interest  which  the  Corporation  still  took  in  its  ancient  Grammar  School. 

As  trustees,  the  members  of  the  Corporation,  or  some  of  them,  were 
also  intimately  concerned  with  the  administration  of  the  charities  and 
hospitals  in  the  town.  Reference  to  the  Reports  of  the  Commissioners  on 
Charities  and  Education  (1815-1839)  will  reveal  that  the  poor  of  Beverley 
benefited  considerably  from  local  pietistic  benevolence  in  the  seventeenth 
and  eighteenth  centuries,  exemplifying  the  contemporary  belief,  as  ex¬ 
pressed  in  the  text  of  the  sermon  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Johnston,  the  Vicar 
of  St.  Mary’s,  in  1725,  that  “much  food  is  in  the  tillage  of  the  poor.”3 

Each  year,  in  December,  the  Mayor  and  his  colleagues  were  responsible 
for  the  distribution  of  a  Christmas  charity,  made  up  of  interest  accruing 
from  various  seventeenth-century  bequests,  such  as  those  of  John  Dymoke, 
William  Coates  and  William  Lacie,  the  sum  annually  available  tending  to 
vary  according  to  whether  former  scholars  of  the  Grammar  School  in 
residence  at  Cambridge,  were  in  actual  possession  of  University  Exhibitions 
provided  under  the  terms  of  such  bequests.

As  the  income  of  the  Charity  increased,  there  were  enlargements  of  the 
original  building  in  1788  and  1810.  The  relative  wealth  of  this  Charity 
which,  having  lands  at  various  places  in  East  Yorkshire,  derived  consider¬ 
able  advantage  from  contemporary  agricultural  improvement,  is  in  striking 
contrast,  as  the  text  shows,  to  the  more  meagrely  endowed  and  smaller 
Fox’s  Hospital,  the  funds  of  which,  by  the  early  years  of  the  last  century 
were  insufficient,  without  outside  help,  to  meet  the  Charity’s  obligations. 

Of  more  purely  educational  forms  of  charity,  the  most  interesting  is  that 
of  the  Blue  Coat  School,  a  foundation  which  had  a  continuous  existence 
from  1709  until  the  last  decade  of  the  nineteenth  century,  when  its  endow¬ 
ments  were  converted  for  use  in  the  scheme  for  the  re-establishment  of  the 
town’s  Grammar  School.  Established  by  public  subscription,  the  Blue 
Coat  School  both  benefited  from  later  patrons  and  benefactors,  and  also 
suffered  financial  loss  as  the  result  of  injudicious  investment.  Though 
never  big  in  point  of  numbers,  the  School  stood  as  a  rational  expression  of 
eighteenth-century  utilitarianism  and  local  philanthropic  endeavour. 
After  the  death  in  1800  of  Teavil  Appleton,  who,  as  Treasurer,  did  much 
for  the  foundation,  the  Trustees  apparently  attempted  to  send  a  number  of 
boys  from  the  school  to  a  Newark  factory,  a  plan  which,  it  seems,  was 
frustrated  by  the  parents. 

Although  the  Charity  School  appears  to  have  been  principally  for  boys, 
there  is  some  evidence  that,  at  least  in  the  middle  years  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  girls  were  also  admitted;  the  experiment,  if  such  it  was,  was 
short-lived.  Boys  entered  at  ten  years  of  age  and  left  at  fourteen.  On  being 
put  out  apprentice,  they  were  each  presented  with  some  articles  of  clothing, 
a  copy  of  the  Prayer  Book  and  “The  Whole  Duty  of  Man”,  the  Trustees 
and  subscribers,  no  doubt,  hoping  with  Dr.  White  Kennett  that,  fortified 
with  the  religious  and  moral  training  they  had  received,  the  boys,  together 
with  the  countless  thousands  of  other  children  educated  in  such  schools, 
would  help  to  form  “little  garrisons  against  Popery.”1 

Even  without  the  valuable  data  provided  by  records  of  accounts,  it  is 
possible  from  these  Minute  Books  to  make  a  modified  assessment  of  the 
town’s  economic  position  in  the  eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  centuries. 

Up  to  the  financial  year  1728-1729  the  accounts  for  both  the  Town  and 
Minster  Estates  were  kept  by  two  Receivers  on  one  annual  roll ;  thereafter, 
the  two  sets  of  accounts  were  separated  and  entered  in  books.  Apart  from 
bearing  the  official  responsibility  of  preparing  the  year’s  accounts  for  audit, 
the  primary  function  of  the  Town’s  Receiver  was  personally  to  guarantee 
the  town’s  overdraft,  and  in  this  connection  the  concern  over  the  bank¬ 
ruptcy  of  Henry  Carey  in  1738  is  not  without  some  importance.  Until  the 
early  years  of  the  nineteenth  century,  the  Receiver  was  always  a  Capital 
Burgess,  but  in  1809  the  growing  importance  of  the  paid  official  was

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marked  by  the  permanent  transfer  of  the  responsibility  of  the  office  to  John 
Willis,  the  Chamber  Clerk,  who  was  given  an  additional  fifty  pounds  a 
year  salary.  This,  in  a  period  of  financial  crisis,  reflects  not  only  an  ap¬ 
preciation  of  Willis’  ability,  but  also  the  desire  to  maintain  some  degree 
of  continuity  in  the  handling  of  the  town’s  financial  affairs.  John  Willis, 
Hornsea  schoolmaster  turned  local  government  officer,  continued  to  serve 
the  Corporation  faithfully  for  many  years;  appreciation  of  that  service  is 
recorded  in  the  last  resolution  of  the  unreformed  Corporation. 

The  “hand  to  mouth”  system  of  small  town  finance,  the  constant 
borrowing  from  Peter  to  repay  Paul,  and  the  various  methods  resorted  to 
to  raise  money  to  meet  the  unexpected  or  special  charge,  are  all  here 
illustrated.  In  addition  to  house-to-house  subscriptions  and  the  raising  of 
loans  bearing  interest  usually  at  4|%  to  5%,  the  revenues  of  the  Minster 
were  utilised  from  time  to  time,  and  in  the  early  years  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  some  of  the  moneys  raised  on  the  Minster  Brief  for  the  repair  of 
the  fabric,  and  in  the  guise  of  loans,  were  deflected  temporarily  from 
their  intended  use:  to  a  lesser  extent,  St.  Mary’s  parish  church  funds  and 
those  of  the  Beck  could  be  a  very  present  help  in  time  of  trouble.  A  loan 
from  St.  Mary’s  in  1710  helped  to  establish  the  Charity  or  Blue  Coat 
School:  the  funds  of  the  Blue  Coat  School,  in  turn,  in  1720,  were  employed 
to  pay  off  a  loan,  and  money  from  the  Minster  Estates’  Fund,  at  a  lower 
rate  of  interest  than  usual,  together  with  the  sale  of  the  next  presentation 
to  the  living  of  Hollym,  helped  to  pay  for  the  building  of  the  town’s  Fish 
Shambles  in  1753.  Two  years  later,  once  again,  the  ever  welcome  Minster 
moneys  enabled  the  Mayor,  John  Hoggard  (who  had  procured  a  long  term 
lease)  to  undertake,  on  his  own  initiative,  substantial  rebuilding  of 
properties  in  the  Dings  in  Saturday  Market  Place. 

Although  the  existence  of  a  credit  balance  at  the  end  of  a  year’s  working 
is  not  necessarily  evidence  of  financial  well-being,  inasmuch  as  it  may 
indicate  the  existence  in  the  account  of  specially  raised  funds,  yet  it  may 
be  said  that,  from  c.  1760,  the  town’s  financial  position  did  in  fact  improve. 
This  is  reflected,  for  example,  in  the  capacity  of  the  Corporation  in  1761 
to  invest,  for  the  first  time,  some  surplus  moneys  with  the  banking  firm  of 
Joseph  Pease  and  Sons  of  Hull,  and  in  the  various  improvement  schemes 
carried  out  in  the  town  in  the  second  half  of  the  century.  In  the  1780’s, 
however,  the  wind  again  began  to  blow  chill,  and  the  assessment  laid  on 
the  Figham  and  Fund  pastures  by  the  Beverley  and  Skidby  Drainage 
Commissioners  provided  the  circumstances  which  led  to  the  first  use  of  the 
increasingly  popular  contemporary  device  of  the  sale  of  annuities,  actuari- 
ally  “based  on  Dr.  Price’s  Tables”. 

But  loans  and  the  sale  of  annuities,  along  with  the  considerable  sums 
coming  from  the  sale  of  freedoms,  were  insufficient  to  meet  increasing 
costs  resulting  from  war  conditions.  By  1799,  retrenchment  compelled  a 
close  investigation  of  town  revenues,  and  a  sale  of  property  followed.  But 
this  realisation  of  capital  to  meet  current  and  contingent  expenses  was  only 
the  beginning  of  more  severe  measures.  By  the  year  of  Trafalgar,  further 
rigorous  economy  was  necessary,  and  in  1806  the  Corporation  endorsed 
the  detailed  report  of  the  special  Finance  Committee  established  to  in¬ 
vestigate  the  position.  This  report  revealed  that  over  the  years  1794-1803, 
an  average  annual  deficiency  of  £352  6s.  lOd.  had  been  incurred,  a  sum 
representing  more  than  30%  of  the  average  annual  income  of  the  town 
for  the  same  period.  In  addition,  there  were  further  substantial  deficiencies 
amounting  to  over  £879  within  the  two  years  1803-1805.  The  Committee’s 
report  is  illuminating;  in  addition  to  recommending  further  sales  of 
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Corporation  property,  attention  was  drawn  to  the  necessity  of  granting 
only  short-term  leases,  publicly  accepted,  to  prevent  undue  influence  by 
individual  members  of  the  Corporation.  The  making  and  execution  of 
contracts  also  came  under  criticism,  as  well  as  the  system  of  underletting, 
which  seems  to  have  afforded  Alderman  Richard  Fox,  among  others,  no 
doubt,  some  financial  recompense  for  the  trouble  of  taking  out  a  Corpora¬ 
tion  property  lease.  Over  and  above  all  this,  the  Committee  considered 
that  the  real  value  of  the  property  of  the  Corporation  in  1806  was  almost 
double  that  for  which  it  was  being  let,  and  steps  would  have  to  be  taken 
immediately  to  secure  a  more  substantial  return. 

In  1809,  the  opportunity  to  acquire  some  of  Lord  Yarborough’s  estate 
in  Beverley  Parks,  coupled  with  the  expressed  belief  that  land  rather  than 
buildings  offered  a  better  form  of  investment  “on  account  of  the  great 
charge  and  deductions  attending  the  latter”,  led  yet  again  to  further  heavy 
sales  of  property,  and  the  balance  on  this  transaction  enabled  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  to  pay  off  a  goodly  proportion  of  a  loan  of  a  thousand  pounds  already 
raised.  These,  and  other  examples  cited  in  the  text,  illustrating  the  effect 
on  the  town  of  war  and  post-war  economic  conditions,  suggest  that  by  the 
eve  of  their  dissolution  the  problem  of  the  unreformed  Borough  Corporation 
was  financial  as  well  as  political. 

The  oft-quoted  observation  of  Frederic  William  Maitland  that  “those 
who  would  study  the  early  history  of  our  towns  .  .  .  have  fields  and  pastures 
on  their  hands”1  is  equally  applicable  to  the  more  modern  period:  Beverley’s 
three  pastures  of  Westwood  (with  Hurn),  Figham  (with  Lund)  and  Swine- 
moor,  as  in  medieval  and  Tudor  times,  were  still  an  important  element  in 
the  town’s  economy,  as  these  records  show. 

Except  for  a  certain  limited  right  enjoyed  by  the  inhabitants  of  Bishop 
Burton,  and  noticed  hereafter,  the  rights  of  stocking  the  pastures  were 
vested  in  the  resident  freemen.  Supervisory  control  devolved  on  twelve 
Pasture  Masters  (six  Aldermen  and  six  Capital  Burgesses),  who  were 
chosen  every  two  years  from  the  Chamber,  and  by  the  Chamber.  It  was 
the  practice  of  the  Aldermen  to  choose  the  Capital  Burgess  Pasture  Masters 
and  the  Capital  Burgesses  selected  the  six  Aldermen;  two  of  each  group 
were  allocated  to  each  of  the  three  pastures. 

The  extensive  area  of  some  twelve  hundred  acres  of  pasture  land  not 
amenable  to  any  close  supervisory  control,  was  a  temptation  to  all  alike, 
and  notice  of  penalties  on  the  individual  burgess  for  exceeding  his  stint, 
passing  off  another’s  animals  as  his  own,  or  failing  to  pay  gate  money 
before  beasts  were  pastured,  continually  mark  these  pages.  In  1827  even 
the  redoubtable  Alderman  Dr.  Thomas  Hull  was  subjected  to  fine  for 
non-payment  of  gate  money,  but  with  commendable  wisdom  and  foresight, 
the  Council  minimised  the  risk  of  his  further  indiscretion  by  electing  him  a 
Pasture  Master  at  the  same  meeting  as  he  was  fined.  A  more  difficult 
problem  derived  from  the  non-resident  burgess  endeavouring  to  get 
colourable  entitlement  to  pasture  rights  by  renting  property  in  the  borough, 
and  even  going  to  the  occasional  trouble  of  sleeping  in  the  town:  for 
obvious  reasons,  the  Corporation  refused  to  countenance  such  practices. 
From  1790  heavier  penalties,  involving  loss  of  burgess  rights  for  serious 
infringement  of  pasture  regulations,  probably  mark  an  increasing  incidence 
of  such  deceits,  as  well  as  witnessing  the  Corporation’s  appreciation  of  the 
growing  extent  of  malpractices.  An  example  was  made  of  Henry  Robinson 
in  1808,  and  besides  being  disfranchised,  he  had  to  suffer  the  ignominy

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of  having  full  details  of  his  misdemeanours  widely  placarded  as  a  warning 
to  all  concerned. 

In  1380,  the  grant  in  perpetuity  by  Alexander  Neville,  Archbishop  of 
York,  to  the  burgesses  of  Beverley,  at  an  annual  rent  of  one  hundred 
shillings,  “dun  boys  appelle  Westwod  de  Beverlee”  reserved  for  himself 
and  his  successors  and  the  tenants  of  their  manor  of  Bishop  Burton,  the 
right  of  pannage  in  Westwood.  This  ancient  right  was  maintained,  and 
some  aspects  of  it  were  the  subject  of  legal  action  at  York  in  1685  and,  as 
the  text  here  shows,  again  in  1717.  By  1835  it  could  be  stated  that  the 
liberty  had  not  been  exercised  for  many  years,  and  following  the  Municipal 
Corporations  Act,  provision  was  made  in  an  Act  of  1836,  for  extinguishing 
the  right  by  compensation  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the 
parish  of  Bishop  Burton :  this  Act  transferred  the  regulation  of  the  pastures 
to  Pasture  Masters  elected  by  the  freemen  at  large.1 

Of  the  three  pastures,  Westwood  was  by  far  the  most  important  and 
valuable.  Because  of  its  situation  on  the  rising  Wold  land  to  the  west  of 
the  town,  it  presented,  unlike  Swinemoor  and  Figham,  no  drainage  and 
embanking  problems.  These  latter,  being  low  lying  and  contiguous  to  the 
yet  ill  disciplined  River  Hull,  were  often  flooded;  some  reference  has 
already  been  made  to  the  surcharge  imposed  on  freedoms  to  meet  the 
heavy  demands  of  the  Beverley  and  Skidby  Drainage  Commissioners  in 
1786  in  respect  of  Figham.  The  constant  attempts  to  drain  Figham  and 
enhance  its  value  as  a  pasture  are  interesting  in  another  context,  for  in 
the  middle  years  of  the  eighteenth  century  some  experiments  were  carried 
out  with  what  may  well  have  been  an  early  steam  pumping  engine 
designed  on  Newcomen’s  principle.  Although  neither  these  nor  associated 
records  are  technically  precise  as  to  the  nature  of  the  engine  installed 
there  in  1749,  the  apparently  unsuccessful  efforts  of  Philip  Williams,  the 
engineer,  “to  make  her  a  good  going  engine”,  plus  the  heavy  expenses 
involved,  suggest  that  “she”  was  something  more  than  a  windmill  pump. 

Swinemoor  was  rough  pasture  protected  by  banks.  Of  some  interest  to 
the  social  historian  was  the  existence  here  of  a  “spaw”,  which  earned 
favourable  notice  in  Gibson’s  edition  of  Camden’s  Britannia  (1695).  The 
spa  well  and  house  were  for  some  time  leased  out  by  the  Corporation, 
with  the  somewhat  ominous  proviso  for  the  lessee  that  all  persons  and  their 
families  having  settlement  in  the  town,  were  to  have  “the  liberty  of  bathing 
in  the  said  waters  or  drinking  the  same  at  their  pleasure  without  paying 
anything  for  the  same”.  By  1815,  the  attractiveness  of  the  spa  wells  had 
declined,  and  after  that  date,  no  further  payments  were  made  to  the 
woman  then  in  charge.  It  is  probable  that  the  cutting  of  the  Beverley  and 
Barmston  Drain  through  Swinemoor  in  the  last  years  of  the  eighteenth 
century  affected  the  supply  of  water  to  the  wells.  The  derelict  little  spa 
house,  built  in  1747,  was  demolished  in  1955. 

It  may  be  noticed  that  the  value  of  Westwood  included  also  its  mills, 
its  timber,  and  what  may  be  termed  its  mineral  wealth.  The  Lime  Kilns 
there  which,  leased  out,  had  for  long  provided  a  useful  addition  to  the 
town’s  rents,  were  worked  up  to  1812,  being  demolished  some  five  years 
later.  It  may  be  noticed  that  when  Sir  Charles  Hotham  was  building  the 
town  house  which  Colin  Campbell  designed  for  him,  he  was  given  per¬ 
mission  to  have  bricks  made  in  Westwood.2  But  it  would  be  unfair  to  give

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the  impression  that  nothing  was  done  to  improve  the  pasture,  and  despite 
indications  of  the  sale  of  timber,  these  extracts  provide  evidence  of  attempts 
at  clearance,  the  planting  of  trees,  and  the  manuring  of  the  pasture  by  the 
leading  thereon  of  street  sweepings. 

Horse  racing  on  Westwood  became  increasingly  popular  in  the  eighteenth 
century.  The  first  official  course  was  laid  out  in  1690,  and  these  calendared 
extracts  bear  testimony  to  the  obvious  popularity  of  the  sport,  the  support 
given  by  the  Corporation,  and  the  understandable  interest  of  the  Beverley 
innkeepers  in  the  promotion  of  an  annual  meeting.  By  1769,  the  race  course 
had  been  transferred  to  the  present  site  on  Hurn,  and  a  stand  erected  for 
the  “tryers”;  some  appreciation  of  the  increasing  patronage  being  given 
the  town  horse  races  is  provided  by  the  decision,  made  in  the  summer  of 
1766,  to  apply  to  Rockingham  “for  his  intercession  to  his  majesty  to  appoint 
a  King’s  Plate”  to  be  run  on  the  new  course. 

The  “very  fine  town”  which  Celia  Fiennes  saw  in  1697  had  changed 
markedly  by  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century,  and  much  rebuilding 
and  improvement  had  been  effected.  For  example,  many  of  the  ancient 
water  courses,  such  as  the  Walker  Beck,  on  the  banks  of  which  the  medieval 
town  had  grown  and  flourished,  and  which  had  conditioned  the  serpentine 
wind  of  the  town’s  main  streets,  had  been  “arched  over”.  This  progress 
from  open  stream  to  culverted  drain  is  difficult  to  trace  precisely,  but 
partial  culverting  was  often  associated  with  the  building  or  rebuilding  of 
adjacent  property.  In  1757,  for  example,  leave  was  given  to  Marmaduke 
Constable  to  build  out  over  the  sewer  at  the  south  end  of  his  premises 
near  the  Minster,  and  similar  permission  was  granted  to  Thomas  Burton 
in  1776  to  arch  and  build  over  part  of  the  Walker  Beck.  These  are  two 
early  and  isolated  examples  of  that  long,  slow,  and  necessarily  crude 
progress  towards  a  more  effective  system  of  sanitation,  as  distinct  from  the 
town  custom  of  piling  up  garbage  and  refuse  in  the  street  on  Mondays  and 
Thursdays  for  the  scavenger  to  remove  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays. 

Tate  Wilkinson  noted  that  Beverley  was  not  a  town  of  trade,  but,  like 
York,  was  “chiefly  supported  by  the  genteel  private  families  that  reside 
there  in  continuance”.1  The  considerable  rebuilding  in  the  second  half  of 
the  eighteenth,  century,  and  the  planning  of  the  “New  Walk”  in  the 
1780’s,  certainly  owe  much  to  the  town’s  increasingly  residential  character: 
these  Minute  Books,  together  with  associated  records,  make  it  possible 
to  trace  in  some  degree  the  Corporation’s  own  contribution  to  building 
and  improvement.  The  scheme  for  the  building  of  the  fine  Market  Cross, 
for  example,  is  here  well  documented,  and  the  evidence  suggests  that  the 
oft  repeated  statement  that  the  Cross  was  solely  the  result  of  the  muni¬ 
ficence  of  the  town’s  two  M.P.s  must  be  modified.  The  calendared  text  of 
extracts  from  the  first  Minute  Book  makes  it  possible  to  identify  the 
builder;  it  would  be  interesting,  however,  to  know  something  more  of 
Shelton  of  Wakefield.  He  was  concerned  with  plans  for  the  Beverley  Blue 
Coat  School  in  1710,  but  did  he,  too,  build  the  contemporary  Wakefield 
Cross,  which,  in  the  name  of  town  improvement  and  amid  great  excitement, 
was  demolished  in  1866?  The  Wakefield  Cross  certainly  had  some  archi¬ 
tectural  affinity  with  the  Beverley  one.2  At  present,  however,  little  appears 
to  be  known  of  Shelton,  but  his  work  at  Beverley  at  least  gives  him  a  claim 
to  historical  notice.

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Another  of  the  more  interesting  building  projects  is  that,  in  1762,  of  the 
Guildhall,  whose  architect  and  builder,  William  Middleton,  has  also  some 
local  importance.  Some  account  of  Middleton’s  building  activities  in 
Beverley  and  district  has  been  given  elsewhere1  and  although  he  has  no 
claim  to  be  bracketed  with  his  better  known  contemporaries,  his  importance 
is  such  that  he  deserves  a  place  among  the  worthy  band  of  smaller  masters, 
who  were  imparting  a  distinctive  character  to  the  towns  of  eighteenth- 
century  England. 

Civic  betterment  was  not  merely  confined  to  building;  the  purchase  of 
huge  quantities  of  cobbles  and  the  activities  of  paviors,  like  the  Gott  and 
Dealtry  families,  bear  witness  to  street  improvement  schemes.  The 
Constable  family  of  Burton  Constable,  by  virtue  of  their  foreshore  rights 
in  Holderness,  appear  to  have  been  suppliers  of  street  cobbles  to  both  Hull 
and  Beverley.  Cuthbert  Constable,  for  example,  supplied  two  hundred 
and  four  tons  at  a  cost  of  £5  2s.  in  17352  and  thereafter,  the  town  records 
of  account  usefully  illustrate  the  amount  of  cobbled  paving  and  levelling 
which  was  being  carried  out  on  the  town’s  streets.  The  many  wells,  also, 
which  had  excited  the  interest  of  Celia  Fiennes,  were  gradually  replaced 
by  pumps.  The  conclusion  to  be  drawn  is  that,  from  the  middle  years  of 
the  eighteenth  century,  and  as  far  as  means  allowed,  serious  attempts  were 
being  made  to  improve  the  town:  the  Finance  Committee  of  1806  found  it 
necessary  to  draw  special  attention  to  the  proportionately  heavy  costs  of 
building,  repairing  and  paving  which  had  been  incurred  over  previous 
years. 

But  a  price  was  paid  for  improvements  and  for  some  reason,  not  here 
apparent,  the  Corporation  in  1790  ordered  the  immediate  demolition  of 
the  Newbegin  Bar:  in  1808  it  was  decided  to  sell  the  materials  of  Keldgate 
Bar,  which  had  long  been  in  a  ruinous  state  and  for  which,  under  a  lease 
granted  in  1712,  the  Corporation  had  managed  to  obtain  an  annual 
princely  payment  of  sixpence.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  the  years  of 
the  eighteenth  century  saw  the  Medieval-Tudor  character  of  the  town 
radically  altered. 

The  Beverley  of  the  eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  centuries,  apart 
from  the  important  and  growing  professional  and  residential  element,  was 
predominantly  a  town  of  small  shopkeepers  and  traders,  depending 
primarily  on  local  markets  and  fairs  and  the  patronage  of  the  countryside. 
Until  the  later  years  of  the  period  covered  by  these  Minute  Books,  there 
is  little  hint  of  any  substantial  change  in  its  economic  character. 

As  in  medieval  times,  the  town’s  “port”  was  at  the  head  of  the  Beck, 
the  ancient  canalised  stream  which  formed  the  chief  link  with  the  navigable 
River  Hull.  The  value  of  this  medieval  waterway,  which  has  played  a 
vital  part  in  the  town’s  economic  development,  is  emphasised  by  the 
importance  which  was  attached  to  keeping  it  navigable.  The  text  of  these 
Minute  Books  illustrates,  among  much  else  in  relation  to  the  Beck,  the 
action  taken  to  secure  the  two  Acts  of  1727  and  1745,  which  provided  for 
increased  dues  to  be  charged  to  cover  both  the  costs  of  scouring  and 
preservation,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  roads  leading  down  to  the  river. 
The  earlier  scheme  is  of  some  interest  inasmuch  as  John  Warburton  made 
copious  comment  for  the  Corporation  on  the  subject  of  the  Beck,  and  as  a 
mark  of  appreciation,  was  granted  the  freedom  of  the  Borough  for  “his 
indefatiguable  industry  and  singular  merit”.  These  Beck  Acts  and  the

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making  of  the  Lock  in  1802  must  be  considered  as  determined  attempts 
on  the  part  of  the  town  to  maintain  its  river  trade  and,  if  possible,  by 
improved  facilities  for  the  landing  of  goods,  to  secure  a  greater  share  of  the 
increasing  volume  of  river  and  canal  traffic  from  which  Hull  was  already 
beginning  to  derive  spectacular  benefit. 

The  Corporation,  aware  of  the  value  of  the  river  connection  with  the 
Humber,  was  also  increasingly  sensitive  to  the  growing  importance  of  road 
communications  with  Hull  and  York  and  with  the  countryside  for  which 
the  town  was  a  market  centre.  Not  without  a  degree  of  mutual  suspicion, 
Hull  and  Beverley  co-operated  to  secure  the  Act  of  Parliament  which 
provided  for  the  turnpiking  of  the  road  between  the  two  towns.  This  was 
East  Yorkshire’s  first  turnpike,  and  as  these  extracts  show,  the  Corporation’s 
role  in  this  and  some  later  turnpike  projects  in  the  East  Riding  was  never 
merely  a  passive  one. 

During  the  period  with  which  we  are  directly  concerned,  the  history  of 
the  town  as  a  Parliamentary  borough  has  no  special  or  unusual  significance. 
The  franchise  was  reserved  to  the  freemen  who  numbered  nearly  a  thousand 
in  the  middle  years  of  the  eighteenth  century :  thereafter  there  was  a  steady 
increase  in  the  size  of  the  electorate,  the  elections  of  1799,  1807  and  1826, 
for  example,  attracting  881,  1,203  and  1,372  voters  respectively. 

Although  families  such  as  the  Hothams  and  the  Wartons,  with  their 
long  local  traditions  of  parliamentary  service,  had  property  within  the 
borough,  no  one  family  or  interest  was  predominant.  A  royal  interest  in 
the  town’s  representation,  however,  might  have  been  created  if  Sir  Charles 
Thompson,  who  came  at  the  bottom  of  the  poll  in  the  1774  Beverley 
election,  had  entered  the  lists  in  1780,  as  was  George  Ill’s  intention.1 

The  town,  like  any  other,  made  full  use  of  its  members  at  Westminster. 
They  were  expected  to  keep  the  two  borough  seats  warm,  and  in  addition 
to  what,  in  the  eighteenth  century,  were  usually  described  as  “treats”, 
subscriptions  were  expected  when  the  Market  Cross  had  to  be  rebuilt, 
when  money  had  to  be  found  for  the  salary  of  the  Master  of  the  Grammar 
School  or  when  the  rigours  of  winter  demanded  additional  measures  of 
poor  relief.  These  gifts  were  seldom  deflected  from  their  intended  purpose, 
but  in  1726,  with  commendable  senatorial  restraint,  money  saved  out  of  a 
“treat”  was  used  to  provide  buckets  for  a  fire  engine. 

With  two  exceptions  (1780  and  1796)  all  the  parliamentary  elections 
from  1772  to  that  of  1868  (which  preceded  the  disfranchisement  of  the 
borough)  were  contested,  and  the  periodic  competition  stimulated  both 
the  vigour  and  the  corruption  of  electoral  campaigning:  Beverley’s  unholy 
reputation  in  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century  was  born  of  long  ex¬ 
perience.  There  are  reflections  in  these  Minute  Books  of  the  locally 
notorious  election  of  1727,  when  Ellerker  Bradshaw  was  unseated  on 
petition  by  Sir  Charles  Hotham,  and  that  of  1818,  when  Dymoke  Wells 
also  petitioned  against  “undue  influence”. 

It  is  possible  from  these  calendared  extracts  to  form  some  appreciation 
of  town  parliamentary  business  transacted  by  successive  M.P.s,  and  there 
are  one  or  two  aspects  of  more  than  usual  interest:  Sir  Michael  Warton’s 
letter  of  1716  referring  to  the  Corporation’s  petition  against  the  Septennial 
Bill  is  one  instance,  and  is  valuable  for  providing  some  assessment  of 
Warton’s  political  attitudes.  His  letter  is  dated  5  May,  1716,  two  days 
before  the  Bill  received  the  Royal  Assent.  Warton  was  not  present  at  the 
third  reading  in  the  Commons,  being  “unable  to  endure  the  heat  and  the

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crowd”,  but  he  gave  the  Corporation  the  assurance  that,  had  he  been 
there,  he  would  have  voted  against  the  Bill,  “  .  .  .  for  I  think”,  he  wrote, 
“a  Trustee  is  to  defend,  and  not  give  up  any  liberty  he  is  trusted  withall 
(sic).*9 

Of  other  parliamentary  personalities,  Sir  James  Pennyman  may  be 
singled  out  for  notice  if  only  because  of  the  evidence  here  provided  of  his 
obvious  value  at  Westminster.  Initially  a  member  for  Scarborough,  he  did 
useful  work  for  Beverley,  in  recognition  of  which  he  was  given  the  freedom 
of  the  borough  in  1772.  He  was  elected  for  Beverley  in  1774  and  enjoyed 
the  rare  honour  in  1782  of  being  both  Mayor  and  Member  of  Parliament. 

A  corporation  in  any  form  exists  as  such  to  advance  and  safeguard  the 
interests  of  its  constituent  members,  and  when  challenge  came,  the  Mayor 
of  Beverley  and  his  brethren  were  not  prepared  to  allow  the  borough’s 
cherished  rights  and  chartered  privileges  of  centuries  to  go  by  default. 
Armed  with  “Letters  Patent”,  signed  and  sealed  by  the  Mayor,  to  remind 
all  concerned  that  the  Kings  and  Queens  of  England  from  Aethelstan 
onwards  had  granted  and  confirmed  exemption  from  all  forms  of  toll  “by 
Sea  and  Land  within  their  Dominions  of  England  and  Wales”,  the  Beverley 
trader  fared  forth  hopefully,  sometimes  only  to  find  that  his  catholic  claims 
might  be  disputed  or  refused  in  York  or  Brigg,  Newcastle  or  South  Cave. 
In  some  such  cases,  the  defence  of  the  individual  freeman  could  only  have 
been  undertaken  with  some  degree  of  misgiving.  It  is  difficult  to  believe, 
for  example,  that  legalism  apart,  there  could  have  been  much  sympathy 
in  1737  for  the  Newcastle  resident,  Pawson,  who,  as  a  Beverley  freeman, 
enlisted  the  aid  of  the  Corporation  following  seizure  of  his  goods  for  non¬ 
payment  of  toll  in  the  town  in  which  he  lived.  The  expenses  inevitably 
involved  in  these  lawsuits  were  an  unpredictable  drain  on  the  meagre  and 
inelastic  financial  resources  of  the  eighteenth  century  town,  and  though  of 
distinct  financial  advantage  to  the  Town  Clerk  and  other  attorneys  engaged, 
they  were  administratively  irritating,  involving,  among  much  else,  the 
safeguarding  and  production  at  a  distant  assize,  of  valuable  charter  and 
record  material,  as  well  as  the  temporary  disfranchisement  of  groups  of 
freemen  to  render  them  competent  witnesses. 

Apart  from  questions  involving  burgess  rights,  the  town’s  relationships 
with  other  towns,  particularly  with  York  and  Hull,  are  here  illustrated. 
Together  with  the  rest  of  the  shire,  Beverley  reacted  vigorously  in  1815  to 
York’s  financial  proposals  over  the  building  of  the  new  Ouse  bridge. 
Although  the  town’s  support  over  the  matter  of  the  Greenland  Fishery  in 
1786  is  understandable,  friction  with  Hull  was  of  long  standing,  and 
derived  largely  from  the  control  which  the  growing  Humber  port  exercised 
over  the  navigation  of  the  lower  reaches  of  the  River  Hull.  A  historical 
survey  of  this  problem  can  scarcely  be  attempted  here :  the  relations  between 
the  two  towns  had  been  exacerbated  by  the  building,  in  the  closing  years  of 
Henry  VIII,  of  a  “North  Bridge”  across  the  river,  as  part  of  extensive 
additions  made,  on  the  east  bank,  to  Hull’s  medieval  fortifications.  This 
bridge,  replacing  an  ancient  ferry,  had  a  “leafe  or  trappe  ...  in  the  myddeste 
of  the  said  brydge”  to  allow  vessels  to  pass  with  masts  erect.  The  closer 
control  of  shipping  on  the  River  Hull  henceforth  exercised  by  Hull  was  a 
matter  of  increasing  concern  to  Beverley.  Apart  from  the  demands  made 
for  dues  on  Beverley  shipping,  the  question  was  complicated  by  the  fact 
that,  while  acknowledging  the  Beverley  ships’  ancient  rights  of  legal 
passage  along  the  natural  river,  Hull  maintained  that  the  lower  reach  of 
the  River  was  a  “new  cut”  or  channel  to  which  Beverley’s  ancient  rights 
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could  not  apply.1  Reflecting  the  developing  industrialisation  of  the  West 
Riding,  Lancashire  and  the  Midlands,  Hull  grew  rapidly  after  1750,  and 
the  various  dock  schemes  of  the  port  quite  understandably  were  always 
subjected  by  Beverley  to  close  and  suspicious  scrutiny,  as  these  records 
clearly  show. 

As  is  usual  with  this  type  of  provincial  town  record,  action  on  the  wider 
stage  of  history  is  reflected  only  occasionally,  and  as  often  as  not,  is  illus¬ 
trated  by  address  to  the  Crown  or  petition  to  Parliament.  The  Corporation 
was  never  slow  to  offer  a  congratulatory  address  to  the  Crown  when 
occasion  warranted;  the  war  with  the  American  Colonies  could  evoke  a 
loyal  effusion  testifying  to  the  town’s  abhorrence  of  “the  unnatural 
rebellion”,  while,  among  other  events,  Nelson’s  naval  victories  and  death 
produced  appropriately  worded  sentiments. 

When  the  long  wars  with  France  were  over  in  1815  and  post-war 
restiveness  and  economic  upset  seemingly  threatened  revolution,  the 
Corporation  in  loyal  post-Peterloo  Addresses,  reflecting  their  Recorder’s 
partiality  for  the  suave,  resounding  phrase,  could  take  smug  comfort  in 
the  assertion  that  Beverley  was  far  removed  from  the  Capital  and  therefore 
remained  “uncorrupted  by  the  sophistry  of  a  licentious  press”.  With  a 
large  dash  of  scarcely  justified  self-righteousness,  the  Mayor  and  his 
colleagues  were  able  to  declare  that  they  had  “heard  with  astonishment 
the  clamour  of  the  disaffected,  whose  minds,  tainted  by  pernicious  writings 
and  the  insidious  devices  and  inflammatory  speeches  of  factious  dema¬ 
gogues”  aimed  at  nothing  less  than  “general  confusion  and  subversion  of 
established  authority”.  But  Beverley,  though  removed  from  the  Capital  and 
the  areas  of  major  unrest,  was  itself  no  political  Avalon  on  the  eve  of  the 
Age  of  Reform. 

The  Corporation  could  hardly  be  accused  of  deviationism  in  either 
politics  or  religion.  It  was  not  merely  because  the  Yorkshire  Association 
had  already  spent  its  force  that  the  Mayor  and  his  colleagues  gave  unani¬ 
mous  thanks  to  their  Recorder,  Richard  Beatniffe,  for  the  judicious 
manner  in  which  he  had  expressed  their  “disapprobation”  of  proposals 
made  by  the  Rev.  Christopher  Wyvill  early  in  November  1782:  it  is  un¬ 
fortunate  that  WyvilPs  letter  and  the  Recorder’s  reply  do  not  appear  to 
be  extant.  * 

The  Corporation’s  action  was  equally  unequivocal  when,  in  an  official 
capacity,  it  joined  with  the  “Friends  of  the  Established  Church  of  England” 
in  1790  in  a  meeting  in  the  Guildhall  to  help  to  organise  opposition  to  a 
proposed  application  by  the  Dissenters  for  the  repeal  of  the  Test  and 
Corporation  Acts.  Commencing  in  1813,  there  may  also  be  noted  the 
regular  series  of  petitions  to  Parliament  against  political  relief  being  given 
to  the  Roman  Catholics:  the  Corporation,  like  many  another,  regarded 
“Protestant  ascendancy  as  essential  to  the  safety  and  stability  of  the 
Constitution”  and  dreaded  any  innovation  which  might  “endanger  the 
civil  and  religious  liberty  which  this  kingdom  has  so  long  enjoyed.”  In 
1825,  Robert  Mackenzie  Beverley  (for  a  brief  period  a  Capital  Burgess 
before  he  achieved  a  wider  notoriety  as  a  vituperative  Dissenter)  directed 
his  oratory  against  these  repetitive  petitions.  “This  petition”,  said 
Beverley  of  the  one  of  March  that  year,  “is  a  very  old  friend:  it  is  kept  in 
a  closet  and  brought  forward  as  a  squib  against  the  Pope  whenever  we  very

and  draw  in  our  horns:  we  are  but  snails  in  the  state  ...”  R.  M.  Beverley’s 
blast  of  oratory  failed,  and  true  to  Church  and  Establishment  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  continued  its  regular  petitionary  protests  to  Parliament  until  the  eve 
of  the  passing  of  the  Catholic  Emancipation  Bill  in  1829. 

By  contrast,  though  of  more  immediate  and  local  concern,  the  impending 
dissolution  of  the  old  Corporation  under  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act 
of  1835  is  scarcely  noticed  in  the  last  of  these  Minute  Books,  and  unlike 
the  Hull  Bench  of  Aldermen,  the  Mayor  and  his  brethren  were  not  even 
moved  to  record  a  dignified  protest  in  1833  when  Mr.  Fortunatus  Dwarris 
and  Mr.  Sampson  Augustus  Rumball  as  Commissioners  notified  their 
intention  of  holding  an  inquiry  into  “the  existing  state”  of  the  Corporation. 

A  precis  of  all  the  entries  in  these  Minute  Books  would  scarcely  be  justified 
either  by  the  inevitably  miscellaneous  character  of  the  material  or  the 
present-day  costs  of  publication.  Except,  therefore,  where  the  importance 
of  the  original  has  called  for  a  detailed  calendared  entry,  or  quotation  in 
extenso,  the  decision  has  been  made  to  extract  for  summary  notice  those 
minutes  which  could  be  considered  to  have  some  significance  and  illus¬ 
trative  value.  This  has  naturally  resulted  in  the  exclusion  of  the  more 
repetitive  type  of  notice,  such  as  details  of  arrangements  for  the  annual 
audit  of  accounts,  lists  of  lites  for  the  September  elections,  notes  of  leases 
of  unidentifiable  properties,  and  the  like. 

Many  civic  records  of  this  kind  are  naturally  uneven  in  quality,  and 
reflect  the  character  and  mannerisms  of  successive  Chamber  Clerks.  Very 
occasionally  a  meeting  of  the  Council  is  only  marked  by  the  date  and  a 
list  of  those  attending:  the  original  “minutes”  of  some  meetings  are  con¬ 
spicuous  for  their  brevity  and  make  it  impossible  to  believe  that  all  business 
transacted  was  recorded:  the  “minutes”  of  other  meetings,  on  the  other 
hand,  particularly  in  times  of  crisis,  are  entered  with  exemplary  thorough¬ 
ness. 

In  the  text  which  follows,  the  precise  date  of  the  annual  September 
election  is  given,  as  is  the  date  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  for  the 
new  mayoral  year,  whether  business  is  recorded  or  not.  At  the  risk  of 
appearing  heretical  in  such  matters,  the  foliation  throughout  has  not  been 
divided  into  recto  and  verso ,  as  the  nature  of  the  records  is  such  that  the 
folio  number  itself  provides  an  adequate  pointer,  if  required,  to  the 
original  entry.  A  brief  description  of  each  Minute  Book  is  given  at  the 
beginning  of  each  section. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Mayor  and  Corporation 
of  Beverley  and  their  Town  Clerk,  Mr.  Ernest  Bailey,  not  merely  for  the 
permission  to  consult  the  valuable  archives  in  their  possession,  but  also 
for  the  active  interest  which  they  have  taken  in  the  preparation  of  this 
volume.  To  Mr.  Harry  Hogg,  of  the  Town  Clerk’s  Department,  I  am 
especially  indebted  for  guidance,  and  for  his  ever  ready  willingness  to 
place  his  own  detailed  knowledge  of  Beverley  and  its  history  at  the  disposal 
of  one  who  has  often  sought  his  help.  To  Mrs.  M.  J.  Stanley  Price,  Miss 
Olga  Wilkinson,  Norman  Higson,  H.  Sydney  Rogers  and  the  publishers, 
Messrs.  A.  Brown  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  I  am  under  a  more  general  debt.  Last, 
and  by  no  means  least,  I  would  express  appreciation  of  the  unstinted  help 
which  my  wife  has  given  in  the  preparation  of  this  volume  for  the  Society’s 
Record  Series.

1722- 
1726”:  the  latter  are  treated  here  chronologically  as  if  the  original  volume 
were  complete.] 

[1]  13  October  1707.  (M.  John  Gunby.)  A  letter  to  be  sent  to  the  Duke 

of  Devonshire  to  present  the  town’s  address  to  Her  Majesty. 

Noting  the  abuse  of  persons  coming  to  market  and  leaving  their  horses 
standing  there:  a  fine  of  1/-  to  be  imposed  in  future  and  the  horses  taken 
to  the  common  fold. 

[3]  20  November  1707.  £50  to  be  borrowed  of  Mrs.  Mary  Johnson 

and  a  bond  for  security  thereof  to  be  given  for  payment  at  the  end  of  6 
months,  with  lawful  interest;  which  £50  is  to  be  paid  to  Mr.  Waistall  for 
a  debt. 

Mark  Gurwood  to  pay  20/-  for  cutting  down  an  elm  tree  in  the  yard  of 
the  house  he  rents  of  the  Corporation. 

[4]  5  January  1708.  A  payment  of  £5  p.a.  to  Sir  Michael  Warton  to 
be  paid  by  the  P.M.s  out  of  the  profits  of  “goods  depasturing  in  the  said 
pasture.” 

[7]  12  April  1708.  The  leading  of  the  Londoners’  goods  at  the  next 
Cross  Fair  to  be  let  to  Mrs.  Mason  for  £4. 

Certain  named,  desired  to  go  around  the  town  to  know  what  contribution 
will  be  made  “towards  the  building  of  a  new  cross  in  Saturday  Market 
where  the  present  cross  lately  demolished  now  stands.” 

[8]  14  June  1708.  The  £5  apiece  given  by  Sir  Charles  Hotham  and  Sir 
Michael  Warton  for  a  treat  to  be  “expended  and  made”  in  the  town  hall: 
a  committee  appointed  to  prepare  provisions  for  the  same. 

[9]  2  August  1708.  A  piece  of  ground,  part  of  the  garden  belonging  to 
the  “Countrey  Hall”  to  be  sold  by  the  Corporation  to  the  Justices  of  the 
Peace  of  the  E.R.  for  them  to  erect  thereon  a  Register  House  or  Office 
for  the  East  Riding:  the  price  to  be  paid  to  be  referred  to  the  said 
justices. 

[10]  6  October  1708.  The  above  piece  of  ground  to  be  sold  for  20 
guineas,  reserving  to  the  Corporation  the  right  to  use  the  said  garden  at 
Sessions  and  at  other  times  of  the  year. 
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[11]  28  October  1708.  (M.  Marmaduke  Nelson.)  The  Lime  Kilns  in 
Westwood  to  be  let  to  Edward  Chappelow  for  21  years  for  a  fine  of  20 
guineas,  a  rent  of  £13  6s.  8d.  p.a.,  and  with  such  covenants  as  in  his  last 
lease,  he  not  to  charge  burgesses  more  than  8/-  per  chaldron  during  the 
said  term. 

[12]  16  December  1708.  A  letter  to  be  sent  to  Sir  Charles  Hotham  and 
Sir  Michael  Warton  to  ask  them  what  they  will  contribute  towards  the 
making  of  a  new  cross  to  be  erected  in  Saturday  Market. 

[17]  22  September  1709.  Memorandum  that  this  day  Mr.  John 
Jackson,  late  mace  bearer  and  clerk  to  the  Chamber,  presented  a  silver 
tobacco  box  as  a  present  to,  and  for  the  use  of,  this  Corporation. 

[18]  20  October  1709.  (M.  Thomas  Wilberforce.)  Mr.  Henry  Spend- 
love  to  have  liberty  to  raise  the  pavement  all  along  the  front  of  his  “new- 
built”  house  in  Hengate  and  to  make  it  level  with  the  common  causey  there 
as  far  as  he  shall  think  fit,  with  the  advice  of  the  surveyors:  Spendlove,  his 
heirs,  etc.,  to  keep  the  channel  in  such  a  condition  as  to  ensure  a  free 
passage  for  water. 

[19]  14  November  1709.  A  letter  to  be  sent  to  Sir  Michael  Warton  to 
ask  a  contribution  “to  sett  the  poor  on  worke  within  this  Towne”. 

5  December  1709.  To  consider  proposals  for  raising  money  to 
establish  a  charity  school  and  to  buy  such  things  as  are  necessary. 

[20]  19  December  1709.  A  scavenger  to  be  appointed  for  the  town  and 
subscriptions  for  the  charge  thereof  to  be  taken  from  “all  such  as  shall  be 
willing  thereto”,  and  ordering  that  dirt,  etc.,  be  heaped  in  the  middle  of 
the  street  twice  a  week  (Mondays  and  Thursdays)  and  the  scavenger  “do 
take  the  same  away  every  Tuesday  and  Friday  throughout  the  year  except 
in  frost  and  snow  when  the  same  cannot  be  done”:  penalty  for  noncom¬ 
pliance  5/-. 

Reciting  that  for  the  better  preservation  of  the  paving  in  the  streets 
“which  of  late  have  been  very  chargeable  to  this  Corporation  by  the  ex¬ 
cessive  leading  in  wintertime”,  no  inhabitant  to  lead  any  sort  of  goods 
within  the  town  in  any  waggon,  cart,  or  carriage  bound  with  iron  between 
Martinmas  and  Lady  Day,  and  so  annually,  under  a  penalty  of  10/-. 

[21]  9  January  1710.  Giving  leave  to  the  gentlemen  and  other  sub¬ 
scribers  to  the  charity  school  to  erect  one  room  or  more  etc.  for  the  purpose, 
and  ordering  that  £  100,  or  such  further  sum  as  shall  be  necessary  for  erecting 
the  room  and  making  such  alterations  in  the  house  of  correction  as  are 
required,  be  borrowed  of  the  C.W.s  of  St.  Mary’s. 

[22]  20  February  1710.  The  C.S.  affixed  to  a  bond  for  £100  borrowed 
of  the  C.W.s  of  St.  Mary’s,  with  a  later  note  to  the  effect  that  the  bond  was 
“paid  off”  on  the  19  April  1722. 

23  March  1710.  Reciting  the  order  of  9  January  1710,  noting  that 
a  “draught”  of  th^  charity  school  drawn  by  Mr.  Shelton  shows  the  necessity 
of  having  the  room  slightly  larger:  permission  given  accordingly. 

Giving  a  series  of  orders  about  the  wearing  of  gowns  by  members  of  the 
Corporation. 
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[24]  10  July  1710.  The  Clerk  to  prepare  a  letter  to  be  sent  to  Sir  Michael 
Warton  “to  desire  what  he  pleases  to  contribute  and  give”  towards 
erecting  a  new  cross  in  Saturday  Market  Place  “in  the  place  where  the  old 
cross  stands.” 

[25]  8  September  1710.  Ordered  that  a  letter  of  thanks  be  sent  to  Sir 
Charles  Hotham  for  his  kindness  to  the  Corporation  “for  settling  upon 
them”  the  advowson  of  Hollym  etc. 

[27]  30  October  1710.  (M.  William  Greyborne.)  Noting  that  a  piece 
of  ground  is  being  taken  of  John  Awther  for  the  purpose  of  the  Charity 
School. 

[28]  18  January  1711.  Reciting  that  certain  persons  have  been  selling 
corn  etc.  in  houses  and  shops  and  not  exposing  the  same  for  sale  on  the 

;  “Corn  Hills  of  the  several  market  places”:  action  to  be  taken  against 
offenders  in  future.

[29]  22  February  1711.  Kelgate  [sic]  Bar  and  buildings  let  to  Edward 
Todd  for  99  years  at  a  rent  of  6d.  p.a. 

[32]  23  July  1711.  The  £100  given  by  Sir  Michael  Warton  towards  the 
building  of  a  new  cross  in  Saturday  Market  to  be  received  by  the  M.  and 
to  be  paid  out  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Mr.  Robinson  to  go  over  to  Wakefield  [Leeds  erased  and  Wakefield  sub¬ 
stituted)  and  “advice”  with  Mr.  Shelton  about  building  the  said  cross  and 
to  enquire  about  stone  and  other  materials.

Reciting  the  economic  circumstances  and  low 
condition  of  the  Corporation  and  ordering  that  certain  economies  be 
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effected:  the  M.’s  salary  to  be  reduced  by  £8  and  he  to  be  excused  the 
obligation  of  treating  at  the  two  latter  sessions,  viz.  Easter  and  “St.  Thomas 
Abeckett”:  no  salary  or  cloak  to  be  allowed  the  town’s  cook  after  the  death 
or  removal  of  Thomas  Abbay:  the  M.  to  join  with  the  M.  of  Hedon,  if  the 
latter  agrees,  to  petition  the  Judges  to  be  freed  from  the  obligation  of 
attendance  at  the  Assizes. 

[39]  Apprentices  to  pay  40/-  over  and  above  the  usual  fees  except  those 
who  are  born  free. 

Messrs.  Gunby,  Thompson,  and  Webster  to  inquire  exactly  how  petty 
toll  is  gathered  in  Hull  market  that  it  may  be  demanded  and  more  easily 
collected  here,  to  begin  the  first  Saturday  after  finishing  the  new  cross. 

[40]  17  December  1711.  The  M.  and  others  named  to  speak  with  Sir 
Michael  Warton’s  servants  or  stewards  about  the  mill  dam  belonging  to 
the  water  mill  in  Beckside,  the  water  overflowing  there  having  damaged 
the  highway  and  run  into  “Figgam”. 

[44]  12  July  1712.  Ordered  that  swine  brought  to  market  be  kept  on 
the  north  side  of  the  cross  on  Sow  Hill:  penalty  6d.  each  if  the  same  are 
not  immediately  removed  there. 

14  July  1712.  On  the  request  of  Madam  Stringer,  the  town’s  cart 
and  horses  to  be  lent  her  to  repair  a  certain  lane  called  Slutt  Lane. 

[45]  11  August  1712.  Only  burgesses  and  inhabitants  of  Beverley  are  to 
have  liberty  to  sell  ale,  beer  or  other  strong  liquor  in  Westwood  on  the  days 
appointed  for  the  horse  races,  the  races  to  be  run  on  the  9,  10  and  11 
September,  and  persons  selling  to  sell  only  in  the  places  appointed  by  the 
P.M.s. 

[47]  11  May  1713.  (M.  Thomas  Wilberforce.)  Ordered  that  a  dozen 

bottles  of  wine  and  one  hogshead  of  ale  be  bought  at  the  charge  of  the 
town  when  peace  is  proclaimed. 

[49]  13  August  1713.  Richard  Meadley,  cordwainer,  chosen  keeper  of 
the  Minster  clock  and  bell  vice  his  father  Richard  Meadley,  deed.;  he  to 
have  the  usual  salary  of  £4  p.a.  provided  he  pay  his  mother  Mary  Meadley 
“eighteen  (pence)  per  week  during  her  life”. 

[50]  24  September  1713.  James  Mihill  chosen  Clerk  of  the  Chamber 
and  Mace  Bearer  vice  Daniel  Carver,  deed.,  he  at  the  same  time  making  a 
present  to  the  Corporation  of  10  guineas. 

[52]  11  January  1714.  (M.  Christopher  Thompson.)  Sir  Charles 

Hotham  to  have  a  new  lease  of  the  lands  (late  William  Thompson’s)  for 
100  years,  “the  fine  to  be  left  to  himself”. 

[54]  24  February  1714.  Letters  to  be  written  to  Sir  Charles  Hotham 
and  Sir  Michael  Warton  by  the  gentlemen  concerned  in  the  management 
of  the  market  cross  to  set  forth  details  of  expenditure  etc.,  and  also  “to 
desire  them  to  order  the  moneys  down  that  the  workmen  may  be  paid 
and  the  Receivers  reimbursed”. 

[55]  22  April  1714.  The  old  silver  salt,  two  large  bowls,  one  pottinger, 
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all  the  spoons,  two  large  casters  and  two  tumblers  to  be  exchanged  for  a 
set  of  new  silver  casters,  twelve  spoons  and  two  small  salvers,  if  the  old 
plate  will  buy  so  much. 

[56]  21  June  1714.  Sir  Charles  Hotham  to  have  a  lease  of  a  messuage 

etc.  in  Highgate  and  another  messuage  rented  by  him  for  100  years  at  an 
annual  rent  each  of  £5  8s.  6d. :  to  pay  a  fine  of  £20  for  the  first  and  what 
more  he  himself  shall  think  fit  for  the  second,  and  to  have  liberty  to  make 
such  alterations  as  he  desires. 

[58]  15  October  1714.  (M.  Christopher  Northend.)  Arrangements  to 

be  made  to  expend  the  £10  given  for  a  “treat”  by  Sir  Charles  Hotham  and 
Sir  Michael  Warton  on  Wednesday,  20th  inst.,  being  the  day  of  the 
coronation  of  H.M.  King  George. 

[60]  20  December  1714.  Reciting  that  the  Corporation  borrowed  £50 

of  the  Trustees  of  the  Beverley  Brief  in  1707  for  which  £6%  was  to  be 
paid:  ordered  that  a  new  bond  be  given  for  the  principal  and  interest. 

[62]  2nd  February  1715.  Reciting  that  Westwood  Hither  Mill  lately 
blown  down  in  a  storm:  the  millstones  and  timber  to  be  secured. 

[65]  27  July  1715.  Mr.  Appleton  and  four  others  desired  to  go  round  the 
town  to  request  the  charity  of  the  inhabitants  to  rebuild  the  mill. 

[66]  12  September  1715.  Arrangements  to  be  made  at  as  reasonable  a 
price  as  possible  to  “drag  and  shave”  the  Beck  and  Sir  Michael  Warton  to 
be  requested  to  make  his  banks  good  against  the  mill  dam  so  that  the 
near-by  highway  can  be  repaired. 

[70]  19  December  1715.  (M.  Robert  Wride.)  A  letter  to  be  written 

to  Sir  Charles  Hotham  asking  him  to  pay  the  money  due  to  the  workmen 
employed  on  the  cross,  the  sum  being  £35. 

[72]  27  February  1716.  Contributions  to  be  sought  for  the  rebuilding 

of  Westwood  Mill. 

Ordered  that  a  letter  be  written  to  Sir  Charles  Hotham  about  the  money 
due  for  the  building  of  the  cross. 

[74]  30  March  1716.  Leave  given  to  Sir  Charles  Hotham  to  make  bricks 

in  a  corner  of  Westwood  according  to  his  request. 

4  April  1716.  Collectors  to  go  round  the  town  for  sufferers  from 
the  late  fire  in  Keldgate. 

[76]  8  May  1716.  Giving  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Sir  Michael  Warton  in 

respect  of  the  Corporation  petition  against  Septennial  Parliaments:  “I 
think  your  Chamber  in  their  Resolution  of  Petitioning  behav’d  your  selves 
like  English  Men,  but  they  Hurryed  the  Bill  thro’  the  House  on  purpose 
to  prevent  Petitions  ...” 

[84]  3  December  1716.  (M.  John  Wressell.)  £10  given  by  Sir  Michael

BEVERLEY  CORPORATION  MINUTE  BOOK 


[89]  6  April  1717.  Sir  Charles  Hotham  and  Sir  Michael  Warton  to 
be  desired  to  attend  the  hearing  of  the  cause  between  Beverley  and 
Bishop  Burton  (a  suit  re  the  right  of  Bishop  Burton  to  pasture  pigs  on 
Westwood). 

13  June  1717.  John  Moyser  to  have  a  shop  and  chambers  in  High- 
gate  for  the  teaching  of  spinning  to  poor  children,  provided  he  quit  the 
same  “at  fair  times”  or  at  any  other  time  the  Corporation  think  fit,  on 
reasonable  notice. 

[90]  29  July  1717.  Reciting  that  upon  representation  made  to  the 
Chamber  by  the  trustees  for  repairing  the  ruinous  part  of  the  Minster, 
the  same  “upon  a  view”  appeared  to  be  so  very  much  shaken  of  late  that  if 
immediate  care  be  not  taken  to  prevent  its  falling  the  whole  fabric  would 
be  in  danger:  for  as  much  as  several  gentlemen  had  undertaken  and  were 
endeavouring  to  procure  subscriptions  towards  the  taking  down  and  re¬ 
building  the  said  ruinous  part,  the  better  to  encourage  such  subscriptions 
Mr.  Mayor  was  desired  by  the  Chamber  in  the  name  of  the  Corporation 
to  subscribe  £200,  the  same  to  be  raised  out  of  the  yearly  revenue  of  the 
Minster. 

[92]  2  September  1717.  Acceptance  of  an  offer  of  an  anonymous 

gentleman  to  give  £50  to  the  Corporation  on  condition  that  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  paid  50/-  p.a.  to  the  Charity  School  for  ever,  supposing  such  school 
continued:  if  not,  the  money  to  be  applied  to  other  pious  and  charitable 
uses. 

£50  to  be  borrowed  towards  paying  off  a  bond  of  £83  3s.  9d.  owing  to 
the  trustees  of  the  Beverley  Minster  Brief. 

[96]  18  November  1717.  (M.  Robert  Appleton.)  A  proposal  (not 

implemented  and  “voided”  7  April  1718)  to  let  off  Hurn  to  tillage  to  the 
highest  bidder  in  view  of  the  financial  situation  of  the  Corporation. 

[97]  16  December  1717.  Jonathan  Burgoin  to  have  the  lease  for  60 
years  of  Westwood  Hither  Mill  at  an  annual  rent  of  £4,  he  to  build  the 
same  at  his  own  cost  and  keep  it  in  repair. 

Certain  named  to  go  to  Hull  to  “discourse  with  the  Mayor  there”  about 
the  Hull  bridge  called  the  High  Bridge. 

[100]  10  February  1718.  Burgoin  to  be  sued' for  the  nonperformance  of 

his  agreement  about  Westwood  Hither  Mill  (fo.  97  refers). 

[105]  12  May  1718.  Two  sums  of  £50  each  to  be  borrowed  towards 

paying  the  £200  ordered  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Minster  revenues  towards 
building  the  decayed  part  of  the  Minster. 

[Ill]  8  September  1718.  Noting  the  case  of  Thomas  Ribey,  mace 
bearer  of  Hull,  elected  an  alderman  of  Beverley  and,  not  having  taken  the 
Lord’s  Supper,  being  fined  £50. 

[119]  16  March  1719.  (M.  John  Johnson.)  £100  to  be  borrowed  of 

the  Rev.  Robert  Barker  towards  paying  off  the  Corporation  debt  to  the 
Minster,  the  said  money  to  be  paid  to  Mr.  Wilbert,  the  treasurer,  for  the 
repair  of  the  Minster. 
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[120]  9  May  1719.  Certain  named  to  go  to  Hull  to  discuss  with  the 

M.  there  the  North  Bridge  dispute. 

[124]  18  August  1719.  Sir  Charles  Hotham  given  leave  to  set  the  walls 

and  pallisades  of  his  courtyard  towards  Eastgate  two  and  a  half  yards 
forward  into  the  street,  provided  that  he  leaves  as  much  ground  on  the 
other  side  of  the  street  and  paves  the  same. 

[127]  9  November  1719.  (M.  Christopher  Northend.)  Mr.  Sokill,  the 

late  Minster  Receiver,  to  pay  to  Mr.  Wilbert  (to  be  applied  by  the  Trustees 
of  the  Brief  towards  the  repair  of  the  decayed  part  of  the  Minster)  the 
sum  of  £49  18s.  lid.  being  the  money  remaining  in  his  hands  upon  the 
balance  of  last  year’s  account. 

[129]  28  December  1719.  An  exact  account  to  be  made  between  the 
Town  and  the  Minster  from  1703  to  last  Michaelmas  and  the  M.,  3A.  and 
4  B.s.  to  inspect  the  engrossed  accounts  and  “tickets”  to  make  a  “just 
balance”  before  Candlemas. 

[130]  4  January  1720.  A  petition  to  be  sent  from  the  Chamber  to  the 
“Most  High  Puissant  and  Most  Noble  Charles  Duke  of  Somerset”  and 
Elizabeth  Duchess  of  Somerset  etc.  “laying  before  them  the  ruinous  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Minster  and  begging  their  charity  towards  the  repairing 
thereof”:  Sir  Charles  Hotham  to  present  the  same. 

[131]  15  February  1720.  Reciting  that  an  exact  account  had  been  taken 
on  29  January  last  between  the  Corporation  and  the  Minster,  whereby  it 
appeared  that  the  latter  was  indebted  to  the  former  for  16  years  past,  the 
sum  involved  being  £68  5s.  lid. 

£50  to  be  borrowed  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  School  and  a  bond 
of  the  like  sum  to  be  paid  off. 

[132]  29  February  1720.  The  £50  referred  to  above  to  be  used  to  pay 
off  Mrs.  Anne  Lambert  the  £50  the  Corporation  owe  her. 

Aid.  Lambert,  Mrs.  Iveson,  the  trustees  of  the  Charity  School  and  Mrs. 
Geere  to  have  notice  that  if  they  will  not  take  4^%  for  their  money  the 
Corporation  owes  them,  they  will  have  their  money  paid  in  at  the  next 
half  year. 

[138]  27  July  1720.  Reciting  that  John  Moyser  Esq.  had  given  the 

Corporation  notice  that  he  intended  “to  give  them  some  trouble”  for  mis¬ 
applying  the  Minster  revenues  and  that  he  had  acquainted  the  Archbishop 
of  York  and  Sir  Michael  War  ton  therewith:  the  M.,  A.  and  B.s.  being 
conscious  to  themselves  and  for  their  predecessors  that  they  had  faithfully 
performed  the  trust  reposed  in  them,  ordered  that  in  case  they  be  put  to 
any  expense  relating  thereto,  the  rents  belonging  to  the  said  fabric  should 
bear  the  charge  and  not  the  Corporation.  Ordered  further  that  Mr. 
Moyser,  Sir  Charles  Hotham  and  three  others  (or  any  four  thereof)  be 
desired  to  wait  on  the  Archbishop  of  York  with  such  engrossed  accounts, 
writings  and  papers  as  they  should  think  proper  to  take  along  with  them. 

[141]  10  October  1720.  (M.  Jonathan  Midgley.)  The  Archbishop  of 

York  to  be  asked  to  appoint  a  time  when  “some  of  this  Body”  may  wait 
upon  him. 
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Sir  Charles  Hotham  to  be  thanked  for  his  great  care  and  kindness  in 
going  to  Bishopthorpe.  Arrangements  for  an  inspection  of  accounts  etc. 
by  the  M.  and  five  others  prior  to  the  visit  to  Bishopthorpe. 

[143]  13  December  1720.  The  late  Minster  Receiver  to  pay  to  Mr. 

Wilbert  (to  be  applied  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Minster  Brief  towards  the 
repairs  of  the  decayed  part  of  the  Minster)  £76  10s.  5d,  being  money 
remaining  in  his  hands  following  the  balance  of  last  year’s  account. 

£50  to  be  borrowed  of  Mrs.  Thomasin  [yzV]  Leake,  wherewith  to  pay 
Mrs.  Anne  Geere  the  sum  of  £50  which  the  Corporation  owes  her. 

[145]  19  December  1720.  William  Smith,  James  Loftus  and  John 

Weddell,  the  new  waits,  to  have  the  usual  salary  of  20/-  p.a.  each,  a  cloak 
of  blue  cloth  (not  to  exceed  6/6  per  yard)  and  the  badges  and  chains:  the 
cloth  to  be  bought  of  Mr.  Wride  and  Mr.  Bowman  equally  “and  Mr. 
Lambert  to  see  them  taken  of”:  10/-  to  be  paid  for  mending  and 
cleaning  the  chains. 

Noting  a  letter  from  the  Archbishop  of  York  desiring  that  some 
“indifferent”  persons  might  have  the  liberty  of  inspecting  the  writings  and 
accounts  in  the  Town’s  Chamber  in  order  to  settle  the  accounts  between 
the  Minster  and  the  Town.  Agreed  that  the  M.,  Mr.  Samuel  Johnston 
(vicar  of  St.  Mary’s)  and  Mr.  Mease  have  such  permission  and  that  they 
account  to  the  Chamber. 

[147]  23  January  1721.  A  Dutch  plough  (“of  about  25/-”)  for  the  use 

of  the  Beck  to  be  sent  from  Holland. 

[152]  4  May  1721.  The  thanks  of  the  Chamber  to  be  given  to  the  M., 

the  Rev.  Sam.  Johnstone  \sic\  and  Thomas  Mease  for  their  great  trouble 
and  pains  in  making  up  the  late  report  and  accounts  concerning  the 
Minster  to  show  to  the  Archbishop  of  York:  Mr.  Moyser  to  have  liberty 
to  come  into  the  Chamber  and  to  be  added  to  the  above  named  to  inspect 
the  accounts  if  desired. 

[155]  7  August  1721.  Leave  to  Sir  Charles  Hotham  to  make  a  “shade” 

at  Grovell  to  put  his  boat  or  “yoale”  in,  the  place  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Surveyors. 

The  M.  to  write  to  the  M.  of  Hull  about  the  passage  of  the  North  Bridge. 

21  August,  1721.  “Mrs.  Mayoress”  (Mrs.  Jonathan  Midgley) 
desired  to  take  upon  herself  the  trouble  of  managing  and  providing 
“against  Thursday  sevenight”  the  ten  pounds  given  by  Sir  Michael  Warton 
to  the  Chamber  for  a  treat. 

[157]  26  September  1721.  At  a  meeting  of  the  M.  and  A.,  ordered  that 

£200,  part  of  the  Minster  Brief  money  be  called  out  of  Mr.  Grainger’s 
hands  and  applied  towards  augmenting  the  Minister’s  living  by  getting 
£200  more  out  of  Queen  Anne’s  Bounty  money,  and  that  five  or  more  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Minster  Brief  be  desired  to  sign  an  instrument  for  that 
purpose. 

On  the  same  day  (with  the  capital  burgesses  present)  ordered  that  such 
of  the  trustees  of  the  Minster  Brief  as  execute  the  above  mentioned  instru¬ 
ment  be  indemnified  by  the  Corporation. 
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[160]  2  November  1721.  (M.  George  Davies.)  “Mrs.  Mayoress”  (Mrs. 
George  Davies)  desired  to  manage  the  treat  provided  by  Sir  Charles 
Hotham  and  Sir  Michael  Warton. 

[161]  20  November  1721.  John  Ellinor,  the  late  Receiver  for  the 
Minster  to  pay  to  Mr.  Wilbert,  to  be  applied  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Minster 
Brief  towards  the  repair  of  the  decayed  parts  of  the  Minster,  the  sum  of 
£89  4s.  8d,  being  the  balance  in  his  hands. 

[162]  21  December  1721.  Ordered  that  money  be  borrowed  from  the 
box  (“as  far  as  it  will  extend”)  to  pay  what  is  due  about  repairing  the 
highway  near  the  Water  Mill,  until  further  inquiry  can  be  made  and  a 
decision  reached  as  to  whether  the  town  or  parish  ought  to  pay  the  same. 
A  note  therefore  made  of  a  payment  of  40/-  to  John  Statter  and  £1  17s.  6d. 
to  George  Binnington. 

(Passim,  a  large  number  of  admissions  of  freemen.) 

[As  noted  above,  Fos.  173-235  have  been  extracted  from  the  original 
volume  and  bound  separately:  the  folios  were  renumbered  by  Gillyatt 
Sumner  of  Woodmansey,  a  Victorian  antiquary  into  whose  possession  the 
volume  came,  but  the  original  foliation  is  here  retained.] 

[174]  31  May  1722.  Ordered  that  so  much  of  the  award  made  between 

Beverley  and  Bishop  Burton  about  the  depasturing  of  swine  in  Westwood 
be  transcribed  and  sent  to  Lawyer  Barton  for  his  opinion. 

[176]  14  June  1722.  Ordered  that  any  persons  bleeding  horses  or  mares 

in  the  streets  and  “not  receiving  the  blood  into  a  pale  or  some  other  vessel” 
to  forfeit  6d. 

[178]  10  September  1722.  Ordered  that  henceforth  no  lease  be  made 

of  any  shop  in  the  Dings  to  any  person  keeping  a  blacksmith’s  shop,  a 
common  bakehouse  or  a  “heckler  shop”  nor  they  to  be  allowed  to  assign  a 
lease  to  tradespeople  following  such  occupations. 

30/-  to  be  taken  out  of  the  poor  box  towards  the  expense  of  removing 
poor  people  likely  to  become  chargeable. 

7  October  1722.  (M.  John  Cogdell.)  Sir  Charles  Hotham 

admitted  a  freeman,  having  paid  a  fine  of  £50,  the  King’s  Duty  and  the 
accustomed  fees. 

[180]  8  October  1722.  Ordered  that  a  letter  of  thanks  be  sent  to  Sir 

Michael  Warton  for  his  care  and  trouble  in  taking  Serjeant  Pengilly’s 
opinion  about  the  election  of  Capital  Burgesses. 

[183]  10  October  1722.  If  Mr.  Moyser  will  be  so  kind  as  to  be  at  half 
the  charges,  the  City  of  York  to  be  sued  in  the  name  of  Mr.  Moyser  or 
some  other  freeman  for  taking  tolls  of  them. 

[184]  23  October  1723.  The  M.,  R.  and  three  others  desired  to  wait  on 
Mr.  Moyser  to  consider  the  dispute  between  York  and  Beverley  about 
tolls:  Mr.  Midgley  appointed  attorney  in  the  cause  and  to  have  leave  to 
inspect  the  charters. 

[185]  7  November  1723.  The  Minster  Receiver  to  pay  Mr.  Mease  his 
salary  as  it  becomes  due  and  the  town  to  pay  £10  p.a.  towards  it.  Reciting 
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also  that  lands  were  lately  purchased  by  the  Commissioners  of  Queen 
Anne’s  Bounty  for  the  use  of  the  preaching  Minister  of  the  Minster:  Mr. 
Mease  to  empower  the  Minster  Receiver  to  receive  the  rents  thereof 
towards  paying  the  said  salary. 

Reciting  that  the  two  M.P.s  had  given  £10  each  to  the  Chamber  for  a 
“treat”:  one  of  the  sums  to  be  expended  accordingly:  the  other  £10  to  be 
used  “for  buying  such  instruments  as  should  be  thought  proper  for 
extinguishing  fire”. 

[186]  Recording  that  Mr.  Wressell  and  Mr.  Johnson  had  used  oppro¬ 
brious  words  to  each  other  in  the  Chamber  for  which  they  paid  12d. 
apiece  pursuant  to  an  order  of  the  Chamber:  the  money  to  be  put  in  the 
poor  box. 

[188]  9  December  1723.  Placing  on  record  the  reading  of  Mr.  Tomlin¬ 

son’s  letter  containing  proposals  for  an  agreement  between  York  and 
Beverley  (fo.  184)  with  the  draft  of  a  letter  in  reply  thereto. 

[190]  16  January  1724.  The  agreement  between  York  and  Beverley  to 

be  sealed,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Chamber  to  be  given  to  Mr.  Moyser  for 
his  care  and  trouble. 

[195]  30  March  1724.  Ordering  action  to  be  taken  against  John  Idell, 
Lord  of  the  Manor  of  “Markett  Cave”  (or  his  agent)  for  distraining  the 
goods  of  several  freemen  of  Beverley  for  non-payment  of  toll  at  Cave  Fair. 

[196]  14  April  1724.  On  the  recommendation  of  Henry  Jefferson,  the 
M.G.S.,  John  Green,  son  of  John  Green,  fellmonger,  to  have  Metcalfe’s 
and  Lacey’s  exhibitions,  lately  paid  to  Edward  Chappelow  and  ordered  to 
cease  from  him:  he  to  continue  residence  at  St.John’s,  Cambridge,  not  to  be 
absent  for  more  than  three  months,  nor  to  accept  any  preferment  during 
the  said  term. 

[196]  22  April  1724.  William  Wilson  to  have  the  management  of  the 

manure  place  near  Burdett  Midding  Lane  and  the  tenants  in  the  Dings  to 
lay  their  manure  there  as  formerly. 

The  assistance  of  the  Recorder  to  be  obtained  in  drawing  up  a  by-law 
to  prevent  non-freemen  from  exercising  any  trade  within  the  borough. 

[199]  3  June  1724.  Mr.  Barker  having  called  in  £300  owed  him  by  the 

Corporation,  the  Receiver  to  pay  £100  out  of  moneys  in  hand:  £100  to  be 
borrowed  of  Prudence  Feather,  spinster,  at  4^%  and  another  £100  of 
Thomas  Tatham  at  the  same  rate,  on  three  months’  notice. 

[203]  5  October  1724.  The  old  silver  mace  to  be  sold  and  the  money 
used  to  buy  pewter  plates  for  the  use  of  the  Corporation. 

[204]  19  October  1724.  (M.  Edward  Wilbert.) 

[206]  3  December  1724.  Posts  and  rails  to  be  set  in  such  places  near 

the  Lime  Pits  in  Westwood  to  prevent  danger  to  passing  travellers  at  night. 

[208]  4  January  1725.  Three  old  MSS.  and  a  bundle  of  old  papers 
taken  out  of  the  Chamber  for  Mr.  Warburton’s  perusal.  (A  note  of  their 
return  is  dated  1  March  1725.) 

[209]  Action  to  be  taken  to  cleanse  the  Beck. 
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“Forasmuch  as  John  Warburton  Esq.,  Somerset  Herald  of  Arms  and 
Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  hath  been  very  serviceable  to  the  Corporation 
in  advising  and  assisting  us  in  improving  the  navigation  of  our  river  and 
in  discovering  and  kindly  communicating  unto  us  our  title  to  several  lands 
and  tenements  which  until  of  late  times  belonged  to  our  Community  and 
for  some  years  had  been  lost  or  alienated,  together  with  other  obligations 
laid  upon  them  by  his  indefatiguable  industry  and  singular  merit”,  ordered 
that  he  be  admitted  a  freeman  with  excusal  from  both  the  obligation  of 
office  and  the  payment  of  a  fine. 

[218]  7  October  1725.  Confirmation  under  the  C.S.  of  the  action  of  the 

C.W.s  of  St.  Mary’s  in  assenting  to  the  assignment  by  John  Watson  to 
Matthew  Remington  of  Hedon,  gent.,  of  the  rights  and  title  of  “The  White 
Horse”  for  a  term  of  years  to  come. 

[220]  18  October  1725.  (M.  Joseph  Beilby  [jzV].)  Reciting  that  the 

money  raised  by  the  brief,  and  that  given  by  “the  gentlemen’s  charity  and 
gained  by  the  South  Sea”  was  almost  finished  and  several  things  were  yet 
wanting  towards  the  repairing  and  beautifying  of  the  Minster:  ordered 
that  such  works  as  were  going  forward  be  “perfected”  and  paid  for  out  of 
the  Minster  revenues. 

[222]  20  December  1725.  A  letter  of  thanks  to  be  sent  to  Mr.  Fotherby 
for  his  kindness  in  making  the  town  a  present  of  a  fire  engine. 

[223]  24  January  1726.  Aid.  Cogdell  to  be  desired  to  lay  out  the  £10 
saved  out  of  a  treat  to  buy  fire  buckets. 

[225]  14  March  1726.  Certain  exemplifications  of  agreements  and  the 

charter  of  King  John  to  be  provided  to  support  the  action  of  Christopher 
Nelson,  a  free  burgess  of  Beverley,  in  his  action  against  John  Straw,  “toll 
gatherer  of  Glamford  Briggs.” 

[227]  2  May  1726.  The  C.S.  to  be  affixed  to  a  petition  to  H.G.  the  Duke 

of  Somerset  desiring  him  to  repair  the  “Isle”  and  monuments  “belonging 
to  the  Peircy’s  family”  in  the  Minster. 

[229]  18  May  1726.  Recording  that  a  letter  dated  14th  inst.  had  been 
received  from  Dr.  Edmundson  stating  that  Trinity  College  (Cambridge) 
have  the  rectory  of  Over  in  their  hands,  demand  tithe  of  hay  (not  paid  in 
living  memory),  are  resolved  to  stand  trial  for  their  rights,  and  asking 
what  the  Corporation  intend  to  do  in  the  matter.  Edmundson  desired  to 
act  in  conjunction  with  the  freeholders  there  and  the  Corporation  will 
bear  the  proportionate  charge. 

[230]  20  June  1726.  Ordering  that  six  persons  named  and  six  others 
be  employed  to  work  the  fire  engine  and  “that  they  be  ready  and  diligent 
upon  all  occasions  when  a  fire  shall  happen’  ’ :  to  be  rewarded  according 
to  their  deserts  for  each  time  they  work  the  engine.  Thirty  fire  buckets  to 
be  hung  up  in  each  church  and  the  respective  sextons  to  be  put  under  a 
penalty  of  5/-  per  bucket  for  wrongful  loan  thereof.  William  Burton  and 
Christopher  Thompson  to  “play  the  engine  on  every  first  Thursday  in 
every  month”  to  ensure  its  “continual  good  order”  and  each  to  be  paid  1  /- 
on  each  occasion. 
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[231]  27  June  1726.  Reciting  that  the  accounts  of  the  Minster  Brief  and 
other  voluntary  gifts  etc.  were  brought  into  the  Chamber:  noting  that  for 
completion  of  the  repairs  it  will  be  necessary  to  borrow  £600.  Ordered 
that  £600  be  borrowed  at  4|%,  the  interest  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Minster 
revenues. 

[232]  30  June  1726.  Execution  of  the  following  bonds  for  the  loan  of 
money  for  the  Minster  repair :  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Bielby  £300,  Robert  Barker 
£100,  Thomas  Tatham  £200. 

[234]  18  August  1726.  Reciting  that  moneys  given  for  a  treat  by  Sir 
Charles  Hotham  and  Sir  Michael  Newton  be  expended  “at  Mr.  Welbank’s 
house  at  The  Bell”  when  the  Archbishop  of  York  visits  the  town  to  confirm. 

As  a  committee  of  the  parishes  for  building  a  workhouse  had  applied  for 
the  lease  of  a  tenement  (in  Minstermoorgate)  ordered  that  a  500  year  lease 
be  granted  to  the  C.W.s  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  a  yearly  rent  of 
[blank] . 

[235]  7  September  1726.  The  Archbishop  of  York  to  be  entertained 
at  the  house  of  the  Recorder  and  not  at  The  Bell,  but  Welbank  to  “provide 
provisions  as  ordered”. 

[240]  3  October  1726.  (M.  John  Johnson.)  Action  to  be  taken  to 

obtain  an  Act  of  Parliament  for  making  the  Beck  navigable  and  the  ways 
thereto  passable. 

Execution  of  lease  for  a  workhouse  in  Minstermoorgate  (fo.  234  refers). 

[242]  19  December  1726.  Ordered  that  a  rough  draft  of  a  petition  to 

Parliament  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  improving  the  Beck  etc.  be  sent 
to  the  two  M.P.s  and  their  assistance  in  the  matter  requested. 

[245]  23  January  1727.  Reciting  that  a  petition  on  the  subject  of  the 

foregoing  had  been  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons:  £100  to  be 
remitted  to  Sir  Charles  Hotham  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  soliciting 
and  passing  the  Act. 

[247]  3  March  1727.  Copy  of  the  Beck  Bill  read  and  approved:  the 

M.P.s  requested  to  continue  their  best  endeavours  to  get  the  bill  passed. 

[250]  15  May  1727.  The  two  M.P.s  to  be  asked  to  apply  to  James 
Nelthorpe  Esq.  about  the  £200  bequeathed  to  the  Corporation  for  the 
poor  by  his  late  grandfather  James  Nelthorpe  Esq.,  and  to  request  the 
sum  to  be  paid.  Warton  Warton  Esq.  to  be  applied  to  and  the  £200,  given 
by  Sir  Ralph  Warton  deed.,  to  the  Corporation  to  begin  the  manufacture 
of  “course  stockens”,  to  be  demanded. 

[251]  18  June  1727.  Making  arrangements  for  the  proclamation  of 
George  II:  “three  dozen  quart  bottles  of  wine  to  be  brought  to  the  Cross 
in  the  Saturday  Market  to  be  there  drunk  among  the  company  at  the 
proclamation’  ’ . 

[262]  4  September  1727.  Ordering  that  no  further  sums  be  borrowed 

for  the  repair  of  the  Minster  and  that  the  revenues  of  the  same  be  applied 
in  equal  proportion  with  the  moneys  given  by  the  late  Sir  Michael  Warton 
towards  its  future  repair  and  improvement. 
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[265]  2  October  1727.  A  committee  appointed  to  make  arrangements 

for  the  cleansing  and  scouring  of  the  Beck,  and  such  sums  at  4|%  interest 
to  be  borrowed  as  necessary,  £200  to  be  taken  up  immediately  to  begin 
the  work. 

[271]  5  February  1728.  (M.  Joseph  Beilby.)  Reciting  that  William 

Lister,  an  E.R.  J.P.,  had  presented  the  highway  from  Lund  Gate  to  Figham 
Gate  at  the  E.R.  Sessions  as  being  in  need  of  repair.  Ordered  that  a  copy 
of  the  Charter  2  Henry  V,  be  sent  to  the  Recorder  and  his  advice  sought 
on  the  matter. 

[274]  1  April  1728.  Ordered  that  the  proposal  of  James  Butler  who 

purposes  to  rebuild  the  whole  front  of  his  house  “towards  Vicar  Lane”  and 
to  pave  the  street  fronting  the  house,  be  agreed  to,  and  that  a  lease  for 
99  years  be  prepared. 

[279]  11  September  1728.  Ordering  the  cleansing  of  Swinemoor  Bank 
dyke  and  the  raising  of  the  south  bank  thereof  to  prevent  flooding  of  the 
pasture  by  the  river. 

[280]  20  September  1728.  Reciting  that  Mr.  Cussons  proposed  to  draw 
a  plan  of  Beverley :  the  Corporation  to  subscribe  5  guineas  thereto  to  be 
paid  after  the  plan  is  finished  and  delivered  to  the  Corporation,  provided 
that  in  the  plan  Cussons  describes  such  public  buildings  and  places  in  the 
town  as  directed  by  the  Chamber:  one  of  the  plans  to  be  done  on  “vellom” 
or  parchment  and  “handsomely  coloured  to  the  liking  of  the  Corporation”. 

[287]  6  January  1729  (M.  Robert  Appleton.)  Inquiries  to  be  made  of 

Mr.  Moyser  what  James  Mihill  deserved  “for  his  pains”  in  overseeing  the 
workmen,  measuring  timber,  glass  etc.  for  the  period  3  June  1728  to  date 
at  the  Minster. 

[289]  30  January  1729.  Reciting  that  the  Chamber  had  agreed  to 
accept  the  £200  left  by  Sir  Ralph  Warton  and  to  give  security  as  necessary. 
When  received,  the  £200  to  be  used  to  pay  off  the  money  borrowed  for 
cleansing  the  Beck,  the  revenues  of  the  latter  to  pay  annual  interest  to  the 
“Managers  of  the  intended  manufactory  of  coarse  stockings  in  the  work- 
house”. 

Ordered  that  the  Clerk  write  to  Mr.  Cussons  (fo.  280  above)  “to  let  him 
know  of  the  several  mistakes  and  irregularities  in  his  map  of  Beverley  and 
that  he  cannot  expect  the  five  guineas  till  the  same  be  perfected  and  made 
correct”. 

[290]  14  February  1729.  Giving  an  abstract  of  an  order  from  the 
Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections  to  the  M.  and  Corporation:  Sir 
Charles  Hotham  and  his  agents  to  be  permitted  to  inspect  the  books 
relating  to  the  admission  of  freemen  and  other  records  and  to  be  allowed 
to  take  full  notes  thereof.  The  Town  Clerk  to  attend  the  Committee  at  the 
House  of  Commons  on  the  25  February  next  with  the  said  books,  as 
Hotham  and  his  agents  shall  require,  at  the  meeting  “hearing  of  the 
merits”  of  the  late  Parliamentary  election  for  Beverley. 

[291]  A  committee  appointed  to  meet  the  agents  of  Sir  Charles  Hotham 
(Messrs.  Barnard  and  Beane)  pursuant  to  the  foregoing.  Such  books  etc. 
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as  are  required  to  be  delivered  to  Mr.  Nelson  the  Town  Clerk,  he  giving 
a  receipt  for  the  same. 

[294]  31  March  1729.  Recording  the  receipt  of  £200  under  the  will  of 

Sir  Ralph  War  ton. 

[296]  21  April  1729.  Reciting  that  a  copy  of  the  grant  of  the  boundaries 

of  the  liberty  of  Beverley  being  shown  to  some  of  the  E.R.  J.P.s,  the  latter 
request  an  opinion  to  be  taken  of  the  same:  a  case  to  be  drawn  up  in 
consultation  with  the  Recorder  accordingly,  (fo.  271  refers.) 

[305]  24  November  1729.  Ordered  that  the  high  bridge  be  taken  down 
at  the  charge  of  the  Beck  revenues,  the  materials  thereof  to  be  used  towards 
the  repair  of  the  low  bridge. 

[306]  Reciting  that  one  of  the  executors  of  Thomas  Roberts,  deed.,  had 
paid  £100  devised  by  will  to  the  Corporation  for  the  use  of  the  Charity 
School. 

[315]  16  March  1730.  Reciting  that  the  M.P.s  had  contributed  “largely” 

towards  the  horse  races  in  the  Westwood:  ordered  that  for  the  encourage¬ 
ment  of  the  races  every  innholder  breaking  ground  in  Westwood  to  set  up 
a  booth  pay  5/-  “at  least”  to  the  managers  of  the  races  for  the  privilege: 
the  ground  to  be  filled  up  afterwards  (under  a  penalty  of  5/-)  when  the 
races  are  over. 

£4  to  be  paid  to  the  Weel  tenant  for  damage  caused  by  the  late  floods 
and  towards  the  charge  of  raising  the  banks  of  the  Hull  belonging  to  the 
farm. 

[321]  (Sunday)  19  July  1730.  Reciting  that  Joseph  Abaisri  and  John 
Hammer,  Princes  of  Mount  Lebanon,  “or  so  reputed  as  appears  by  His 
Majesty’s  Sign  Manuel”,  came  yesterday  to  the  town:  ordered  that  they 
and  their  attendants  during  their  stay  be  entertained  at  the  charge  of  the 
Corporation  and  presented  with  10  guineas,  and  they  be  attended  by  two 
sergeants  at  mace  “with  fire  arms”  to  Bridlington.* 

[322]  10  August  1730.  Permission  to  the  Surveyors  to  take  down  the 
cockpit  in  Wednesday  Market  and  to  use  the  materials  in  the  house  to  be 
erected  adjoining  the  prison,  and  for  such  other  purposes  as  required. 

[323]  7  September  1730.  Figham  and  Swinemoor  Banks  along  the 
River  Hull  to  be  repaired  to  prevent  flooding  of  the  pastures. 

[329]  2  November  1730.  (M.  Robert  Wride.)  The  tiles  on  the  cockpit 

called  “Wednesday  Market  Croft”  and  the  timber  to  be  taken  off  and 
carefully  laid  in  one  of  the  Londoner’s  shops. 

[333]  30  November  1730.  Reciting  that  notice  had  been  given  to  the 

Trustees  of  the  Charity  School  that  Sir  Michael  Newton  intended  to  pay 
the  £500  given  by  Sir  Michael  Warton  to  the  School,  at  Ladyday  next: 
the  £500  to  be  lent  to  the  Beck  at  4|%  p.a. 

[338]  22  March  1731.  £50  to  be  borrowed  at  the  request  of  the  Highway 

*  See  The  Leeds  Mercury  for  11  August,  1730  (quoted  in  Miscellanea  (Vol.  XXIV,  Thoresby 
Society,  (1919)  p.  81)  for  an  interesting  contemporary  description  of  these  two  “Princes.” 
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Surveyors  and  other  inhabitants  of  St.  Mary’s  parish  and  to  be  used 
towards  making  a  “cawsey”  five  yards  wide  from  Westwood  Gate  near 
the  North  Bar  “to  the  Cawsey  End”  or  so  further  as  shall  be  thought 
necessary,  the  sum  to  be  repaid  out  of  the  highways  assessment. 

Reciting  that  Lawyer  Johnson  of  York  had  given  his  opinion  that  the 
£4  p.a.  for  “Hull  water  passage”  usually  paid  to  the  Grave  of  Cottingham 
Richmond  had  been  wrongfully  paid:  payment  therefore  to  cease  ( but 
see  fo.  368). 

Noting  that  rubbish,  timber  etc.  was  being  laid  in  Wednesday  Market 
to  the  annoyance  of  the  inhabitants  and  the  hindrance  of  the  Market  and 
further  reciting  that  the  cockpit  there  was  now  taken  down  “and  that 
some  remains  of  a  market  might  continue”:  the  Surveyors  to  make  the 
market  “convenient”  as  necessary. 

[348]  1  July  1731.  Reciting  that  the  farmhouse  at  Weel  was  accidentally 

burnt  down  on  20  June  last  and  the  whole  building  destroyed:  the 
Surveyors  to  repair  the  damage. 

[354]  7  October  1731.  (M.  John  Johnson.)  At  the  request  of  the  Highway 

Surveyors  of  St.  Martin’s  parish  £20  to  be  borrowed  and  to  be  applied  to 
wards  making  a  “cawsey”  in  Westwood  from  “Walkinggate”  so  far  as 
shall  be  thought  necessary:  repayment  to  be  made  by  the  parish  out  of 
the  Highways  assessment  in  such  proportion  as  the  J.P.s  shall  direct. 

[From  fo.  357  there  is  an  error  in  foliation:  the  modern,  amended 
foliation  is  followed.] 

[362]  3  January  1732.  To  preserve  the  paving  of  the  streets  and  highways 

from  being  made  ruinous  and  “unpassable”,  regulations  made  to  ensure 
that  carts  etc.  for  the  leading  of  goods  brought  by  water  via  the  River  Hull 
shall  have  wheels  9  in.  broad  and  without  being  bound  or  shod  with  iron. 

[364]  6  March  1732.  Mr.  Dawnay  having  drawn  a  plan  of  Beverley 
(which  is  produced  to  the  Chamber)  to  have  5  guineas  for  the  same  when 
he  delivers  it  on  canvas. 

[365]  3  April  1732.  A  boat  load  of  cobbles  to  be  obtained  for  the  use  of 
the  Corporation. 

[366]  1  May  1732.  Robert  Burton  given  leave  to  build  an  arch  over  the 
Walker  Beck  fronting  his  cottage,  he  to  dress  and  scour  the  Beck  from 
time  to  time  as  necessary:  also  given  leave  to  set  the  front  of  the  house 
he  intended  to  build  there,  on  the  east  side  of  the  arch  towards  Walker- 
gate. 

[368]  21  June  1732.  Reciting  that  the  pavers  lately  employed  had 

“gone  off  the  work”,  had  combined  together  to  raise  the  rates  of  pay,  and 
intended  to  “exact  upon  the  Corporation”:  the  pavers  to  be  discharged 
and  others  to  be  employed  to  do  such  paving  as  is  absolutely  necessary. 
Swinemoor  Well  House  to  be  repaired. 

The  arrears  of  rent  for  the  Hull  water  passage  to  be  paid  to  the  Graves 
of  Cottingham  Richmond  in  future. 

[370]  31  July  1732.  Noting  that  Mrs.  Sokill’s  lease  of  “The  White 

Horse”  passed  the  Chamber,  she  paying  a  fine  of  £55. 
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[382]  26  February  1733.  (M.  George  Cowart.)  Reciting  that  the 

horse  races  in  Westwood  last  year  were  very  prejudicial  to  the  pasture: 
not  to  be  held  in  this  ensuing  year  earlier  than  the  week  before  midsummer 
to  preserve  the  pasture. 

[383]  9  April  1733.  Reciting  the  order  above  mentioned  and  confirming 
the  same:  the  C.C.  to  notify  Robert  Welbank  and  John  Bellasis,  managers 
of  the  said  races,  accordingly. 

[385]  9  April  1733.  A  committee  appointed  to  draw  up  a  letter  to  be 

sent  to  each  of  the  M.P.s  asking  that  they  oppose  any  new  excise  laws  on 
tobacco,  wine  etc. 

[392]  3  September  1733.  The  Surveyors  and  others  appointed  to  view 
the  arch  under  Richard  Johnson’s  house  in  Eastgate  in  order  to  have  it 
cleansed. 

The  Surveyors  also  to  provide  a  lumber  room  wherein  to  put  all  the 
stone  and  wood  “lying  dispersed  about  the  Minster”  etc.  in  order  to 
preserve  it  from  being  “imbezled”. 

[393]  13  September  1733.  Fathers  Dositheus,  Archimandrite  of  the 
Royal  Convent  of  Panto  Crater  upon  Mount  Athos,  and  his  venerable 
brother  Passyus  to  have  two  guineas  given  them  by  the  Chamber,  they 
having  produced  sufficient  testimonial  of  their  unhappy  conditions. 

[418]  5  August  1734.  Bar  Dike  to  be  dressed  and  a  brick  wall  built  there : 

general  regulations  for  the  cleansing  of  dikes  and  sewers  in  the  town. 

[428]  2  December  1734.  (M.  Jonathan  Garton.)  Following  application 

to  the  Chamber  for  leave  to  make  a  “Dock  or  Shed”  in  which  to  put  a 
barge  or  market  boat  intended  to  go  between  Beverley  and  Hull,  the 
Surveyors  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements. 

[433]  31  March  1735.  Ordering  that  the  horse  races  be  held  in  West- 

wood  in  Whitsun  week  and  no  race  horse  “be  excluded  the  benefit  of 
running  there”  provided  it  was  brought  into  the  town  seven  days  before 
the  races  began  and  was  in  all  other  respects  duly  qualified. 

[435]  7  July  1735.  Ordering  the  repair  of  the  Newbegin  Bar  “and  some 

means  taken  to  prevent  children  from  danger”  there. 

[442]  1  December  1735.  (M.  Richard  Phillipson.)  Ordered  that  three 

pairs  of  stocks  be  set  up,  viz.  one  on  Cockpit  Hill  in  Wednesday  Market, 
“another  near  the  Pillory  House  and  the  other  near  Mr.  Wm.  Waldby’s 
house.” 

[445]  5  January  1736.  Reciting  that  the  number  of  scholars  in  the 

Free  School  has  greatly  decreased  so  that  Henry  Jefferson,  the  Head 
Master,  will  be  sufficient  to  teach  them  without  an  Usher;  resolved  that  the 
£10  formerly  paid  to  Thomas  Leake,  the  present  usher,  cease,  and  he  be 
given  notice  accordingly. 

[449]  26  January  1736.  Noting  that  Henry  Jefferson  has  given  notice 

of  his  intention  to  resign  the  Mastership  of  the  Grammar  School:  the 
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appointment  to  be  offered  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clark,  the  schoolmaster  at 
Shipton  near  York,  who  is  to  have  the  usual  salary  and  10/-  p.a.  “at 
least”  for  freemen’s  sons,  with  choice  of  his  own  usher. 

[450]  2  February  1736.  Reciting  the  order  of  the  26  January  above, 

and  reporting  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clark  was  willing  to  accept  the  appoint¬ 
ment  as  M.G.S.  on  payment  of  the  present  salary  of  £40  p.a.  for  himself 
and  usher  and  the  addition  of  £20  until  he  should  receive  some  church 
preferment  in  the  neighbourhood  of  that  value,  plus  a  house,  or  £10  p.a. 
in  lieu.  Application  to  be  made  to  Sir  Charles  Hotham  and  Mr.  Bradshaw, 
the  M.P.s,  to  advance  the  sum  of  £20  p.a.  till  a  curacy  be  obtained  for 
Clark  and  the  remaining  £10  be  raised  by  subscription  or  by  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  until  otherwise  provided  for.  Clark,  also  to  have  two  horse  gates  in 
Westwood  vacated  by  Sir  Francis  Boynton  the  Recorder  “for  the  en¬ 
couragement  of  the  said  Master.” 

[452]  11  February  1736.  Making  arrangements  for  Clark’s  appoint¬ 

ment  as  M.G.S.  and  agreeing  to  his  proposal  by  letter  that  he  should  have 
the  foundation  salary  of  £40  and  a  subscription  of  £40  more  until  the 
Corporation  (or  he  himself)  could  procure  a  benefice  to  the  annual  value 
of  “£60  at  the  least”  following  which  he  would  “quitt  all  claim  to  the 
subscription  of  £40  a  year”. 

A  letter  of  thanks  to  be  sent  to  the  M.P.s  for  their  kind  subscription  of 
£io  p.a.  to  augment  Clark’s  salary. 

[454]  24  February  1736.  The  Rev.  Mr.  John  Clarke  \sic\  elected  M.G.S. 

[455]  With  the  approbation  of  Mr.  Clarke,  William  Burrows  elected 
Writing  Master  of  the  Grammar  School  he  to  teach  the  scholars  to  write 
at  such  hours  as  Clarke  should  decide. 

[457]  22  March  1736.  The  Grammar  School  to  be  repaired  as  necessary. 

[458]  25  March  1736.  A  “cawsey”,  nine  feet  broad  if  possible,  for  cart 
and  carriage,  to  be  made  from  Londoner  Street  end  to  the  Poor  House 
in  Minstermoorgate. 

[461]  26  May  1736.  William  Burrow  chosen  Clerk  of  the  Chamber  vice 
James  Mihill  “discharged  by  the  Chamber”. 

Mrs.  Lambert  given  leave  to  make  a  stone  bridge  over  Speer  Dyke. 

[462]  5  July  1736.  Confirmation  of  the  order  appointing  William 
Burrow  Clerk  to  the  Chamber  and  Mace  Bearer,  “on  hearing  articles  of 
accusation  exhibited  against  James  Mihill”. 

[465]  23  August  1736.  Isheck  Ishidit  “one  of  the  nobility  of  Barytus  in 

the  neighbourhood  of  Mount  Lebanus”  to  have  £3,  he  having  produced 
sufficient  testimonials  of  his  unhappy  condition . 
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(1  November  1736  to  2  September  1765) 

[Marked  “Beverley  MDCCXXXVI”  and  containing  476  fos.  In 
addition,  and  commencing  from  the  end  of  the  book,  are  62  pages  of 
details  of  admissions  of  burgesses,  3  January  1736  to  2  September  1765, 
together  with  notes  on  a  flyleaf  giving  “charges  upon  freedoms”.] 

[1]  1  November  1736.  (M.  William  Rutter.) 

[2]  William  Burrow  Clerk  of  the  Chamber  to  collect  subscriptions  in  the 
town  towards  augmenting  the  salary  of  the  M.G.S.  for  the  half  year  due 
1 1  November. 


2  December  1736.  Following  report  of  a  committee  appointed  for 
the  purpose,  a  crane  to  be  fixed  at  the  Old  Waste  at  the  Beck. 

[3]  24  February  1737.  A  “cawsey”  to  be  made  9  ft.  broad  for  cart  and 
carriage  (“if  the  ground  will  allow  it”)  from  Londoner  Street  end  to  the 
poor  house  in  Minstermoorgate. 

14  March  1737.  The  opinion  of  the  “ablest  Council”  in  London  to 
be  taken  in  the  case  of  Thomas  Hellard  who,  not  being  free,  exercises  the 
trade  of  tanner  in  the  town. 

[4]  4  April  1737.  A  meeting  to  be  arranged  at  the  M.’s  discretion  to 
extract  from  the  various  charters  material  re  exemption  from  tolls,  in 
pursuance  of  the  request  of  Mr.  Pawson  of  Newcastle. 

[5]  19  April  1737.  Reciting  that  Mr.  Clarke,  the  M.G.S.,  following  his 
appointment  was  to  receive  £80  p.a.  salary,  which,  being  in  part  raised 
by  benefactions  and  subscriptions,  was  to  continue  until  such  time  as  he 
should  “be  possessed  of  some  spiritual  preferment  in  the  church  to  the 
value  of  £60  a  year  or  more”,  after  which  the  sum  of  £40,  being  the  part 
raised  by  subscription,  was  to  cease  and  the  remaining  £40  was  to  be  paid 
as  long  as  he  continued  as  M.G.S. :  and  further  reciting  that  Clarke  is  now 
“desired”  by  a  friend  to  hold  a  living  until  the  friend,  now  22^  years  old, 
should  attain  the  age  of  24. 

Ordered  that  Clarke  shall  have  liberty  to  “take  institution  and 
induction”  for  the  period  in  question,  notwithstanding  the  former  orders 
of  the  Corporation  to  the  contrary. 

2  May  1737.  Swinemoor  Well  to  be  repaired. 

The  C.C.  to  collect  the  gentlemen’s  subscriptions  to  John  Clarke’s  salary. 

The  opinion  of  Mr.  Fazakerley  to  be  taken  in  Thomas  Hellard’s  case 
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[6]  5  May  1737.  The  M.  to  write  to  the  M.  of  Newcastle  re  the  seizure 
of  the  goods  of  Mr.  Pawson,  a  freeman  of  Beverley,  for  not  paying  toll :  if 
Pawson  commences  legal  proceedings  the  Corporation  to  produce  any 
necessary  charters. 

25  May  1737.  A  letter  to  be  sent  to  the  M.  of  Newcastle  giving 
charter  particulars  regarding  the  exemption  of  Beverley  burgesses  from 
toll  throughout  England. 

[7]  13  June  1737.  Permission  to  Mr.  Pearcy  to  resign  his  place  as  Capital 
Burgess  and  Receiver,  on  account  of  ill  health,  provided  that  all  his 
accounts  are  settled. 

[8]  4  July  1737.  The  M.  and  others  to  wait  on  Ellerker  Bradshaw  with 
a  request  that  he  should  confer  on  Mr.  Clarke  the  living  of  Routh. 

[9]  18  July  1737.  Following  production  of  Mr.  Fazakerley’s  opinion, 
Thomas  Hellard  to  be  prosecuted  (fo.  3  refers). 

1  August  1737.  Ordered  that  a  letter  of  thanks  be  sent  to  Ellerker 
Bradshaw  for  his  offer  of  the  living  of  Routh  to  John  Clarke,  the  latter 
however,  declining  acceptance  under  the  restrictions  proposed  by  Bradshaw. 

[10]  5  September  1737.  Ordered  that  20/-  be  paid  to  the  servants  of 
Ellerker  Bradshaw  for  his  entertainment  of  the  Corporation  at  Risby:  the 
same  to  the  servants  of  Sir  Charles  Hotham  for  his  entertainment  of  the 
Corporation  at  South  Dalton. 

Such  sand  and  cobbles  as  “lie  here  and  there  in  the  streets”  to  be 
allowed  for  the  paving  of  Landress  Lane. 

[11]  26  September  1737.  Election  Day. 

10  October  1737.  (M.  George  Cowart.) 

[13]  5  December  1737.  At  the  request  of  Alderman  Midgley,  it  is 

conceded  that  Jonathan  Midgley,  one  of  the  Attorneys  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  at  Westminster,  shall  be  admitted  one  of  the  Attorneys  of 
the  Court  of  Record  held  before  the  M.  and  A.,  vice  his  father. 

Recording  a  decrease  in  the  business  of  the  Court  of  Record. 

Christmas  Charity  £34  4s.  9d. 

[15]  2  January  1738.  Ordered  that  a  fine  of  10/-  (half  to  the  informer, 
half  to  the  poor)  be  imposed  on  any  person  dressing  flax  by  candlelight  or 
carrying  a  lighted  candle  where  flax  is,  there  being  several  fires  of  late  in 
the  town  from  this  cause. 

[16]  6  March  1738.  On  the  recommendation  of  Mr.  Clarke,  the  M.G.S., 
Richard  Dales,  proceeding  to  St.John’s,  Cambridge,  to  have  Dr.  Metcalfe’s 
Exhibition  of  £6  13s.  4d.  p.a. 

The  C.C.  to  write  to  Sir  Charles  Pelham  desiring  that  the  subscription 
of  £10  p.a.  for  the  salary  of  the  M.G.S.  be  paid,  the  same  having  been 
“drop’d”  on  the  death  of  Sir  Charles  Hotham. 

[17]  6  April  1738.  The  Corporation  to  allow  cobbles  and  sand  for  the 
paving  of  Vicar  Lane. 
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Aid.  Davies  to  make  application  to  such  persons  “as  he  shall  think 
proper”  towards  the  desiring  the  late  Sir  Charles  Hotham’s  subscription 
to  the  Grammar  School. 

[18]  1  May  1738.  The  C.C.  to  inspect  the  accounts  of  Henry  Carey, 
Receiver  for  the  Town,  and  report. 

5  June  1738.  Appointment  of  a  committee  to  help  in  the  conduct 
of  the  Corporation  case  against  Hellard  (fo.  3  refers) . 

[19]  3  July  1738.  Noting  that  Henry  Carey,  Town’s  Receiver,  is  absent 
from  his  business  and  it  appears  from  his  accounts  that  he  is  indebted  to 
the  town  for  £104  3s.  8d.  Arrangements  made  to  settle  the  business  with 
Carey  and  the  M.  given  permission  to  appoint  another  Receiver. 

[20]  10  July  1738.  Copy  in  extenso  in  M.B.  of  letter  from  Henry  Carey 
stating  his  willingness  to  resign,  that  his  affairs  “are  now  a  settling”  and 
that  he  hopes  there  will  be  little  or  no  loss. 

Ordered  that  Carey  be  excused  from  serving  as  a  Capital  Burgess. 

15  July  1738.  Stating  that  now  a  suit  is  pending  at  the  Assizes, 
Thomas  Hellard  is  prepared  to  pay  his  burgess  fine  of  10  guineas  pro¬ 
vided  the  Corporation  “stops  the  case”.  This  agreed  to  and  arbitrators 
appointed  to  determine  what  Hellard  shall  pay  of  the  Corporation’s 
legal  costs.

Recording  the  voluntary  disfranchisement  of  several 
freemen  and  their  subsequent  “reswearing”  (presumably  these  were  dis¬ 
franchised  to  render  them  competent  witnesses). 

[23]  4  September  1738.  Noting  the  issue  of  a  commission  of  bank¬ 
ruptcy  against  Henry  Carey. 

[24]  25  September  1738.  Election  Day. 

[25]  16  October  1738.  (M.  Richard  Phillipson.)  Aid.  Davies  to  as¬ 
certain  whether  he  can  procure  money  upon  the  account  of  the  Beck  at  4% . 

Ordered  that  the  two  Receivers  demand  £22  10s.  of  Thomas  Hellard 
due  from  him  to  the  Corporation,  and  in  case  of  failure  to  pay  they  are  to 
sue  him  immediately. 

[26]  13  November  1738.  Thomas  Waldby  to  arrange  the  loan  of  £50 
for  six  months  at  4%  to  meet  salaries  and  payments  now  due. 

£200  to  be  borrowed  for  one  year  at  4%  to  pay  the  workmen  for  the 
work  done  at  the  Minster. 

[27]  4  December  1738.  Christmas  Charity  £33. 

[29]  5  February  1739.  The  sum  of  four  guineas  to  be  allocated  out  of 
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the  revenues  of  the  Minster  towards  the  repairs  of  the  clock,  the  G.W.s 
having  applied  for  that  purpose. 

[31]  2  April  1739.  Ordered  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  M.  of  Hull 

acquainting  him  of  the  fact  that  the  bridgeman  takes  dues  for  lifting  up 
the  leaf  of  the  bridge  over  the  river,  contrary  to  the  ancient  right  and 
agreement  made  between  Hull  and  Beverley,  and  to  desire  that  a  free 
passage  be  maintained. 

The  money  derived  from  Westwood  pasture  to  be  used  in  stubbing  up 
old  tree  roots  etc.  and  clearing  the  said  pasture  as  far  as  the  money  will 
allow.

[35]  18  August  1739.  Recording  the  disfranchisement  of  certain  freemen

[38]  1  October  1739.  Counsel’s  opinion  to  be  taken  on  Anne  Routh’s  will.

15  October  1739.  (M.  George  Cowart.) 

[40]  12  November  1739.  Action  to  be  taken  to  prove  Mrs.  Routh’s 
will  in  Chancery. 

£200  to  be  repaid  to  the  Exors.  of  Mr.  Tatham,  being  money  advanced 
on  the  Minster  Account. 

[41]  Lease  for  1 1  years  at  a  rent  of  £2  5s.  p.a.  of  Grovell  to  Robert 
Richardson. 

Ordering  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  M.P.s  desiring  them  to  join  with 
others  or  to  sponsor  a  bill  to  reduce  the  number  of  place  men  in  the  House 
of  Commons  “a  bill  which  we  apprehend  to  be  necessary  for  the  serenity 
and  happiness  of  this  nation,  being  sensible  that  the  spirit  of  a  British 
Parliament  can  only  be  expected  in  an  assembly  of  men  uncorrupted  and 
independant  [iic]”. 

[42]  19  November  1739.  A  book  to  be  obtained  for  Anne  Routh’s 
Charity:  the  will  to  be  detailed  therein  and  any  subsequent  orders.  Action 
to  be  taken  to  obtain  legal  possession  of  the  estate. 

[43]  3  December  1739.  Ordered  that  certain  necessaries  (two  doz. 
soup  plates,  a  saucepan,  two  doz.  knives  and  forks,  a  copper  fish  pan,  a 
large  copper  dripping  pan,  inter  alia)  be  bought. 

A  separate  book  to  be  procured  wherein  to  record  details  of  exhibitions 
to  scholars. 

Samuel  Leavens  to  relay  a  piece  of  paving  he  put  down  in  the  Market 
Place  and  to  make  it  level  with  the  rest,  otherwise  James  Gott  will  do  the 
work  and  Leavens  will  be  indicted. 

[45]  7  January  1740.  Ordered  that  the  books  of  the  Corporation  be 

*  ‘  alphabeticised  ’  ’ . 
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[46]  4  February  1740.  Ordering  that  all  arrears  of  rent  be  paid  or 
tenants  will  be  distrained  upon. 

[47]  3  March  1740.  Mr.  Bean  and  the  Town  Serjeants  to  go  with  the 
Receivers  to  collect  the  rents,  and  are  empowered  to  make  distress  of  the 
goods  and  chattels  of  those  refusing  to  pay. 

Henry  Clarkson  and  Christopher  Wadforth  to  be  summoned  to  show 
cause  why  they  exercise  the  trade  of  making  and  selling  malt  without 
taking  their  freedoms. 

[48]  24  March  1740.  Letter  to  be  sent  to  Mr.  Shaw,  Proctor  in  the 
Spiritual  Court,  desiring  him  to  appear  for  the  Corporation  to  answer  a 
citation  brought  by  Mr.  Mark  Kirby  concerning  the  Aldermen’s  pew  in 
the  Minster. 

[49]  7  April  1740.  Noting  that  it  was  agreed  2  February  1735  that  John 
Clark  while  M.G.S.  should  have  two  horse  gates  in  Westwood  personal  to 
himself  and  without  power  to  let  them  to  another.

[56]  1  September  1740.  A  letter  to  be  written  to  Pawson  expressing 
surprise  that  the  Corporation  have  not  heard  from  him  in  respect  of 
charges  incurred  in  the  Newcastle  suit. 

[57]  22  September  1740.  Election  Day. 

[58]  13  October  1740.  (M.  William  Rutter.)  Noting  a  complaint  that 

swine  stray  in  the  streets,  and  that  although  the  “Town’s  Bedell”,  John 
Dunlin,  is  empowered  to  impound  such  swine,  it  often  “happens  that  the 
swine  are  rescued  from  the  said  Bedell  .  .  :  any  swine  so  rescued  in  future, 

penalty  1 2d. 

[61]  1  December  1740.  Christmas  charity  £36  Is.  8d. 

[62]  Lease  of  the  Lime  Kilns  to  John  Pears  for  three  years  at  £13  6s.  8d. 
p.a.  and  a  fine  of  three  guineas:  he  to  deliver  lime  at  six  days’  notice  at  the 
house  of  any  freeman  for  9/-  a  chaldron:  to  have  three  horse  gates  in 
Westwood  for  the  horses  engaged  on  the  kiln. 
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[64]  2  February  1741.  C.S.  to  a  petition  to  the  H.  of  C.  for  repairing 

the  roads  between  Wakefield  and  Weeland. 

[68]  1  June  1741.  Michael  Read  and  his  assignees  to  have  notice  to 
rebuild  the  Westwood  Low  Mill,  otherwise  to  be  prosecuted  for  non- 
compliance  with  the  covenants  of  lease. 

Swinemoor  Well  to  be  surrounded  by  a  brick  wall  and  two  “little  houses” 
to  be  built  for  the  convenience  of  persons  bathing  there. 

[69]  6  July  1741.  Lease  of  Westwood  Low  Mill  to  John  Todd  the  Younger 
for  50  years  at  a  rent  of  £4  p.a.  with  a  horse  gate  in  Westwood,  he  to  rebuild 
the  mill  (now  blown  down)  in  a  substantial  manner  “and  to  the  good 
liking  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  for  the  time  being”  by  29  September.

The  bellman  to  cry  a 
guinea  reward  for  the  discovery  of  the  person  who  took  a  Corporation 
mare  out  of  Westwood  and  rode  the  same  as  far  as  Warter. 

A  letter  to  be  sent  to  William  Strickland  asking  for  a  £10  annual  sub¬ 
scription  for  the  salary  of  the  M.G.S.  in  place  of  Mr.  Bradshaw’s  subscrip¬ 
tion  withdrawn. 

Certain  named  to  view  the  several  sewers  leading  from  Walker  Beck 
through  Well  Lane  and  so  to  the  Pillory  House  in  Saturday  Market,  and 
to  arrange  for  the  removal  of  obstructions  by  notification  to  the  property 
owners  concerned;  workmen  to  cleanse  the  parts  belonging  to  the  Cor¬ 
poration. 

[75]  16  November  1741.  The  M.,  3A.  and  5C.  to  be  a  committee  to 

meet  a  committee  from  the  Corporation  of  Hull  regarding  the  proposed 
turnpiking  of  the  road  from  Hull  to  Beverley. 

[77]  7  December  1741.  Giving  details  of  the  Christmas  Charity  dis¬ 
tribution  of  £39  14s. 

The  Corporation  to  bear  half  the  costs  “of  a  person  coming  from 
Grantham  to  make  a  calculation  of  erecting  a  Turnpike  betwixt  this  town 
and  Hull”. 

[78]  4  January  1742.  Jeremy  Tomlin,  mercer,  and  Christopher 
Wadforth,  maltster,  to  show  cause  why  they  are  exercising  their  respective 
trades,  not  being  freemen,  “or  having  agreed  with  the  Corporation”. 

An  assessment  to  be  laid  on  the  town  for  the  repair  of  pumps  and  wells. 

[79]  1  February  1742.  When  not  employed  in  Corporation  business, 
the  Corporation  horses  and  carts  to  be  employed  in  cleaning  the  streets 
pursuant  to  the  Scavenger  Act. 

Jeremy  Tomlin  (see  fo.  78)  to  have  only  until  Lammas  next  to  sell  his 
goods,  the  Chamber  being  against  giving  him  his  freedom:  he  to  be 
prosecuted  if  he  trades  longer. 
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Noting  that  Christopher  Wadforth  refuses  to  appear  before  the  Chamber : 
ordered  that  he  appear  at  the  next  Chamber  to  take  his  freedom  or  be 
prosecuted. 

Reciting  that  frequent  damage  is  often  occasioned  by  materials  (wood, 
stone,  carts  etc.)  lying  in  the  streets.  The  bellman  to  give  notice  of  prosecu¬ 
tion  if  the  same  are  not  removed  by  the  owners  within  ten  days. 

[80]  10  February  1742.  Several  workmen  named  (including  Harrison 

the  Barrow  bell  founder)  to  be  paid  after  approval  of  accounts  for  re¬ 
hanging  the  Minster  bells.

sessions  are  held  to  be  let  to  the  E.R.  J.P.s  for  40  years  for  a  fine  of  £52  10s. 
and  a  yearly  rent  of  1  /6  with  all  the  covenants  of  the  old  lease  except  the 
reservation  to  the  Corporation  of  a  room  for  a  lunatic. 

[85]  7  June  1742.  Reciting  that  as  the  M.P.s,  gentry,  and  inhabitants 

have  contributed  to  the  Races  this  year  in  Westwood,  the  following  pay¬ 
ments  be  made  for  setting  up  booths  and  breaking  ground  there :  Innholder 
selling  wine  10/6,  Innholder  selling  ale  5/-,  and  to  fill  up  the  ground  and 
level  the  same  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  P.M.s  under  a  penalty  of  10/-: 
only  inhabitants  of  the  town  to  be  permitted  to  set  up  booths. 

[88]  2  August  1742.  Bond  given  on  the  loan  of  £200  at  4%  from  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Nelson. 

[89]  6  September  1742.  10/6  to  be  paid  Christopher  Thompson  for 
repairing  and  colouring  the  map  of  Beverley  now  in  the  Town’s  Chamber. 

John  Todd  to  be  allowed  one  year’s  rent  in  view  of  his  trouble  and  ex¬ 
pense  in  rebuilding  Westwood  Low  Mill. 

[90]  27  September  1742.  Election  Day. 

[92]  27  October  1742.  (M.  Ramsden  Barnard.) 

[94]  8  November  1742.  Action  to  be  commenced  against  Christopher 
Wadforth  (see  fo.  78). 

[95]  Recording  the  appointment  of  3A.  and  4C.  to  be  a  committee  to 
meet  a  Hull  committee  on  the  subject  of  the  proposed  Hull-Beverley 
Turnpike. 

[96]  3  J  ounces  and  1  dwt.  of  broken  silver  to  be  given  to  Thomas  Yates 
for  his  good  offices  in  preventing  felonies. 

Noting  that  Christopher  Wadforth  appeared  before  the  Chamber  and 
refused  to  take  his  freedom:  action  to  be  taken  against  him  accordingly. 

[97]  3  January  1743.  The  C.S.  to  be  affixed  to  a  petition  to  the  H.  of  C. 
for  permission  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  the  repair  of  the  road  from  Hull  to 
Beverley  and  for  turnpiking  the  same. 

[100]  7  March  1743.  The  Charter  of  James  II  to  be  sent  to  York  “to  be 
allowed  and  endorsed  by  the  Sherriff”. 

[101]  14  March  1743.  Deciding  that  the  Races  are  to  be  run  on  the 
24,  25  and  26  May  next,  with  the  usual  provision  regarding  the  setting  up 
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of  booths  (see  fo.  85),  William  Agar  to  be  appointed  to  attend  the  care  of 
the  flags  “and  the  weighing  of  the  Ryders”  and  to  have  15/-  for  his  trouble. 

[103]  4  April  1743.  Two  Aldermen  (Garton  and  Spendlove)  to  confer 
with  St.  Mary’s  parishioners  re  the  raising  and  paving  of  Newbegin  Lane 
leading  to  Westwood  and  the  making  of  a  causeway  therein  five  yards 
wide:  the  Corporation  to  pay  one-third  and  the  rest  of  the  cost  to  be  met 
by  the  Highway  Assessment.

repair  of  the  highway  from  Hull  Bridge  to  Tickton  to  be  exempt  from 
paying  toll,  but  this  not  to  be  a  precedent. 

An  entertainment  to  be  given  the  Archbishop  of  York  on  his  primary 
visitation  on  the  30  June. 

[109]  5  September  1743.  Henry  Masterman  to  have  notice  to  stop  up 
the  sink  “running  out  his  house  into  the  street,  it  appearing  a  very  great 
nuisance”. 

[110]  12  September  1743.  Lease  of  the  Lime  Kilns  to  John  Pears  for 
11  guineas  fine  and  at  a  rent  of  £13  6s.  8d.  p.a.  he  to  have  three  horse 
gates  in  Westwood:  the  Corporation  to  build  a  new  kiln  and  two  houses. 
30,000  bricks  to  be  provided  accordingly  and  Pears  to  have  2/-  per  1,000 
for  leading  them. 

[112]  26  September  1743.  Election  Day. 

[115]  24  October  1743.  (M.  John  Bowman.) 

[116]  7  November  1743.  William  Burrow  the  C.C.  to  demand  of  Mr. 
Berryman  a  plan  of  his  house  in  the  Dings,  which  he  produced  when 
applying  to  the  Corporation  for  a  lease  of  the  same,  and  upon  which  basis 
a  lease  was  granted.  In  case  of  refusal  a  bill  in  Chancery  to  be  filed 
against  him. 

[118]  2  January  1744.  A  petition  to  the  H.  of  C.  for  bringing  in  a  bill 
for  the  Hull-Beverley  Turnpike  road  to  be  sent  to  Sir  Charles  Pelham  and 
William  Strickland,  Esq.,  with  a  request  that  they  present  it  jointly  with 
the  petition  from  Hull. 

[119]  6  February  1744.  Aid.  Spendlove  to  be  indemnified  against  all 
charges  for  reimbursing  William  Strickland  for  expenses  in  obtaining  the 
above  Turnpike  Act:  Spendlove  to  write  to  Pelham  and  Strickland  that 
the  repair  of  the  road  cannot  be  effected  unless  toll  is  “laid  at  three  half¬ 
pence  a  Horse”. 

A  piece  of  land  in  Kelgate  [.sic]  to  be  viewed  as  a  possible  site  for  “an 
Hospitall”  pursuant  to  Mrs.  Routh’s  will. 
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[121]  29  March  1744.  The  low  rooms,  chambers  and  garrets  belonging

of  persons  bathing  there. 

[125]  Following  an  application  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mease  for  an  increase 
in  salary  as  preaching  curate  of  the  Minster,  a  letter  to  be  written  to  the 
Archbishop  of  York  asking  his  assistance  for  help  from  Queen  Anne’s 
Bounty:  if  so,  £200  will  be  advanced  by  the  Corporation  out  of  the  “old 
estate”  of  the  Minster  provided  the  Archbishop  approves.

[129]  15  October  1744.  (M.  William  Muncaster.)  Presentation  of  the 
Rev.  William  Morrel  to  the  curacy  of  St.John’s. 

[130] .  12  November  1744.  A  pair  of  new  stocks  to  be  obtained  and  set 

up  at  the  Pillory  House. 

[131]  3  December  1744.  The  present  and  all  succeeding  Mayors  to 
have  £20  p.a.  in  lieu  of  the  usual  allowances. 

[133]  13  December  1744.  A  committee  established  to  solicit  M.P.s  “for 
enlarging  the  duties  upon  the  Beck”. 

[134]  25  January  1745.  A  petition  forwarded  to  the  H.  of  C.  in  respect 
of  the  proposed  increase  in  Beck  dues. 

[135]  4  February  1745.  If  he  stands  in  contempt  of  the  order,  Timothy 
Jefferson  to  be  prosecuted  for  trading  as  a  maltster,  he  not  being  free. 

[136]  18  February  1745.  The  charges  incident  to  obtaining  an  Act 
of  Parliament  in  respect  of  the  Beck  to  be  defrayed  by  borrowing  £100  at 
4%  p.a.  of  Anthony  Pybus,  gardener,  of  Hotham. 

[ Henceforth ,  with  only  occasional  omissions ,  the  attendance  at  meetings  is  recorded  in 

the  original  Minute  Books ] 

[137]  4  March  1745.  (M.  +  6A.  +  9C.)  The  Surveyors  to  treat  with 
Francis  Best  Esq.  about  building  a  house  at  Newbegin  Bar  pursuant  to 
plan  shown. 

Swinemoor  Spa  to  be  let  to  John  Hornby  for  21  years  at  a  rent  of  40/- 
p.a.,  he  to  have  leave  to  build  “as  he  shall  think  most  commodious  for  the 
reception  of  persons  frequenting  the  same”:  to  be  free  of  rent  the  first  year 
and  the  year  he  builds:  “All  freemen  and  their  families  and  others  having 
settlements  in  this  town  to  have  the  liberty  of  bathing  in  the  said  waters  or 
drinking  the  same  at  their  pleasure  without  paying  anything  for  the  same.” 

[140]  1  April  1745.  (M.  +  7A.  +  7C.)  William  Jewell  and  Richard

Collector  of  the  Beck  Dues  for  the  ensuing  year:  to  give  security  and  to 
reside  at  Beckside:  salary  £20  p.a. 

[145]  1  July  1745.  (M.  +  7A.+  1 1C.)  Eggleston,  the  Collector  of  Beck 
Duties,  to  agree  with  a  person  to  take  the  tolls  at  Hull  Bridge  until  such 
time  as  arrangements  can  be  made. 

The  C.S.  to  be  affixed  to  a  lease  of  the  “Hullwater”  passage  to  William 
Muncaster  (M.),  Aid.  Spendlove,  Mr.  Nelson  the  Younger,  Mr.  Staveley, 
John  Pease,  William  Taylor,  Thomas  Eggleston,  and  John  Hoggard,  “or 
any  other  as  will  join  with  them”,  for  three  years  at  a  rent  of  10/-  p.a.: 
public  notice  by  the  bell  that  no  person  will  be  allowed  to  use  other  boats 
for  the  carrying  of  market  goods  etc.  between  Beverley  and  Hull. 

[146]  22  July  1745.  (M.  +  7A.  +  8C.)  The  Judges  holding  the  Assizes 
in  Hull  to  be  invited  on  their  way  to  York  to  a  “cold  treat”  or  collation  at 
the  Assembly  Room  or  other  public  place. 

Counsel’s  opinion  to  be  taken  about  taking  tolls  at  Hull  Bridge  in  view 
of  a  possible  lawsuit  with  “the  gentlemen  of  the  East  Riding”.  Meanwhile 
Eggleston  to  collect  the  tolls  there  and  to  be  indemnified  if  necessary. 

[147]  5  August  1745.  (M.4-4A.  +  11C.)  Fines  of  2/6  and  1/-  to  be 
imposed  on  any  Alderman  and  Chamberman  respectively  not  at  the 
Guildhall  within  half  an  hour,  if  a  meeting  is  called  for  any  time  of  the  day. 

[148]  2  September  1745.  John  Hall,  clockmaker,  to  quit  the  town 
forthwith  for  exercising  the  business  of  clockmaker,  he  not  being  a  burgess. 

[149]  9  September  1745.  (M.  +  7A.-f- 10C.)  Ordered  that  for  the 

easy  transaction  of  business  and  the  “keeping  a  proper  decorum  in  this 
Chamber”,  the  M.  to  decide,  on  two  rising  to  speak,  who  shall  speak  first 
and  he  to  speak  without  any  interruption  “such  speech  ...  to  be  always 
made  with  decency  and  good  manners” :  the  Aldermen  to  speak  “covered” 
and  the  chambermen  “to  advance  towards  the  table  and  deliver  them¬ 
selves  uncovered  according  to  the  ancient  use  and  custom”:  offenders  to 
be  fined  12d.  The  M.  and  mace  bearer  to  attend  in  gowns. 

[151]  23  September  1745.  Election  Day. 

[152]  14  October  1745.  (M.  (Suckling  Spendlove) +  6A.+ 1 1C.)  John 
Milner  to  have  the  lease  of  a  close  (held  by  the  Corporation  of  George 
Smith)  for  seven  years  at  a  rent  of  £4  p.a.,  he  to  dig  what  gravel  the 
Corporation  requires,  at  4d.  per  ton. 

[155]  2  December  1745.  Ordered  that  no  certificate  be  granted  any 

person  to  reside  elsewhere  without  the  consent  of  the  majority  of  Aldermen, 
the  same  to  be  signed  at  a  Town  Chamber  Meeting.  (Presumably  this  refers 
to  an  Alderman  or  Chamberman  desiring  to  reside  out  of  the  town.)

from  the  east  end  of  Norwood  to  Manton  Gate  to  be  repaired. 

[161]  5  May  1746.  (M.  +  7A.+  IOC.)  Ordered  that  a  letter  be  written 

to  Charles  Pelham  asking  him  to  make  enquiry  for  a  living  of  £60  p.a.  so 
that  Mr.  John  Clark  can  be  presented  thereto  to  enable  the  Corporation 
to  be  discharged  of  the  annual  payment  of  £40  to  Clark,  “such  payment 
being  very  heavy  upon  this  Corporation  and  which  is  a  great  lessening  of 
their  revenues”. 

No  gravel  to  be  sold  to  any  person  out  of  George  Smith’s  close  without  the 
consent  of  the  Corporation  (fo.  152  refers). 

[163]  7  July  1746.  (M.-f7A.+  1 1C.)  Francis  Denton,  Richard  Elliott 

and  William  Jewell  to  appear  at  the  Town  Hall  to  treat  with  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  regarding  the  lease  of  the  Hull  water  passage. 

[165]  1  September  1746.  (M.+ 12A.+ 13C.)  Recording  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Elizabeth  Atkinson  as  Town’s  Cook  at  a  salary  of  £3  p.a.  “and  a 
coat  at  the  usual  times”. 

[166]  22  September  1746.  Election  Day. 

[167]  13  October  1746.  (M.  (Thomas  Philip  Hoggard) +  8A.-}- 1 1C.) 

[173]  2  March  1747.  (M.  +  9A.  +  9C.)  Counsel’s  opinion  to  be  taken 
regarding  the  claim  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster  to  be  free 
from  toll  throughout  England. 

[174]  James  Mihill  elected  Town’s  Husband  vice  Thomas  Dewick. 

[175]  23  March  1747.  (M.  +  8A.+  10C.)  The  road  from  Beverley  to 

Hull  Bridge  to  be  put  into  a  state  of  repair  and  the  work  to  be  done  as 
soon  as  the  weather  permits. 

[176]  6  April  1747.  (D.M.  (Wm.  Muncaster)  +  8A.-f-  11C.)  Thomas 

Walker  to  forfeit  1/-  for  inexcusable  absence  from  the  last  Chamber  Meet¬ 
ing:  failing  payment,  a  distress  warrant  to  be  levied. 

George  Ruddock  appointed  swineherd  until  Michaelmas  next  and  to 
have  20/-  salary  and  10/-  towards  a  cloth  coat:  if  it  appears  that  he  be 
negligent  in  impounding  swine  straying  in  the  street  pursuant  to  some 
former  orders,  he  to  “have  neither  salary  paid  him  nor  coat  given  him”. 

[178]  4  May  1747.  (M.  +  7A.4-9C.)  Freemen’s  widows  stocking  the 
pastures  to  appear  before  the  M.  and  to  take  oath  that  the  respective 
cattle  in  the  pastures  are  their  property. 

[179]  1  June  1747.  (M.  +  8A.+ 10C.)  Ralph  Pennyman  to  have  not 
more  than  20  tons  of  gravel  at  4d.  per  ton  for  paving  the  street  before  his 
door  and  to  take  upon  himself  the  repairs  of  the  said  causey  in  future.

[185]  19  October  1747.  (M.  (John  Ellinor) +8A.+ 13C.)  Certain 

named  to  view  the  house  built  at  “Swinemoor  Spaw”  and  report  on  its 
workmanship  and  costs. 
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[186]  2  November  1747.  (M.-f7A.-f  12C.)  Robert  Parker  to  have  5/- 
out  of  every  20/-  taken  in  toll  at  Hull  Bridge. 

[187]  7  December  1747.  (M.+  10A.+  10C.)  William  Lundy  to  be 
prosecuted  (unless  he  takes  up  his  freedom)  for  trading  as  a  linen  draper 
and  haberdasher. 

[188]  21  December  1747.  (M.-f  9A.+ 10C.).  James  Mihill  and  others 
to  measure  and  mark  keels,  lighters  and  other  vessels  bringing  coal  up  the 
River  Hull  to  the  Beck  pursuant  to  the  Act  of  Parliament.  Proceedings 
against  any  refusing. 

[189]  4  January  1748.  (M.-f  9A.-f  8C.)  The  Pontefract  charters  to  be 
denied  exemption  from  toll,  and  William  Agar,  collector  of  tolls,  to  distrain 
in  case  of  necessity. 

[190]  1  February  1748.  (M.  +  8A.+  12C.)  John  Ellinor  to  be  paid  the 
remainder  of  his  bill  for  building  Swinemoor  Well  House:  the  same  to  be 
let  to  James  Burgess  for  three  years  at  a  rent  of  £ 2  p.a. 

[191]  7  March  1748.  (M.-f  8A.-f  10C.)  Lease  of  Beck  Tolls  to  James 
Fenton  of  Rodwell  for  £100  for  four  years  and  to  have  a  proposal  of  freedom 
made  to  him. 

[193]  25  March  1748.  (M.-f  7A.-f  9C.)  Ordered  that  the  next  time 

Mr.  Popplewell  buys  pigs  in  the  town  and  refuses  payment  of  toll,  William 
Agar  to  make  a  distress  and  to  be  indemnified  by  the  Corporation. 

[195]  4  April  1748.  (M.-f  9A.-f  8C.)  William  Burrow,  a  student  of  St. 
John’s,  to  have  the  present  made  of  his  freedom  at  the  next  meeting  and 
ten  guineas  to  be  paid  by  the  Minster  to  the  C.C.  (William  Burrow  Sen.) 
in  consideration  of  their  taking  a  plan  of  the  town  and  pastures:  the  plan 
to  be  placed  in  the  Chamber  “above  the  fire  place”. 

[196]  2  May  1748.  (M.-f  9A.+  1 1C.)  The  cows  in  Westwood  to  be  driven 
into  Hurn  and  to  be  kept  there  until  the  following  Saturday  to  prevent  the 
extension  of  “the  distemper  which  now  rages  amongst  the  horned  cattle”. 

[197]  13  June  1748.  (M.-f  lOA.-f  9C.)  Ten  pounds  to  be  allowed 

towards  the  completion  of  the  causeway  from  Keldgate  Bar  to  Westwood.

the  “fore  door”  of  Francis  Best’s  house,  he  to  pay  12d.  annually  for  every 
£  expended  by  the  Corporation  in  making  the  same  (fo.  137  refers). 

[202]  26  September  1748.  Election  Day. 

[203]  17  October  1748.  (M.  (John  Bowman)  +8 A. -f  12 C.)  Confirma¬ 
tion  of  an  order  made  at  the  meeting  on  8  May  1744  for  the  building  of 
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Mrs.  Routh’s  Hospital  pursuant  to  a  plan  drawn  by  Mr.  Moyser.  (. N.B . — 
There  are  no  minutes  entered  in  the  M.B.for  a  meeting  on  8  May  1744.) 

[205]  24  October  1748.  (M.+  10A.+  13C.)  Ordered  that  the  several 

estimates  this  day  shown  to  the  Chamber  for  the  building  of  Mrs.  Routh’s 
Hospital  be  taken  into  Lincolnshire  and  laid  before  Mr.  Scudamore  for  his 
perusal. 

Five  guineas  to  be  allowed  William  Agar  consequent  on  the  diminution 
of  tolls  by  the  prohibition  of  fairs  because  of  the  distemper  among  horned 
cattle. 

[207]  24  November  1748.  (M.  +  8A.+ 1 1C.)  The  M.  and  the  Surveyors 
to  treat  with  Thomas  Wrightson  to  build  Mrs.  Routh’s  Hospital  pursuant 
to  Mr.  Moyser’s  plan. 

(208)  5  December  1748.  (M.  +  9A.+ 1 1C.)  The  C.S.  affixed  to  an 
agreement  with  Thomas  Wrightson  to  build  Airs.  Routh’s  Hospital  for 
£387  1  Is.  6d. 

Mr.  Wrightson  empowered  to  dig  a  well  in  the  yard  where  Airs.  Routh’s 
Hospital  is  to  be  built. 

Not  more  than  £4  to  be  paid  out  in  cleansing  the  Beck  from  “High  Brigg 
to  the  Barricade”. 

[210]  2  January  1749.  (M.  +  9A.+ 1 1C.)  Ordered  that  an  engine  be 

erected  for  the  draining  of  Figham  “where  the  clow  is  now  planted”.  Mr. 
Williams  to  bring  in  an  estimate  for  the  charge  of  the  engine  and  the 
expense  of  building  a  brick  “clow”,  the  expense  to  be  proportionate  between 
the  town  and  the  pasture.

The  Races  to  be  held  in  Whitsun  week  pursuant  to  the  request  of  the 
innholders  and  on  the  same  terms  {see  fo.  85). 

[216]  4  May  1749.  (M.-f7A.  +  7C.)  Reciting  that  Thomas  Adamson 
the  previous  day  drove  his  cows  “in  a  Tumultuous,  riotous,  and  forcible 
manner”  into  Westwood  without  paying  the  rate  fixed:  the  cows  of 
Adamson  and  all  others  offending  to  be  impounded  and  in  the  case  of 
legal  action  the  P.M.s  to  be  indemnified. 

[217]  5  June  1749.  (M.  +  6A.-F  12C.)  £20  to  be  allowed  towards  the 
building  of  Figham  engine  and  the  pastures  to  be  at  the  remainder  of  the 
expense  “of  compleating  her”.  All  future  repairs  following  completion  to 
be  apportioned  according  to  “the  respective  allowances  of  town  and  pasture 
towards  erecting  her”. 
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[218]  3  July  1749.  (M.  +  8A.+ IOC.)  Recording  that  John  Todd  has 
turned  water  from  the  High  Mill  by  Lund  into  Figham:  the  nuisance  to 
cease  forthwith  and  he  to  make  satisfaction  for  the  damage  caused. 

[219]  14  August  1749.  (M.  +  7A.+ 12C.)  Mr.  Philip  Williams  the 

engineer  to  build  the  engine  in  Figham;  £45  to  be  paid  when  the  same  shall 
be  finished  according  to  Williams’  plan. 

[221]  25  September  1749.  Election  Day. 

[222]  16  October  1749.  (M.  (William  Waines) +  8A.  + 12C.)  John 

Clarke  requested  to  write  to  his  acquaintances  at  Cambridge  to  recommend 
a  person  as  assistant  curate  at  the  Minster. 

[226]  4  December  1749.  (M.  +  9A.+ 1 1C.)  Recording  the  payment  of 

10/6  damages  by  John  Todd  for  turning  water  into  Figham  when  he  was 
building  the  low  mill,  and  also  for  digging  clay  there.  Todd  to  have  per¬ 
mission  to  rebuild  or  repair  the  bridge  over  the  mill  race  provided  that  at 
his  own  expense  he  makes  a  convenient  waggon  road  over  the  same. 

[228]  18  December  1749.  (M.  +  9A.+ 1 1C.)  In  future  all  members  to 
vote  by  “Ballotting”  and  ordered  “that  two  boxes  be  provided  with 
twenty-six  small  balls  to  each  box  and  Yea  writt  upon  half  the  sd.  balls  and 
No  upon  the  other  half”. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Lewthwaite,  assistant  curate,  to  succeed  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Mease  as  perpetual  curate  of  the  Minster. 

The  M.P.s  to  be  requested 
to  give  their  assistance  in  promoting  a  bill  for  limiting  the  exportation  of 
bounty  and  debenture  goods  to  British  shipping  only,  which  it  is  intended 
to  bring  in  during  the  present  session.

Agreed,  on  his  application,  and 
in  view  of  it  appearing  that  he  has  not  illegally  used  his  rights  of  freedom, 
that  one,  Holgate,  freeman  of  the  town,  should  have  £10  for  every  £100 
he  spends  in  defending  a  suit  against  him  by  Hull  Corporation  for  Water 
Bailiff’s  dues,  provided  that  the  whole  does  not  exceed  £300. 

[236]  7  May  1750.  (M.+ 10A.+ 12C.)  Reciting  that  whereas  Mr. 

Feathers  ton  this  day  has  made  a  proposal  to  pay  £20  to  be  exempted  from 
all  offices  in  the  town,  resolved  that  the  proposal  be  accepted  on  condition 
that  he  prevail  upon  Marmaduke  Constable  Esq.  to  discharge  the  indict¬ 
ment  preferred  at  the  last  York  Assizes  by  him  and  Dr.  Stern  against  the 
Corporation  for  not  repairing  Hull  Bridge  Road. 

[237]  4  June  1750.  (M.  +  8A.+ 10C.)  Leave  to  Aid.  Hoggard  to  make 
a  place  for  bathing  at  the  north  end  of  William  Howard’s  yard. 

The  garden  of  the  curate  of  the  Minster  to  be  walled  in. 

The  request  of  Mr.  Featherston  (fo.  236)  complied  with. 
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[239]  2  July  1750.  (M.  +  7A.  +  8C.)  The  Corporation  to  traverse  the 

indictment  relative  to  the  alleged  non-repair  of  Hull  Bridge  Road  (fo.  236) 

[241]  3  September  1750.  (M.-fi  10A.+  1 1C.)  The  stint  per  freeman  for 
Westwood  to  be  four  cows,  or  two  cows  and  one  horse,  or  two  horses : 
penalty, 5/-  for  each  animal  in  excess. 

[242]  24  September  1750.  Election  Day. 

[244]  15  October  1750.  (M.  (Walter  Wride)  +  9A.  +  7C.)  The  M.  and 
others  to  attend  Mr.  Williams,  the  engineer,  to  view  Figham  Clow,  “now 
blown  and  in  bad  repair”,  and  to  make  the  best  terms  possible  with  him 
for  taking  up  the  clow  and  fixing  two  tunnels  for  the  discharge  of  water 
out  of  Figham. 

22  October  1750.  (M.  +  8A.+ IOC.)  Williams  the  engineer  to 
be  paid  five  guineas,  he  having  made  the  Figham  engine  larger  than 
specified. 

The  Beck  to  be  cleansed  from  the  bridge  to  the  “Barricade”. 

The  engine  in  Figham  to  be 
enclosed  with  posts  and  rails  and  the  channel  which  conveys  the  water  to 
the  river  by  force  of  the  said  engine  to  be  arched  over  with  brick.

Five  guineas  to  be  paid  Williams 
provided  that  he  removes  every  present  obstruction  to  the  Figham  engine

The  gates  leading  into  Grovel  to  be  “fixt  in  the  places  where  they  have 
anciently  been  hung”. 

[252]  The  races  to  be  held  the  last  week  in  May  and  the  usual  conditions 
to  apply. 

[253]  22  April  1751.  (M.  +  8A.+  11C.)  The  Rev.  William  Ward 

appointed  M.G.S. 

[257]  15  July  1751.  (M.  +  9A.  +  7C.)  Aid.  Midgley  to  acquaint  Mr. 

Constable  that  the  Corporation  cannot  comply  with  the  terms  of  his  letter 
re  the  repairs  of  Hull  Bridge  Road. 

[261]  7  October  1751.  (M.-f- lOA.-f- 1 1C.)  Reciting  that  lately  Mr. 

Abraham  Sperin  had  “very  scandalously  vilified  and  abused  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  ...  by  representing  them  as  rogues  and  pickpockets  and 
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speaking  other  scandalous  and  opprobious  words  against  them  ...”  for 
electing  William  Strickland  as  Alderman;  ordered  that  Sperin  be  prosecuted 
in  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench  unless  he  asks  pardon  for  the  offence:  copy  of 
order  to  Sperin.

[268]  9  April  1752.  (M.+ 1 1A.  +  9C.)  Figham  engine  to  be  repaired 
under  the  supervision  of  Aid.  Hoggard. 

[269]  4  May  1752.  (D.M.  +  8A.  +  7C.)  The  Surveyors  empowered  to 
agree  with  Mathew  Spenser  for  taking  up  the  old  Barricade  and  fixing 
the  same  nearer  the  head  of  the  Beck,  and  also  for  cleansing  the  reservoir 
and  throwing  out  the  sludge.

and  an  attick  story  towards  the  Market  Place”. 

[412]  16  March  1761.  (M.-f  9A.  +  7C.)  Certain  Aldermen  named  to 

have  leave  to  take  out  the  town  charters  to  lay  before  Mr.  Emmanuel 
Jefferson  of  Howden  with  respect  to  Beverley  burgesses’  freedom  from  toll, 
and  recording  that  a  lawsuit  is  now  pending  with  Jefferson  in  respect  of 
tolls  demanded  from  Beverley  burgesses  at  Howden  market  and  fair: 
further  ordered  that  Aid.  Midgley,  appointed  attorney  in  the  cause,  be 
empowered  to  effect  a  compromise  if  necessary,  on  Jefferson  executing  a 
proper  instrument  paying  his  own  costs  and  recognising  Beverley  freemen’s 
right  of  exemption  from  tolls. 

[415]  4  May  1761.  (M.  +  6A.  +  9C.)  Hull  Bridge  tolls  to  be  let  to  John 

Camplin  for  one  year  for  £2. 

The  races  to  be  run  the  first  week  in  June  and  the  P.M.s  to  set  out  the 
area  where  the  booths  are  to  be  built. 

[417]  1  June  1761.  (M.  +  7A.  +  6C.)  Leasing  the  northern  half  of  Butt 
Close  to  John  Maud  of  “Sud cotes”  for  99  years  for  an  annual  rent  of  £\, 
the  tenant  to  have  leave  to  erect  a  windmill  for  grinding  corn  together  with 
permission  to  dig  and  lead  chalk  in  Westwood  Pits  “for  raising  the  ground 
to  an  agreeable  height  whereon  to  erect  his  said  mill” ;  the  tenant  on  vacating 
the  premises  at  the  expiration  of  the  lease  to  leave  bricks  and  tiles  to  the  full 
value  of  £20. 

A  “regular  discharge”  to  be  given  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  William  Powell  of 
St.  John’s  College,  Cambridge,  who  has  received  and  accounted  for  the 
rents  at  Gilden  Morden  and  Over  for  the  past  16  years. 

[418]  Ordering  the  repayment  of  £50  owing  to  the  Minster  revenues. 

29  June  1761.  (M.  +  9A.+ 12C.)  Ordering  an  entertainment  to  be 
given  at  the  Assembly  Rooms  to  the  Assize  judges  on  their  return  from 
Hull  to  York. 
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Recording  the  lease  to  John  Maud  (see  fo.  417)  of  the  south  end  of  Butt 
Close  instead  of  the  north  end,  he  to  build  there  as  per  the  previous  order. 

[420]  7  September  1761.  (M.  +  8A.  +  8C.)  Ordered  that  Suckling 

Spendlove  and  succeeding  Mayors  have  £40  p.a.  allowance  “for  the 
support  of  their  table  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  their  office”. 

The  ground  where  the  Pillory  House  stood  to  be  paved  at  the  Corporation’s 
expense. 

[422]  19  October  1761.  (M.  (Robert  Blanshard)-j-8A.-f  10C.) 

[423]  Reciting  that  an  application  had  been  made  by  Mr.  Wight  on 
behalf  of  Beaumont  Hotham  for  a  renewal  of  the  lease  of  the  Outer 
Trinities:  ordered  that  “in  consideration  of  the  many  services  and  favours 
done  to  this  Corporation  by  his  family”  a  renewal  of  the  lease  be  granted 
“preferable  to  any  others  who  shall  apply  for  the  same”  for  21  years  at  a 
rent  of  £1 1  p.a. 

The  site  of  the  Pillory  House  to  be  paved  by  William  Dealtry  for  which 
he  is  to  be  paid  £10  and  to  have  the  use  of  the  town  cart  and  gravel. 

[424]  7  December  1761.  (M.  +  8A.  +  8C.)  The  M.  authorised  to  place 
out  at  interest  on  note  of  hand  [ the  sum  is  not  specified  here  but  vide  fo.  426  was 
£400]  with  Mr.  Joseph  Pease  and  Son  of  Kingston  upon  Hull  at  such  rate 
of  interest  as  the  M.  and  Pease  shall  agree. 

[426]  1  February  1762.  (M.  +  8A.+ 12C.)  Mr.  Pease’s  two  notes  of 
hand  for  £400  to  be  placed  in  the  iron  chest. 

Ordered  that  John  Leavens  be  discharged  from  the  office  of  wait  for  his 
insolent  behaviour  to  the  gentlemen  in  the  Chamber  (see  fo.  427). 

[427]  15  February  1762.  (M.  +  9A.  + 1 1C.)  Ordered  that  five  guineas 
be  paid  to  Mr.  Page  for  his  trouble  in  drawing  a  plan  and  estimate  of  a 
Council  Chamber  and  Jury  Room  and  attending  the  gentlemen  at  a  meeting 
for  that  purpose. 

On  asking  pardon  for  his  behaviour  John  Leavens  restored  to  his  place 
as  wait. 

Ordering  that  Mr.  Middleton’s  plan  and  estimate  for  building  a  Council 
Chamber,  Jury  Room  and  Town’s  Hall  be  executed:  a  committee  ap¬ 
pointed  to  “treat”  with  Mr.  Middleton  on  the  subject. 

(1  March  1762  (additional  note):  ordered  that  the  bill  and  estimate  for 
building  the  Town’s  Hall  and  amounting  to  £64  15s.  9dd  brought  into 
the  Chamber  be  allowed.) 

[428]  1  March  1762.  (M.  +  8A.+  10C.)  Notification  to  the  M.P.s  of 
town  support  for  the  bill  to  improve  the  navigation  of  the  Witham  from 
Lincoln  to  Boston  “so  far  only  as  the  same  may  affect  or  prejudice  the 
navigation  from  the  Trent  to  the  city  of  Lincoln”. 

[429]  5  April  1762.  (M.  +  8A.+ 10C.)  In  view  of  the  rebuilding  of  the 
Town  Hall,  ordered  that  all  records  etc.  to  be  sent  to  the  Workhouse  and 
deposited  in  the  room  where  the  Trustees  usually  meet  and  where  the 
Corporation  meetings  are  to  be  held  until  the  Council  Chamber  rebuilding 
is  completed.

Leave  to  Henry  Meadley 
to  fill  up  the  ditch  and  build  a  wall  opposite  the  Minster,  according  to  the 
order  of  the  Surveyors.

[435]  18  October  1762.  (M.  (Christopher  Nelson)  D.M.  (Suckling 

iSpendlove)  +  9A+ 8C.)  Notice  to  be  given  that  the  butchers  renting  stalls  in 
the  Shambles  must  pay  one  year’s  rent  in  advance  or  the  stalls  will  be  let  to 
those  willing  to  pay. 

Giving  details  re  the  repair  of  “Graybourne  Lane”:  the  corporation 
Purveyors  to  view  any  encroachments  and  to  take  action  accordingly. 

J436]  15  November  1762.  (D.M.-f  8A.+  10C.)  “Ordered  that  the  sum 

of  Forty  Guineas  be  laid  out  in  Ornamenting  the  Town’s  Hall,  lately  Re¬ 
built,  by  Erecting  in  the  Inside  thereof,  the  King’s-Arms  the  Town’s- Arms 
and  the  Figure  of  Justice  with  other  Ornaments  in  Plaister  or  Stukoe  for 
which  the  Corporation  have  this  day  agreed  with  Mr.  Courtezie  to  be  by 
ihim  finished  for  the  above  sum”. 

j[437]  6  December  1762.  (D.M.  +  7A.  +  8C.)  Mr.  Sigston  Gardiner  and 

William  Middleton  to  view  and  report  on  oaks  and  elms  planted  in  Figham, 
and  two  new  bridges  and  other  work  there  done  by  the  direction  of 
Aid.  Hoggard. 

[442]  4  April  1763.  (M.  +  8A.  + 1 2C.)  Lease  of  the  Beck  Tolls  to  Matthew 

Spencer  and  Thomas  Wrightson  for  seven  years  with  provision  for  an  extra

Lease  of  the  Lime  Kilns 
at  the  present  rents  and  covenants  to  Thomas  Wrightson  for  2 1  years. 

[449]  26  September  1763.  Election  Day. 

[450]  24  October  1763.  (M.  (John  Bowman)  -f  lOA.-f-  10C.)  If  satis¬ 
faction  is  not  given,  action  to  be  taken  in  the  case  of  John  Dent,  freeman 
of  the  town,  for  a  distress  levied  on  him  at  Barnsley  Fair. 

Ordered  that  Mr.  Cortese’s  bill  of  twenty-five  pounds  and  five  shillings 
as  a  present  be  paid  by  the  Town’s  Receiver. 

Licence  to  Mrs.  Todd,  executrix  of  her  late  husband’s  estate,  to  assign 
Westwood  Hither  Mill  to  John  Dickinson  for  the  remainder  of  her  term 
in  the  lease. 

[451]  14  November  1763.  (M.-f8A.-f  7C.)  Reciting  that  several  of 
the  trustees  of  the  Hull  to  Beverley  Turnpike  road  proposed  to  apply  to 
Parliament  for  renewal  of  the  Act  (which  will  not  expire  until  1770)  and 
for  power  to  make  a  turnpike  road  from  the  Hull-Beverley  Road  to 
Cottingham,  and  to  appropriate  the  tolls  of  the  present  turnpike  to  the 
making  of  the  additional  branch,  thus  keeping  up  the  rates  on  the 
Hull  to  Beverley  road  etc.:  ordered  that  a  petition  against  the  bill  be 
prepared.

Midgley  authorised  to 
make  the  best  terms  he  can  between  Atkinson,  the  Vicar  of  Hollym,  and 
the  parishioners. 

A  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  accounts  of  the  C.W.s  of  St. 
Mary’s  “for  several  years  past”. 

[458]  30  January  1764.  (M.  +  8A.+ 10C.)  Agreed  that  Robert  Stork, 
apprentice  to  Aid.  Wride  (dismissed  for  a  misdemeanour  and  who  enlisted 
in  H.M.  service  and  given  a  regular  discharge  and  certificate  of  good 
behaviour),  be  admitted  to  his  freedom  provided  he  completes  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  his  servitude. 

Ordered  that  £700  be  advanced  by  the  Corporation  out  of  the  Town 
and  Minster  funds  towards  making  and  completing  a  turnpike  road  from 
Beverley  to  York.

Ordered  that  25  guineas  be  given  to  Aid.  John  Hoggard  as  a  present  for 
the  great  troubles  occasioned  him  in  his  Mayoralty  and  for  the  extra¬ 
ordinary  services  done  to  the  Corporation  in  many  respects.

[468]  Westwood  Far  Mill  leased  to  William  Baitson,  miller,  at  six  guineas 
rent  p.a.  for  2 1  years,  he  to  keep  the  mill  in  good  repair. 

[469]  Ordered  that  Lund  be  joined  to  Figham.

Leave  to  John  Priestman  to  plough  such  part  of  the  Farr  Field  Close 
(part  of  his  farm  at  Weel)  as  the  M.  shall  “think  proper”;  Priestman  to 
take  three  crops,  oats  the  first  year,  wheat  the  second,  and  in  the  third 
year  to  lay  down  a  crop  of  barley  “and  to  manure  in  a  Husbandlike 
manner”.

2  August  1790.  (M.  +  7A.  +  9C.)  Rescinding  the  order  of  23  July 
1789  [JV.B. — No  meeting  recorded  this  day  but  see  fo.  260]  limiting  individual 
purchase  of  annuities  to  £300.  Reference  to  the  committee  of  proposal 
of  John  Lockwood  to  lay  out  £500  for  an  annuity  for  Miss  Eliza  Fleming. 

[272]  18  October  1790.  (M.  (Marmaduke  Hewitt)  +  3A.+  10C.) 

[273]  3  January  1791.  (M.  +  6A.  +  8C.)  Aid.  Keld  and  Aid.  Ramsey 
to  deliver  the  charters  “and  other  writings”  in  their  possession  into  the 
Chamber  at  the  next  meeting. 

Application  having  been  made  to  the  late  M.  by  a  “messuage”  [sic] 
from  Sir  Christopher  Sykes  that  he  would  not  pay  for  any  more  newspapers 
sent  to  the  M.  after  Midsummer  last,  ordered  that  Sykes  be  asked  to  send 
and  account  to  the  Corporation  for  moneys  expended  since  Midsummer. 
Copy  of  order  to  Sykes. 

[274]  18  January  1791.  (M.  +  7A.+ 10C.)  A  petition  to  be  drawn  up 
and  sent  to  the  Lord  Chancellor,  the  patron  of  the  Vicarage  of  St.  Mary

interest  with  the  Lord  Chancellor  on  Rigby’s  behalf.  A  committee  ap¬ 
pointed  to  deal  with  the  matter. 

7  February  1791.  (M.  +  8A.+ 10C.)  Any  person  applying  to 

purchase  his  freedom  with  a  view  to  being  a  candidate  for  election  to 
Parliament  to  pay  100  guineas. 

[275]  7  March  1791.  (M.  +  9A.  + 10C.)  In  view  of  the  testimonials  of 
his  merit  and  ability  as  a  school  master  and  because  of  the  expense  involved 
in  his  removing  from  Oxford  to  Beverley,  Mr.  Carr  to  have  20  guineas. 

4  April  1791.  (M.  +  8A.+ 10C.)  A  committee  appointed  to  meet 
a  committee  of  Trustees  of  the  Beverley- White  Cross  Turnpike  with  regard 
to  the  raising  of  the  road,  or  such  parts  thereof  as  are  dangerous  and  unsafe, 
“between  the  first  milestone  and  Hull  Bridge”. 

[276]  18  May  1791.  (M.  +  7A.+ 1 1C.)  A  committee  consisting  of  the 
whole  Chamber  and  not  less  than  five,  of  whom  the  M.  is  to  be  one,  to 
inquire  into  the  abuse  of  the  stocking  of  pastures  by  non-resident  freemen. 

Ordered  that  no  more  sessions  dinners  be  ordered  at  any  public  house 
in  Beverley. 


[277]  6  June  1791.  (M.-f- 6A.J-  10C.)  The  Turnpike  Road  from  the 
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first  milestone  to  Hull  Bridge,  in  such  parts  as  are  necessary,  to  be  heightened 
and  covered  with  hard  materials,  the  Corporation  contributing  one  third 
of  the  expense  but  not  to  exceed  £100. 

A  committee  appointed  to  agree  with  any  person  or  persons  for  translating 
into  a  vellum  book,  with  an  index,  all  the  Corporation’s  charters  and  grants. 

4  July  1791.  (M.  +  8A.+ 1 1C.)  Certain  former  orders  re  the  over¬ 
stocking  of  the  pastures  to  be  rescinded :  in  future  a  fine  of  40/-  per  beast  or 
horse  for  overstocking. 

[278]  1  August  1791.  (M.-f-7A.+ 10C.)  Ordered  that  five  guineas  be 

subscribed  towards  the  flagging  of  Wood  Lane. 

The  Archbishop  of  York  to  be  invited  “to  breakfast,  dine  or  sup”,  the 
charges  to  be  defrayed  out  of  the  Minster  revenues. 

A  committee  appointed  to  examine  reasons  why  toll  on  the  east  side  of 
the  River  Hull  at  Hull  Bridge  has  not  been  paid,  and  if  necessary  to  draw 
up  a  case  for  the  opinion  of  counsel. 

5  September  1791.  Ordered  that  committee  meeting  days  be 
appointed  by  the  chairmen. 

Hull  Bridge  Toll  Committee  report  of  which  the  following  is  the  gist: 

Refers  to  the  two  Acts  of  Parliament  (1727  and  1745)  allowing  the 
collection  of  tolls  within  the  Liberties  of  the  Town,  for  the  widening  and 
deepening  of  the  Beck. 

Although  Hull  Bridge  is  within  the  Town’s  Liberties,  doubt  was 
originally  expressed  whether  toll  collection  there  was  valid.  The  trade 
at  Hull  Bridge  has  recently  increased  and  the  people  concerned  there 
propose  to  resist  a  claim  not  formerly  exercised. 

Counsel  gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  validity  of  an  Act  of  Parliament 
is  not  destroyed  by  disuse  and  therefore  the  tolls  at  Hull  Bridge  are  legal. 
Ordered  that  action  be  taken  against  any  person  refusing  to  pay  the  tolls.

17  October  1791.  (M.  (Thomas  Clubley)  +  5A.  +  12C.) 

[281]  14  November  1791.  (M.  +  8A.  +  8C.)  Long  case  submitted  to 
Beatniffe  the  Recorder  on  the  subject  of  tolls  at  Hull  Bridge.  Beatniffe 
adhered  to  his  earlier  opinion  that  as  the  east  side  of  Hull  Bridge  was 
within  the  Liberties  of  the  town,  collection  of  toll  there  was  justified. 

[284]  2  January  1792.  (M.-f-7A.-j-8C.)  The  pasture  masters  of  West- 
wood  empowered  to  make  such  plantations  in  Westwood  as  they  shall  think 
proper  [see  fo.  297]. 

[285]  6  February  1792.  (M.  +  9A.+  10C.)  The  C.S.  to  be  fixed  to  a 
petition  to  Parliament  for  the  abolition  of  the  slave  trade. 

[286]  5  March  1792.  (D.M.  (William  Middleton) +  7A.  +  9C.)  The 

executors  of  the  late  Henry  Meadley  to  be  allowed  two  guineas  towards 
the  expense  he  was  at  in  filling  up  the  ditch  and  building  a  wall  over  the 
sewer  near  the  Minster. 

[287]  7  May  1792.  (M.  +  8A.  +  7C.)  Mrs.  Deborah  Radcliffe  to  be 
allowed  to  keep  an  open  shop  in  Beverley  on  payment  of  ten  guineas  plus 
one  guinea  to  the  “fund”. 
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A  committee  appointed  to  survey  the  gaol  and  workhouse  and  report  on 
the  propriety  of  erecting  a  workhouse  and  solitary  cells  for  disorderly 
persons. 

4  June  1792.  (M.J-7A.+9C.)  A  committee  appointed  to  view 
the  North  Bar  and  take  into  consideration  the  possibility  of  erecting  one 
or  more  houses  where  the  Blacksmith’s  shop  and  the  maison  dieus  are,  and 
of  making  a  passage  for  foot  passengers  there. 

Resolved  that  the  freedom  of  the  town  be  presented  to  the  Rev.  Robert 
Rigby,  the  Vicar  of  St.  Mary’s  Church,  as  a  testimony  of  “approbation  of 
his  conduct  as  a  clergyman  during  a  residence  of  twelve  years  in  this 
place”. 

[288]  For  overstocking  of  the  pastures  a  maximum  of  40/-  fine  and  a 
minimum  of  20/-  to  be  imposed. 

Giving  in  full  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  vide  fo.  287,  and 
recommending  the  building  of  two  houses  at  the  Bar  in  place  of  the  Alms¬ 
houses  and  the  Blacksmith’s  shop,  and  the  making  of  a  pedestrian  way; 
also  recommending  alterations  at  the  gaol  vide  a  plan  submitted. 

[290]  6  August  1792.  (M.-j- 10A.  +  9C.)  £200  to  be  borrowed  of  the 

Beck  Revenue  for  paving  the  streets. 

The  opinion  of  counsel  to  be  taken  as  to  the  legality  of  applying  the  Beck 
dues  to  the  repair  of  the  town’s  streets,  as  well  as  the  roads  leading  to  the 
Beck  and  the  River  Hull. 

Counsel’s  opinion  to  be  taken  as  to  the  propriety  and  legality  of  the 
action  of  the  Assistant  Curate  of  the  Minster  in  raising  the  burial  fees  for 
people  dying  without  the  town  and  liberties  and  whether  he  has  the  right 
to  refuse  any  such  person  making  vaults  in  the  churchyard. 

Submission  of  an  estimate  by  John  Middleton  for  the  building  of  two 
houses  at  the  North  Bar  for  £1,350:  acceptance  thereof,  and  £500  to  be 
raised  by  the  sale  of  annuities  at  not  more  than  4^%  interest. 

Mr.  John  Prattman  paid  ten  guineas  for  his  trouble  and  expense  in 
making  plans  for  the  houses  at  the  North  Bar. 

An  ex  gratia  payment  of  ten  guineas  to  be  made  to  Mr.  Clarke  of  Hull, 
injured  by  a  fall  from  his  horse  as  a  result  of  a  rope  being  fixed  across  the 
North  end  of  Eastgate  when  the  street  was  being  repaired. 

[292]  15  October  1792.  (M.  (John  Ramsey) +  6A.  +  8C.) 

[294]  7  January  1793.  (M.  +  9A.  +  7C.)  A  “subscription”  to  be  opened 
(and  the  M.P.s  to  be  notified  thereof),  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  during  the 
winter  season. 

[295]  4  February  1793.  (M.-j-  10A.-|-  13C.)  A  committee  appointed  to 
examine  the  Hollym/Withernsea  Enclosure  Bill. 

4  March  1793.  (M.  +  7A.  +  8C.)  Robert  Osborne,  the  Recorder, 
having  been  appointed  Recorder  of  Hull  offers  his  resignation  in  case  the 
Corporation  should  consider  the  two  appointments  incompatible.  Resolved 
unanimously  that  the  Corporation,  having  perfect  confidence  in  the  ability 
and  integrity  of  the  Recorder,  request  that  he  continue  in  his  office. 

[296]  18  April  1793.  (D.M.  (Thomas  Dickons) +  6 A. +  9C.)  The  C.S. 
affixed  to  a  Memorial  to  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury  regarding 
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the  extension  of  the  Dock  at  Hull,  with  copies  to  the  M.P.s  and  Mr.  Ker, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Merchants  at  Hull. 

[297]  7  May  1793.  (D.M.J-6A.+ 12C.)  Resolved  that  action  be  taken 
to  oppose  the  Hollym  Enclosure  Bill  as  compensation  for  the  rights  of  the 
Corporation  as  patrons  of  the  vicarage  is  considered  inadequate. 

Reversal  of  the  order  of  2  January  1792  granting  permission  for  the 
making  of  plantations  in  Westwood:  the  freemen  in  future  are  not  to  be 
deprived  of  their  herbage  by  the  making  of  plantations. 

[298]  20  May  1793.  (D.M.  +  6A.  +  8C.)  The  C.S.  affixed  to  three 

petitions  now  produced,  viz. 

1.  To  be  heard  against  the  Hollym  Enclosure  Bill  at  the  Committee 
stage.

Enclosure  (£209  16s.  2d.)  be  paid,  with  two  other  payments  for  the  same 
of  £34  Is.  4d.  and  £7  10s.,  to  Samuel  Stubbings  and  Thomas  Gells 
respectively. 

Security  to  be  given  to  Mr.  Ramsey  for  £300  with  interest  at  5%. 

9  December  1793.  (M.  +  7A.  +  8C.)  The  Corporation  to  contribute 
to  the  subscription  opened  to  provide  extra  clothing  “to  our  Gallant 
Country  Men  on  the  Continent”:  a  house-to-house  subscription  arranged, 
a  committee  appointed  and  the  money  to  be  forwarded  by  Mr.  Tuke,  one 
of  the  Receivers,  to  Mr.  Devagns,  Chairman  of  the  General  United  Society 
for  providing  extra  clothing  for  the  British  troops  on  the  Continent. 

[304]  13  January  1794.  (M.  +  8A.-f-  13C.)  Election  of  the  Rev.  Bethell 
Robinson  as  assistant  curate  of  the  Minster  vice  the  Rev.  William  Norton, 
deceased. 

[306]  7  April  1794.  (M.  +  7A.+ 1 1C.)  Giving  the  consent  of  the 

Corporation  to  Aid.  Middleton,  Aid.  Arden  and  Mr.  Lockwood  to  extend 
the  fronts  of  the  Blue  Bell  belonging  to  Messrs.  Arden  and  Lockwood 
and  the  house  lying  between  the  inn  and  Crabtree  Lane  belonging  to  Aid. 
Middleton. 

[308]  4  August  1794.  (M.  +  5A.  +  9C.)  Lease  of  the  Lime  Kilns  to 

Thomas  Gorwood  for  seven  years  at  £25  p.a. 

3  September  1794.  (5A+ burgesses  at  large.)  Memorandum  that 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  William  Hall  was  elected  Mayor 
vice  Joseph  Armitstead,  deed.,  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.

Bar  facing  south  to  be  let  to  Col.  Cruger  for  seven  years  at  £30  p.a.  rent: 
a  three-stall  stable  to  be  built  in  the  yard,  Col.  Cruger  paying  £6%  ad.  val. 
p.a. 

In  future  when  a  tenant  requires  additional  buildings  he  to  pay  not  less 
than  £7%  p.a.  ad.  val.  extra  rent. 

Ordered  that  in  future  leases,  it  be  a  provision  that  the  tenant  paper, 
whitewash,  and  repair  the  property. 

Subscrip¬ 
tions  to  be  organised  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  and  the  sea  coal  on  hand  to 
be  sold  to  the  committee  at  8d.  per  peck. 

Any  gentleman  wishing  to 
buy  coals  to  give  to  the  poor  to  have  them  at  8d.  per  peck,  he  being  at  the 
expense  of  delivery. 

Ordered  that  no  work  be  done  on  the  town  or  Minster  estates  without 
being  viewed  and  ordered  to  be  carried  out. 

[315]  4  May  1795.  (M.  +  7A.  +  6C.)  £500  to  be  borrowed  of  the 

Minster  new  revenue  and  £800  to  be  borrowed  by  Mr.  Ramsey;  the  next 
presentation  of  the  living  of  Hollym  to  be  advertised  to  be  sold  by  Mr. 
Robert  Ramsey. 

1  June  1795.  (M.  +  6A.+ 10C.)  The  citation  brought  by  Mr. 

Elliott  for  a  pew  in  the  Minster  to  be  defended  at  the  cost  of  the  Corporation. 

[316]  12  June  1795.  (M.  +  7A.  +  9C.)  A  new  crane  “so  substantial  as 
with  ease  to  land  or  ship  four  tons  weight”  to  be  provided  at  Beckside. 

8  July  1795.  (M.  +  5A.  + 9C.)  The  perpetual  advowson  of  the 
vicarage  of  Hollym  to  be  sold. 

Ordered  that  a  general  subscription  be  arranged  in  the  town  for  the 
poor  on  account  of  the  dearness  of  provisions :  the  Corporation  to  subscribe 
30  guineas. 

[318]  25  September  1795.  Election  Day. 

19  October  1795.  (M.  (Batty  Tuke)  +  7A.-f  1 1 C.)  Robert  Herds¬ 
man  and  Thomas  Hardwick,  butchers,  appointed  as  inspectors  of  meat 
brought  into  the  market  “and  to  give  information  of  such  as  shall  be  blown 
or  unwholesome”:  salary  three  guineas  each  p.a.  with  forfeiture  thereof  on 
neglect  of  duty. 
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Aid.  Hewitt’s  proposal  to  sweep  the  streets  and  take  away  the  dirt  at  his 
own  expense  (“he  taking  to  his  own  use  the  sweepings”),  accepted  for  one 
year.

No  bill  on  the  Corporation 
or  the  Minster  estates  to  be  paid  until  after  presentation  thereof  to  the 
Chamber.

Twenty  guineas  to  the  P.M.s  of 
Westwood  towards  improving  the  pasture. 

Publication  of  a  by-law  relative  the  size  and  the  marking  of  coal  bags. 

[324]  11  March  1796.  (M.  +  5A.  +  8C.)  The  living  of  Hollym  again  to 
be  advertised  for  sale. 

Note  of  the  opinion  of  the  Recorder  that  the  by-law  printed  and 
published  [  fo .  323]  is  “void  and  bad  in  law”. 

4  April  1796.  (M.  +  7A.+ 10C.)  Ordered  that  the  perpetual 

advowson  of  the  living  of  Hollym  be  sold  to  Aid.  John  Arden  for  1,000 
guineas,  he  to  find  the  purchase  money  on  or  before  the  10  October  next, 
Arden  to  be  entitled  to  the  presentation  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  present 
incumbent  as  from  this  day.

Ordering  the  arrangements 
to  be  made  for  the  lease  to  Mrs.  Mary  Acklam,  mortgagee  of  certain  tene¬ 
ments  at  Kelgate  [fir]  Bar,  leased  to  Edward  Todd  in  1712  for  99  years.

The  M.  and  two  C.  appointed  a  Committee  to  inquire  into  the  property 
“standing  in  the  name  of  the  Corporation”,  and  to  make  a  report  on  the 
same. 

[24]  The  Corporation  to  pay  the  M.  as  soon  as  convenient,  and  not  later 
than  May  1807,  the  sum  of  £140  9s.  3d,  being  the  amount  expended  by 
him  in  1804  when  a  Pasture  Master  of  Westwood  and  Hurn  (and  with 
approval  of  the  other  Pasture  Masters)  in  improving  the  pastures  that  year.

5  May  1806.  (M.-j-9A.  +  9C.)  Ordered  that  Mr.  Norris,  the  Town 
Clerk,  “have  the  profits  as  solicitor”  from  the  Minster  Bill  pending  in 
Parliament. 

The  Committee,  appointed  3  March,  report  that  the  house  and  ground 
lately  occupied  by  Mr.  Tuke,  and  also  a  house  occupied  by  Mr.  Tadman, 
have  been  purchased  for  £410.  The  Committee  has  agreed  with  Abraham 
Peacock  to  sell  the  ground  as  now  staked  out  at  such  a  price  as  two  persons 
shall  decide,  such  price  to  have  reference  to  the  original  price  given.

The  M.  to  be  written  to  in 
London  to  arrange  for  the  petitions  against  the  Beverley  Minster  Bill  to  be 
presented  to  both  Houses,  and  that  the  M.P.s  for  the  Borough  be  requested 
to  attend  the  H.  of  C.  during  the  presentation  of  the  said  Bill. 

5  July  1806.  (M.-f  8A.  +  5C.)  Resolved  unanimously  that  the 

Corporation’s  petitions  against  the  above  Bill  be  withdrawn,  and  that  the 
T.C.  write  to  Mr.  Lambert  that  the  Corporation  consent  to  the  Bill  as  far 
as  the  same  respects  the  payment  into  the  Court  of  Chancery  of  certain 
savings,  rents,  and  profits  of  the  estates  granted  to  the  Corporation  by 
Queen  Elizabeth  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  fabric. 

Mr.  Lambert  to  be  desired  to  press  the  House  of  Lords  Committee  that 
candidates  for  assistant  curacies  of  Beverley  Minster  should  be  B.A.s  of  one 
of  the  English  Universities. 

[30]  7  July  1806.  (M.  +  8A.+ IOC.)  The  M.,  Aldermen  Tuke  and 

Beverley,  and  Messrs.  T.  J.  Lundie  and  John  Wilkinson,  to  be  a  committee 
to  investigate  the  financial  position  of  the  Corporation,  and  to  report  “with 
all  convenient  speed”. 

4  August  1806.  (M.J-7A.  +  9C.)  A  committee  appointed  to 

examine  the  expenses  incurred  with  respect  to  the  Beverley  Minster 
Act. 

A  committee  appointed  to  survey  and  make  an  evaluation  of  the  property 
appertaining  to  Routh’s  Hospital.  Mr.  Norris,  the  solicitor,  to  attend  the 
same,  and  to  report  what  progress  has  been  made  in  the  suit  re  the  proposed 
increase  in  allowances  to  the  inmates  of  the  Hospital. 

[31]  18  August  1806.  (M.  + 1 1A.+ 13C.)  The  Rev.  Joseph  Coltman, 
M.A.  (Cantab.),  appointed  an  additional  assistant  curate  to  the  Minster 
by  virtue  of  the  Act  lately  passed  in  Parliament.1 

Vide  the  above  Act  the  salary  of  George  Lambert,  the  organist,  increased 
£20  p.a. 

The  Surveyors  to  have  the  power  to  consult  any  person  they  think  proper 
with  regard  to  the  cleaning  of  the  Beck  and  the  repair  of  the  Beck 
walls. 

[32]  8  September  1806.  (M.  +  7A.  +  8C.)  It  being  apparent  that  George 
Sampson,  Esq.,  a  non-freeman,  turned  two  horses  into  Hurn  for  some  weeks, 
it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  that  Sampson  should  pay  four  guineas 
for  the  trespass  “and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  pastures  do  wait  upon  Mr. 
Sampson  to  acquaint  him  therewith  and  that  he  do  report  his  answer  to 
this  Corporation”. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  be  entered  in  full  in  the  Minute

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Isaac  Monkman  to  stub  and  keep  Westwood  free  from  briars  etc.  for 
seven  years  at  a  cost  of  £15  p.a.  for  the  first  two  years  and  £10  p.a.  for 
the  last  five,  with  provision  for  voidance  of  the  contract  if  work  is  not  done 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  P.M.s.

The  Finance  Committee  recommends: 

1.  The  sale  of  certain  properties  to  raise  at  least  £1,200. 

2.  The  investigation  before  grant  of  leases,  and,  to  prevent  undue 
influence  by  members  of  the  Corporation,  leases  should  be  “let  by 
ticket”  with  acceptance  of  the  best  offer  publicly  with  the  proviso 
that  the  sitting  tenant  offering  equally  should  have  preference.

The  C.C.  to  be  allowed  £10  for  the  fine  he  has  paid  to  excuse  him  from 
serving  in  the  local  militia. 

Ordered  that  £11  Is.  5d.  be  paid  for  the  translation  of  various  charters 
of  the  Corporation  over  the  question  of  tolls.  Some  charters  to  be  laid 
before  Counsel  for  his  opinion,  with  a  statement  of  case  thereon.

Prattman  and  Dalton  now  produced,  and  paints  the  property  inside  and 
out.

6d.),  will  be  in  discharge  of  a 
moiety  of  his  bill  of  £720  13s.  due  from  the  Corporation  as  trustees  of  the 
Minster  Old  Revenue.

Notice  to  be  given  that  all  persons,  being  freemen  of  Beverley,  and 
desirous  to  contract  with  the  Corporation  as  trustees  of  Mrs.  Routh’s

An  application  to  be  made  to  sell  so  much  of  the  funded 
property  of  the  Hospital  as  shall  be  wanted  for  the  purpose  and  for  paying 
the  costs  of  an  application  to  Chancery  for  increasing  the  allowance  to  the 
widows  therein. 

[93]  5  March  1810.  (M.  +  8A.  +  7C.)  Appointment  of  Surveyors  (M., 
D.M.,  2A.,  4C.). 

An  agreement  made  by  the  M.  with  Thomas  Crompton,  in  the  case  of  a 
dispute  over  an  encroachment  on  the  lands  of  Routh’s  Hospital  at  Brid¬ 
lington,  to  be  confirmed. 

Inconveniences  having  arisen  to  the  Corporation  by  reason  of  the  town’s 
charters  and  records  “being  old  and  in  a  hand  scarcely  legible,  and  also 
from  the  circumstances  of  their  being  in  Latin”,  ordered  that  the  charters 
and  records  be  arranged  and  examined,  and  that  the  same  be  copied  into 
vellum  books  in  the  original  and  in  English  (on  opposite  pages)  “with  a 
proper  index”.

4|d.  to  be  paid  from  the  Old  Revenue  of  the 
Minster  to  the  Minster  C.W.s  in  discharge  of  the  bill  now  presented. 

A  committee  established  to  enquire  what  steps  can  be  taken  against 
those  who  exercise  trades  in  the  town,  not  being  burgesses. 

[96]  Certain  named  to  have  the  use  of  the  road  leading  from  the  west  end 
of  Newbegin  to  the  west  end  of  Wood  Lane,  on  condition  that  they  shall 
be  subject  to,  and  liable  for  its  repair. 

16  July  1810.  (M.  +  6A.  +  9C.)  In  pursuance  of  the  report  of  the 
committee  appointed  for  the  same,  four  pews  to  be  erected  in  the  Minster 
according  to  a  plan  submitted,  one  to  be  for  the  use  of  the  M.  and  A.,  an¬

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to  be  allowed  one  guinea  for  ringing  on  the  Jubilee,  and  half  a  guinea  on 
the  occasion  of  the  funeral  of  the  Princess  Amelia. 

Five  guineas  to  be  paid  Mr.  David  Hick,  the  Master  of  the  Commercial 
Academy,  for  his  plan  of  Beverley,  laid  down  from  an  actual  survey  and 
presented  to  the  Corporation:  the  plan  to  be  framed  and  glazed.

The  Corporation  to  subscribe  ten  guineas  to  the  fund  for  the  relief  of 
British  prisoners  in  France.

Robinson,  the  Assistant  Curate  at  the  Minster,  the  facts  be  notified  to  the 
Archbishop  of  York  for  such  action  as  he  shall  “deem  meet”.

The  bill  of  Mr.  Gill  for  attendance  on  the  widows  in  Routh’s  Hospital 
prior  to  1810,  to  be  disallowed,  he  not  having  been  employed  by  the 
Trustees. 

[102]  A  copy  of  the  Address,  dated  4  March  1811,  to  the  Prince  Regent 
expressing  sorrow  and  condolence  “upon  the  malady  which  it  hath  pleased 
Divine  Providence  to  afflict  our  revered  sovereign”. 

Appointments  of  P.M.s,  Auditors  and  Surveyors. 

25  March  1811.  (M.+ 12A.  + 13C.)  The  C.S.  affixed  to  the 

nomination  and  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Barker  as  Assistant  Curate 
at  the  Minster. 

[103]  In  future  appointments  as  assistant  curate,  the  person  appointed  to 
enter  into  a  bond  with  a  £1,000  penalty  to  “reside  and  abide”  in  Beverley 
as  long  as  he  shall  be  a  curate. 

Lease  to  William  Wilson  of  a  dwelling  house,  etc.  on  the  east  side  of 
Ladygate  for  50  years,  from  6  April,  at  a  rent  of  six  guineas  p.a, 

[104]  6  May  1811.  (M.  +  6A.  +  7C.)  Decision  to  demolish  certain 

property  on  the  north  side  of  Wednesday  Market.

Notifying  imposition  of  fines 
for  certain  pasture  offences,  e.g.  Christopher  Hornigold,  butcher,  three 
guineas  for  putting  three  cows  into  Westwood  without  paying  headmoney: 
William  Cooper,  blacksmith,  two  guineas  for  putting  a  glandered  horse  in 
Hurn. 

The  sum  of  £90  Is.  2d.  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Old  Revenues  of  the  Minster 
to  the  C.W.s  in  discharge  of  the  balance  of  the  bill  presented. 

A  “proper  box”  to  be  provided  for  the  books  containing  copies  and 
translations  of  charters,  etc. 

The  two  houses  on  the  north  side  of  Keldgate  and  at  the  east  side  of 
Mrs.  Routh’s  Hospital  there,  which  were  purchased  of  Mr.  John  Brown  by 
the  Corporation  “with  a  view  of  accommodation  and  advantage  to  the 
Hospital”,  for  £210,  to  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Hospital,  on  payment  of  the  above  sum,  and  on  a  declaration  of  trust  to  be 
given  by  the  Corporation.

19  October  1812.  (M.  (John  Lockwood) +  9  A. -j- 13  C.)  Audit 

arranged  for  12  November. 
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Ordered  that  the  Corporation  Accounts  be  “fairly  written  out”  by  the 
C.C.  for  the  inspection  of  the  late  M.  at  least  a  week  before  the  day  of  the 
annual  audit,  the  C.C.  to  get  in  all  bills  before  1  November,  and  to  pay 
no  money  out  between  1  November  and  Audit  Day.

The  M.  and  others  named  to  be  a  committee  for  considering  the  best 
plan  for  providing  medicines  and  advice  to  the  poor  of  the  town. 

8  January  1813.  (M.  +  8A.  +  8C.)  Copy  of  a  petition  by  the 

Corporation  against  the  claims  of  the  Roman  Catholics.  [For  illustrative 
purposes  this  is  given  in  extenso, ] 

To  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal  in  Parlia¬ 
ment  assembled. 

The  Humble  petition  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the 
Town  of  Beverley  in  the  County  of  York  in  Common  Council  assembled, 
Sheweth — 

[122]  That  your  petitioners  have  seen  with  alarm  and  sorrow  the  un¬ 
ceasing  efforts  of  His  Majesty’s  Roman  Catholic  subjects  to  be  ad¬ 
mitted  into  offices  of  the  highest  Trust  and  Power  and  even  to  sit  in 
the  Imperial  Parliament  to  legislate  for  a  Protestant  Church  and 
State. 

That  your  petitioners  look  with  satisfaction  at  the  Degree  of 
Toleration  which  has  been  granted  to  His  Majesty’s  Roman  Catholic 
subjects  but  at  the  same  time  they  regard  Protestant  Ascendancy  as 
essential  to  the  Safety  and  Stability  of  the  Constitution  and  dread  any 
Innovation  which  may  endanger  the  civil  and  religious  Liberty  which 
this  Kingdom  has  so  long  enjoyed,  and  which  has  raised  it  to  its 
present  state  of  Pre-eminence  among  the  nations  of  Europe. 

Your  Petitioners  therefore  most  humbly  pray  that  your  Right 
Honourable  House  will  resist  those  claims  of  His  Majesty’s  Roman 
Catholic  Subjects  and  continue  those  safeguards  by  which  our  in¬ 
valuable  constitution  in  Church  and  State  has  hitherto  been  preserved. 

And  your  petitioners  as  in  duty  bound  shall  ever  pray  etc.  .  .  . 

Given  under  our  Common  Seal  at  Beverley  aforesaid  the 

Eighth  Day  of  January  in  the  Fifty  third  year  of  His  Majesty’s 

Reign.

Reciting  that  John  Lockwood  will  accept  the  sum  of  1,000  guineas  for 
the  tithes  ofWeel  Farm:  500  guineas  to  be  paid  before  12  May  1813,  and 
the  remainder  before  12  May  1814;  the  Corporation  to  have  the  tithes 
from  10  October  last,  and  to  pay  interest  on  the  purchase  money  out¬ 
standing  until  payment  is  completed.

The  M.  and  2A.  to  be  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  up  and 
settling  “Memorials”  to  be  registered  pursuant  to  the  Act  for  registering 
and  securing  charitable  donations. 

Mr.  Denton  to  be  allowed  £25  towards  the  repair  of  the  house  in 
Flemingate  occupied  by  Mrs.  Ward,  he  engaging  to  spend  £40  in  repairs 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Corporation. 

[127]  The  M.  and  4 A.  to  be  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
what  quantity  of  wine  ought  to  be  allowed  annually  to  the  C.W.s  of  St. 
Martin  and  St.  John. 

2  August  1813.  (M.  +  7A.  +  9C.)  Report  of  the  aforementioned 
committee  that  12  dozen  bottles  p.a.  should  prove  sufficient,  unless  it  be  a 
year  of  confirmation,  when  an  addition  might  prove  necessary.

series  of  Memorials  in  respect  of  charities  for  which  the  Corporation  are 
trustees  [Act  for  the  registration  and  securing  of  Charitable  Donations 
52  Geo.  Ill  refers.] 

[141]  27  September  1813.  Election  Day. 

18  October  1813.  (M.  (J.  B.  Arden) -f-8A.+ 1 1C.)  Acceptance  of 
resignation  of  Mowld  Robinson  as  a  C. 

[142]  15  November  1813.  (M.-fi  1 1A.+ 13C.)  The  widows  in  Routh’s 
Hospital  are  to  have  an  additional  half  chaldron  of  coal  each  annually,  the 
funds  of  the  charity  being  now  sufficient.

[147]  2  May  1814  (M.+4A.+ 10C.)  Reciting  that  weekly  on  Mondays, 
Mr.  William  Comins  is  to  deliver  to  the  C.C.  an  account  in  writing  of  the 
workmen  employed,  the  stone,  wood,  and  other  materials  delivered,  etc. 
for  the  repair  of  the  Minster,  such  accounts  to  be  kept  by  the  C.C.  and 
settled  by  the  superintending  committee,  which  is  to  report  to  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  every  three  months.

The  following  notes  are  relevant  from  the  committee’s  report : 

The  sale  of  Cotes’  house  at  the  North  Bar  is  necessary  to  provide 
money  to  meet  expenses. 

The  greatest  care  is  needed,  since  the  income  from  freedoms  has  de¬ 
clined  during  the  last  two  years,  and  the  income  from  the  town  estates 
will  decline  further,  consequent  on  the  depression. 

The  committee  recommends  inter  alia — 

1.  The  monthly  financial  statement  should  be  “considered  as  one  of 
the  first  objects  of  their  attention”  by  the  Corporation  at  their 
monthly  meeting. 

2.  Six  surveyors  should  be  a  committee  to  superintend  the  paving 
and  repair  of  the  streets,  and  three  others  to  superintend  Corpora¬ 
tion  buildings. 

3.  No  money  should  be  paid  for  a  work  in  excess  of  £5  in  value, 
without  provision  of  an  initial  estimate,  and  all  work  should  be 
examined  and  approved  of  before  payment. 
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4.  The  surplus  from  the  Beck  Fund  should  be  applied  to  the  use  of 
the  town  streets. 

5.  It  is  advisable  to  create  a  fund  “to  answer  any  extraordinary 
calls”  and  to  increase  the  income  of  the  town  by  the  purchase 
of  lands. 

6.  There  should  be  no  alteration  in  Corporation  custom  or  usage, 
which,  according  to  the  declared  opinion  of  any  2  A  and  2C.  ought 
to  be  postponed,  and  a  month’s  previous  notice  given.

We,  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Town  of  Beverley  in 
the  County  of  York  in  Common  Council  assembled  humbly  beg  leave 
to  state  to  your  Right  Honourable  House 

That  we  your  Petitioners  view  with  alarm  the  attempts  now  made  to 
enable  Roman  Catholic  Peers  to  sit  and  vote  in  Parliament  as  a  Measure 
that  in  its  consequences  may  be  dangerous  to  the  Protestant  Establish¬ 
ment  in  Church  and  State. 

That  your  Petitioners  look  with  satisfaction  at  the  measure  of  Tolera¬ 
tion  which  has  already  been  granted  to  His  Majesty’s  Roman  Catholic 
subjects,  but  at  the  same  time  they  regard  Protestant  ascendancy  as 
essential  to  the  safety  and  stability  of  the  Constitution  and  dread  any 
innovation  which  may  endanger  the  civil  and  religious  liberty  which  this 
Kingdom  has  long  enjoyed,  and  which  has  raised  it  to  its  present  state 
of  pre-eminence  among  the  nations  of  Europe.

Anticipating  that  the  achievements  of  His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Wel¬ 
lington  are  fully  appreciated  by  so  loyal  and  patriotic  a  body  as  the  Cor¬ 
poration  of  Beverley,  I  have  ventured  to  forward  a  full  length  portrait  of 
His  Grace  of  which  I  beg  your  acceptance  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen  and  Burgesses  at  large.

Ordered  that  a  sum  of  26  guineas 
p.a.  “during  pleasure”  be  subscribed  from  the  funds  of  Wilson’s  Charity 
to  the  Dispensary  lately  established. 

The  sum  of  £15  12s.  to  be  subscribed  “during  pleasure”,  to  the  poor 
widows  in  Sir  Michael  Warton’s  Hospital,  viz.  14  guineas  from  Wilson’s 
Charity,  and  the  remainder  from  the  Corporation. 

The  inhabitants  of  Newbegin  given  leave  to  flag  (with  a  drain  underneath) 
the  north  side  of  Newbegin,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Willis  the  C.C.: 
as  soon  as  the  work  is  completed,  £40  to  be  paid  for  completely  paving  the 
said  street,  which  Edward  Pickering  has  agreed  to  do  for  that  sum. 

The  inhabitants  of  Lairgate  given  leave  to  flag,  with  a  drain  under¬ 
neath,  the  west  side  of  Lairgate  from  North  Bar  Street  to  Newbegin,  the 
paving  necessary  on  that  account  to  be  done  by  the  Corporation. 

[239]  1  September  1823.  (M.  +  8A.  +  7C.)  Ordered  that  the  drain, 
adjoining  the  property  of  the  Corporation  in  Well  Lane,  be  arched  over. 

That  the  Corporation  do  defray  the  proportion  of  the  expense  for  the 
house  of  Dr.  Hull  towards  the  flagging  of  Newbegin,  such  proportion  not 
exceeding  [blank]. 
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[240]  At  the  request  of  the  treasurers  of  the  Brotherly  Society,  the  C.S. 
affixed  to  the  power  of  attorney  for  the  sale  of  £100  worth  of  new  4%  stock 
belonging  to  that  society. 

[241]  22  September  1823.  Election  Day. 

13  October  1823.  (M.  (John  Arden)  +  6A.+  12G.)  Four  Aider- 
men  fined  5/-  each  for  non-attendance. 

Aid.  Hall  appointed  D.M.  for  the  year  ensuing. 

[242]  17  November  1823.  (M.  +  9A.+ 12G.)  Robert  Mackenzie 

Beverley  to  be  allowed  to  inspect  the  charters  and  records  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion. 

Reciting  that  the  Corporation  will  be  prepared  to  sanction  any  agree¬ 
ment  which  may  be  made  between  the  C.W.s  of  St.  Mary’s  and  Henry 
Ellison,  for  the  exchange  of  church  property,  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
Archbishop  of  York  and  the  Commissioners  under  the  powers  of  the  late 
Act  of  Parliament  for  the  exchange  of  church  property,  etc. 

That  the  following  regulation,  included  in  the  Standing  Order  of  the 
9  September  1745,  viz.  “The  Aldermen  to  deliver  themselves  covered  and 
the  Chambermen  to  advance  towards  the  table  and  deliver  themselves 
uncovered  according  to  the  ancient  use  and  custom  of  this  Corporation”, 
be  rescinded. 

Ordered  that  ballot  boxes  and  balls  be  provided. 

1  December  1823.  (M.  +  8A.+ 12C.)  Ordered  that  the  expenses 
of  Aid.  Williams  for  his  attendance  at  the  York  Assizes,  to  give  evidence 
against  John  Fenteman,  be  defrayed  by  the  Corporation. 

[243]  5  January  1824.  (M.  +  10A.+ 13C.)  Lease  of  the  farm  at  Weel 
to  David  Moor,  at  an  annual  rent  of  £268  16s. 

2  February  1824.  (M.  +  8A.  + 11C.)  C.S.  to  various  leases  in¬ 
cluding  a  building  lease  in  Wilbert  Lane  to  Frederic  Campbell  for  50 
years  at  £5  p.a. 

Ordered  that  a  pond  be  made  at  the  end  of  Norwood,  under  the  direction 
of  the  M. 

[244]  “It  being  the  duty  of  this  Corporation  to  interfere  in  the  letting  of 
property  held  by  them  for  the  common  use  and  benefit  of  St.  Mary’s 
Church  as  to  the  rent  and  terms”,  ordered  that  the  C.W.s  of  St.  Mary’s 
make  out,  and  transmit  to  the  Corporation,  an  account  of  receipts  and  pay¬ 
ments  from  13  December  1819  to  the  present  time,  and  in  such  account  to 
give  the  names  of  tenants  with  the  amount  of  rent  paid  by  each. 

Reciting  that  the  books  collected  at  the  Grammar  School  by  sundry 
donations  are  the  property  of  the  Corporation,  and  are  intended  for  the 
sole  use  and  benefit  of  the  Master  and  Scholars.  No  book,  therefore,  is  to 
be  removed  out  of  the  library  “farther  than  the  Master  s  House  on  any 
pretence  whatever,  nor  loaned  to  anyone,  nor  open  to  reference  without 
the  express  leave  of  the  Master.  The  M.G.S.  to  be  held  responsible  for 
loss  and  damage,  “and  articles  thereto  to  be  signed  in  future  elections  of 
Master”.  Book  additions  to  be  entered  in  a  catalogue.  The  Articles  to  be 
printed  and  “constantly  hung  up”  in  the  Grammar  School  Library. 

16  February  1824.  (M.J-7A.-J- 12C.)  [Blank']  to  be  at  liberty  to 
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make  the  proposed  alteration  in  the  race  course  in  Hurn  under  the 
superintendence  of  the  P.M.s,  and  the  Corporation  to  subscribe  50  guineas. 

William  Kemp,  as  one  of  the  officers  of  the  borough,  to  be  admitted  to  his 
freedom  for  20  guineas,  plus  the  duty  and  fees. 

Reciting  that  Mr.  Thomas  Gardham  complains  that  the  Rev,,  G.  P. 
Richards,  the  M.G.S.,  refuses  to  take  his  son,  aged  17|  years,  at  the  School. 
The  Corporation  refuse  to  interfere. 

[245]  1  March  1824.  (M.  +  7A.+ 12C.)  The  Corporation  refuse  to 
sanction  the  proposed  exchange  of  ground  in  Hurn  for  part  of  the  land  of 
Mark  Bell,  to  improve  the  race  course. 

The  C.S.  affixed  to  an  application  to  the  Archbishop  of  York,  for  sanction 
to  exchange  the  property  belonging  to  St.  Mary’s,  and  occupied  by  Henry 
Ellison,  for  land  situate  in  Cherry  Burton. 

The  C.S.  affixed  to  power  of  attorney  for  the  sale  of  £265  of  New  4%s 
belonging  to  the  Brotherly  Society,  an  application  having  been  made  for 
that  purpose. 

[246]  5  April  1824.  (M.  +  6A.+ 1 1C.)  The  Assistant  Curates,  Parish 
Clerk,  and  Sexton  of  the  Minster  to  be  requested  to  send  an  account  to 
the  Corporation  of  fees  not  specified  in  the  Terrier,  and  received  for  the 
last  three  years. 

3  May  1824.  (M.  +  9A.+ 12C.)  The  M.  to  get  an  estimate  of  the 
expense  of  flagging  such  streets  as  need  repair. 

The  lease  of  a  house  in  Highgate  (late  occupied  by  Miss  Ann  Robinson) 
to  Miss  Elizabeth  Stephenson  for  six  years,  at  a  rent  of  £10  p.a.  subject 
to  the  usual  covenants,  and  on  Miss  Stephenson  undertaking  to  expend 
£50  on  improvements  in  the  first  two  years  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Corporation. 

The  Corporation  consent  to  the  lighting  of  the  town  with  gas. 

Notice  of  motion  by  Aid.  Lockwood  that  the  Council  propose  proceeding 
against  the  C.W.s  of  St.  Mary’s  for  their  neglect  to  provide  the  information, 
vide  the  order  of  2  February  last. 

[247]  7  June  1824.  (M.  +  7A.+ 10C.)  The  M.,  D.M.,  2A.  and  2C. 
“with  such  other  members  of  the  Corporation  as  think  proper  to  attend”, 
and  with  power  for  five  to  act,  to  be  a  committee  to  consider  plans  proposed 
for  alterations  in  the  Minster. 

Resolved  that  the  cupola  of  the  Minster  be  taken  down. 

Resolved  that  the  freedom  of  the  borough  be  presented  to  Richard 
Watt  of  Bishop  Burton. 

[248]  8  July  1824.  (M.+  10A.+  12C.)  The  Surveyors,  with  4A.  named, 
to  be  a  committee  for  viewing  the  ground  applied  for  by  Messrs.  Tindall. 

The  P.M.s  of  Figham  authorised  to  erect  a  cottage  at  Lund  gate  for  the 
Neatherd. 

The  M.,  D.M.,  and  3A.  named,  to  be  a  committee  to  wait  on  the  Arch¬ 
bishop  of  York  regarding  the  proposed  alterations  in  the  Minster. 

The  motion  regarding  proposed  proceedings  against  the  C.W.s  of  St. 
Mary’s  negatived  [  fo .  246]. 

[249]  6  September  1824.  (M.  +  6A.+ 13C.)  Reciting  that  Messrs. 

George  and  William  Tindall  are  to  have  the  lease  of  grounds,  viz.  Paradise 
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Close,  the  osier  ground  adjoining  the  Inner  and  Outer  Trinities,  and  two 
parcels  of  ground  in  Eastgate  occupied  by  Robert  Ramshaw,  for  21  years 
from  6  April  next  at  a  rent  of  £120  p.a.  The  two  persons  named  to  provide 
a  third  person  to  join  in  the  lease  for  the  payment  of  rent,  and  they  to  be  at 
liberty  to  convert  the  premises  into  a  nursery  or  “garden  ground”,  but  in 
that  case  to  lay  down  the  same  to  grass  in  the  best  manner  possible  in 
the  Spring  of  1843. 

Ordered  that  the  houses  in  the  Dings  now  occupied  by  the  executors  of 
the  late  Aid.  Hoggard  be  sold  by  auction. 

[250]  Joseph  Wynn,  whitesmith,  appointed  to  take  care  of  the  Minster 
chimes  and  clock,  at  a  salary  of  £5  p.a.  during  pleasure. 

15  September  1824.  (M.  +  4A.-f  13C.)  Ordered  that  the  wood¬ 
work  on  the  screen  in  the  Choir  of  the  Minster  be  removed,  and  the  screen 
restored  where  it  is  now  placed:  that  the  steps  of  the  altar  be  removed  east¬ 
ward  as  far  as  may  be  found  convenient,  and  that  the  two  upper  steps  be 
taken  away. 

[251]  27  September  1824.  Election  Day. 

18  October  1824.  (M.  (John  Williams)  +6A.  +  8C.)  Recording 
the  appointment  of  auditors :  minutes  incomplete. 

[252]  15  November  1824.  (M.-|-8A.-j- 10C.)  Various  fines  for  non- 
attendance. 

Ordered  “that  the  sculpting  of  the  Heads  in  the  Screen  at  the  Minster 
be  suspended  for  the  present  until  the  opinion  of  some  eminent  architect 
can  be  taken  on  the  subject”. 

Ordered  that  one  thousand  pounds  of  the  money  to  be  received  from 
the  late  sale  of  houses  in  the  Dings,  be  applied  towards  the  payment  of  the 
mortgage  and  bond  debts  of  the  Corporation,  and  that  notice  be  given  that 
the  same  will  be  paid  at,  or  before,  the  end  of  six  months. 

[253]  6  December  1824.  (M.+ 1 1A.+ 13C.)  Reciting  that  “the  plans 
proposed  by  Messrs.  Rickman  and  Hutchinson,  Architects”,  for  the  fitting 
up  of  the  Choir  of  the  Minster  for  services,  with  the  object  of  remedying  the 
inconveniences  arising  from  the  present  arrangements  of  pews  and  galleries 
in  the  Nave  “had  been  maturely  considered  at  the  Deanry  [.sic]  in  York”  by 
a  committee  of  five  of  the  Corporation  in  consultation  with  the  Archbishop, 
Dean  and  Chapter,  and  approved  of,  and  will  result  in  the  remedying  of 
such  inconveniences  as  the  “extreme  cold”,  and  the  difficulty  of  hearing 
and  seeing  the  officiating  ministers;  ordered  action  be  taken  accordingly 
to  implement  the  said  plans,  “but  that  the  further  execution  of  the  plans 
by  the  erection  of  galleries  be  postponed,  in  conformity  to  the  wishes  of  the 
Archbishop,  Dean  and  Chapter”,  until  the  extent  of  accommodation  in  the 
area  shall  be  more  clearly  ascertained  by  completing  that  part  of  the  plan. 

Ordered  that  for  the  better  regulation  of  the  Grammar  School,  Statutes 
or  Rules  be  drawn  up  for  its  future  management,  and  a  committee  be 
appointed  accordingly. 

[254]  20  December  1824.  (M.-f  8A.  +  9C.)  The  M.  with  Aldermen 
Hull  and  Maister,  and  Messrs.  R.  M.  Beverley  and  W.  Tindall,  to  be  a 
committee  for  carrying  out  the  Minster  alterations. 

Leave  given  to  John  Malam  to  place  a  gas  light  on  the  top  of  the  column 
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in  Wednesday  Market,  and  to  place  an  iron  railing  round  the  column  in 
Saturday  Market. 

Ordered  that  the  letters  of  the  Archbishop  and  Dean  be  entered  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  Corporation. 

At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Minster  in  Beverley  by  appointment  on 
Thursday  9  September  1824.

It  was  resolved 

That  the  present  seats  and  galleries  in  the  nave  of  the  church  be  removed. 

That  the  altar  screen  be  cleared  [vzY]  and  restored,  but  not  removed. 

That  the  steps  of  the  altar  be  removed  eastward  as  far  as  may  be  found 
convenient  (the  two  upper  steps  to  be  taken  away). 

That  the  galleries  mentioned  in  the  new  plan  shall  not  be  executed  at 
present,  nor  until  found  necessary. 

That  the  lower  seats  behind  the  stalls  be  immediately  executed,  and  also 
those  in  the  south  Transept. 

That  the  screens  be  taken  away,  and  the  wood  screens  in  the  south 
transept  put  in  the  two  arches  west  of  the  steps. 

That  the  cornice  of  the  stalls  be  taken  away  to  clear  the  upper  part  of 
the  tabernacle  work. 

That  those  seats  required  in  the  area  be  prepared  and  placed  as  in  the 
plan,  with  those  in  the  centre  made  to  be  placed  under  the  stall  seats. 

That  the  pulpit  be  placed  close  to  the  altar  steps  on  the  north  side,  near 
the  west  pier  of  the  Percy  Monument. 

That  the  Reading  Desk  be  placed  at  the  east  of  the  stalls  on  the  north 
side. 

That  the  old  materials  of  the  present  galleries  be  used  in  making  the 
alterations  above  mentioned. 

And  that  provision  be  made  by  temporary  benches  for  the  continuance 
of  the  service  in  the  church  till  the  above  alterations  are  completed. 


[Then  follow  in  the  Minute  Book  in  extenso  letters  from  the  Archbishop 
of  York,  and  the  Dean  of  York,  dated  the  17  and  the  11  September  1824 
respectively :  the  Archbishop  noting  that  in  consequence  of  representations 
made  to  him,  he  had  consulted  the  Dean  and  Chapter  and  expressed  the 
opinion  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  retain  all  accommodation  in  the  Nave 
until  experiment  had  shown  that  the  proposed  provision  in  the  Choir  and 
side  chapels  was  sufficient  to  offer  no  cause  for  complaint,  and  emphasised 
that  the  same  number  of  free  seats  as  in  the  nave  must  be  provided  in  the 
Choir  and  chapels.] 
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[255]  The  Dean,  referring  to  the  Archbishop’s  consultation  with  the  Dean 
and  Chapter,  stated  that  the  Archbishop  had  “determined  that  Mr. 
Rickman’s  plans  should  be  carried  into  effect,  with  the  exception  only  of 
the  upper  galleries”,  and  desired  that  the  woodwork  in  the  front  of  the 
present  screen  might  be  removed  and  the  old  stone  screen  restored. 

3  January  1825.  (M.  +  7A.+ 1 1C.)  Purchase  of  freedom  of  the 
borough  not  to  be  less  than  70  guineas,  plus  the  fees,  and  applications  for 
burgess-ship  with  a  view  to  candidature  for  Parliament,  200  guineas. 

One  month’s  notice  to  be  given  of  intention  to  apply  for  freedom  by 
purchase,  “except  in  such  case  as  the  Corporation  shall  think  proper  to 
dispense  with  the  same”. 

[256]  7  February  1825.  (M.  +  8A.-J-8C.)  Lease  of  the  farm  at  Bridling¬ 
ton  and  Sewerby  to  Bryan  Taylor,  at  a  rent  of  £290  p.a. 

A  committee  established  (3 A.,  1C.)  to  confer  with  the  solicitor  to  the 
Hull  Dock  Co.  re  the  proposed  application  to  Parliament  for  an  alteration 
in  the  Dock  Acts. 

The  application  of  John  Gill,  hatmaker,  to  be  admitted  to  his  freedom 
by  servitude,  refused,  he  having  been  convicted  and  imprisoned  for  felony 
during  his  apprenticeship. 

[257]  7  March  1825.  (M.+  10A.  +  8C.)  John  Linley  to  have  the  tolls 
for  six  years  from  old  Lady  Day,  for  £120  p.a. 

Miss  —  Maxwell  to  be  allowed  “to  keep  open  shop  in  Beverley”  on 
payment  of  ten  guineas. 

The  Surveyors,  with  such  members  as  care  to  attend,  to  be  a  committee 
for  the  purpose  of  surveying  the  Shambles,  and  considering  a  proposal  for 
converting  the  front  part  into  a  Corn  Exchange. 

Petitions  to  be  forwarded  to  both  Houses  of  Parliament  against  any 
further  concessions  to  the  Roman  Catholics. 

Thomas  Danby  refused  his  application  for  freedom  by  birthright,  his 
father  having  been  disfranchised  previous  to  the  birth  of  the  applicant. 

[258]  14  March  1825.  (M.  +  5A.  +  9C.)  The  C.S.  affixed  to  petitions 
against  the  Roman  Catholic  claims;  “.  .  .  your  petitioners  have  witnessed 
with  sorrow  and  alarm  the  unceasing  efforts  of  His  Majesty’s  Roman 
Catholic  subjects  to  be  admitted  into  offices  of  the  highest  trust  and  power 
and  even  to  sit  in  the  Imperial  Parliament  to  legislate  for  a  Protestant 
Church  and  State”. 

[259]  4  April  1825.  (M.+  10A.  +  7C.)  Ordered  that  the  front  part  of 
the  Butchers  Shambles  be  converted  into  a  Corn  Exchange,  under  the 

direction  of  the  Surveyors.  _ 

Mr.  Chalmers  appointed  a  member  of  the  committee  for  effecting 
alterations  in  the  Minster,  vice  Mr.  R.  M.  Beverley,  resigned. 

[260]  12  April  1825.  (M.  +  3A.+ 10C.)  Recording  an  equal  vote  on  a 
motion  that  the  charter  of  James  II  be  delivered  to  Mr.  Bower,  the  Common 
Clerk,  for  the  purpose  of  being  produced  before  a  Committee  of  the  House 
of  Lords  on  the  “Beverley  Improvement  Bill”. 

18  April  1825.  (D.M.  (Thomas  Hull) +9A.  +  6C.)  The  C.S. 

affixed  to  a  petition  to  the  H.  of  C.  against  certain  provisions  in  the  Hu 
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Dock  Bill.  Petition  entered  in  extenso  in  the  Minute  Book.  The  protest 
briefly  is  as  follows :  That  the  Bill  proposes  that  each  ship  entering  the  port 
of  Kingston-upon-Hull  shall  pay  certain  dues.  Under  its  terms,  Beverley 
ships,  and  ships  proceeding  to  Beverley,  and  having  to  pass  through  the 
harbour,  are  likely  to  be  called  upon  to  pay  dues,  which  would  be  a  violation 
of  ancient  privileges,  rights  and  exemptions  enjoyed  by  Beverley.  Asks 
that  so  much  of  the  Bill  as  affects  Beverley  as  feared,  should  not  pass  into 
law. 

[261]  2  May  1825.  (M.  +  7A.  +  9C.)  The  Corporation  to  subscribe  £20 
to  the  Beverley  races. 

The  C.S.  affixed  to  the  conveyance  of  a  close  in  Pickhill  Lane  from  the 
trustees  of  the  will  of  the  late  Christopher  Eden  to  the  Corporation,  in  trust, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  National  School. 

The  Beck  dues  to  be  leased  to  John  Webster  and  John  Hodgson  for  six 
years,  from  May  1825,  for  £430  p.a. 

[262]  24  June  1825.  (D.M.  (Thomas  Hull)  +  3A.-f-  10C.)  It  being  the 
unanimous  opinion  of  the  Corporation  that  Matthew  Danby  has  encroached 
upon  the  property  in  the  Trinities  by  filling  up  part  of  the  ancient  moat, 
Edward  Page,  the  Surveyor,  and  John  Willis,  the  Clerk,  to  stake  out  the 
space  Danby  has  obtained,  and  he  to  have  notice  that,  unless  he  restores 
the  same  to  its  original  state,  he  will  be  proceeded  against. 

[263]  4  July  1825.  (M.  +  8A.  +  7C.)  Noting  various  fines  for  pasture 
offences. 

1  August  1825.  (M.  +  8A.  +  7C.)  Notice  to  be  given  to  Mr. 

Bainton  of  the  Water  Mill  that  unless  he  takes  his  cattle  out  of  the  common 
pastures  they  will  be  impounded. 

[264]  William  Mitchell,  the  Sexton  of  the  Minster,  “to  clean,  ventilate 
and  take  care  of  the  interior  of  the  Minster”,  salary  £14  p.a.;  for  cleaning 
of  the  leads  12/-  p.a.  and  weeding  the  yard  12/-  p.a.,  he  also  to  be  paid  an 
extra  1/-  a  day  when  workmen  are  employed  on  repairs  etc.  “That  in 
admitting  persons  to  view  the  inside  of  the  Minster  .  .  .  and  to  prevent 
damage  and  improper  conduct  .  .  .  such  persons  to  be  closely  attended 
during  the  whole  time  of  their  continuance  in  the  Minster  by  the  said 
William  Mitchell  .  .  .  and  by  the  vergers  of  the  Minster  as  his  assistants,  at 
his  expense  and  under  his  directions :  and  that  he  and  the  vergers  shall  not 
separately  attend  more  than  10  persons  at  one  time  ...” 

John  Muschamp  claiming  his  entitlement  to  his  freedom  by  birth,  refused 
the  same,  he  having  been  convicted  of  felony. 

5  September  1825.  (M.  +  8A.  +  6C.)  In  respect  of  the  foregoing 
regulations  for  viewing  the  Minster,  Mitchell  to  see  that  the  doors  of  the 
church  are  kept  open  during  the  day,  and  that  the  curtain  at  the  entrance 
to  the  choir  be  always  drawn  up,  except  during  the  time  of  service.  Mitchell 
to  be  answerable  for  “all  injuries”  done  within  the  church  by  persons 
admitted  to  view. 

Recording  that  the  Corporation  is  unable  to  accede  to  the  proposal  of 
Aid.  Maister  that  he  give  up  part  of  his  property  on  the  north  side  of  the 
lane  leading  from  Toll  Gavel  to  Register  Square,  in  exchange  for  part  of 
the  common  pound  on  the  opposite  side,  for  the  purpose  of  widening  the 
lane. 
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[266]  26  September  1825.  Election  Day. 

17  October  1825.  (M.  (Henry  John  Shepherd)  +  10A.+ 1 1C.) 

[267]  5  December  1825.  (M.+ 10A.  +  8C.)  Following  complaints  “by 
several  respectable  inhabitants”  of  the  inadequate  supply  of  fish,  resolved 
that  two  sums  of  five  guineas  and  two  guineas,  respectively,  be  given  as 
premiums  to  those  persons  “exposing  the  greatest  quantity  of  fish”;  the 
Market  Keeper  to  keep  a  weekly  return. 

[268]  A  committee  (M.,  D.M.,  3A.,  3C.)  to  view  a  close  without  North 
Bar  occupied  by  William  Stephenson  (or  any  other  place),  and  to  report 
on  the  eligibility  of  such  places  as  fair  grounds.

[322]  2  August  1830.  (M.  +  7A.  +  8C.)  Ordering  that  a  piece  of  ground, 
adjoining  Register  Street  \sic\  and  Well  Lane,  be  enclosed  with  a  brick  wall. 

Address  of  condolence  to  the  King  on  the  death  of  George  IV . 

[323]  20  September  1830.  (M.  +  8A.  +  7C.)  A  committee  appointed  to 
inquire  into  the  origin  and  amount  of  the  charge  of  entrance  money  by  the 
M.G.S.  on  each  boy’s  admission,  and  to  report. 

[325]  27  September  1830.  Election  Day. 

i  Henry  Burton,  Capel  Cure  and  Daniel  Sykes  were  the  Beverley  candidates  at  the  1830  election. 
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18  October  1830.  (M.  (John  Williams)  +  9 A.  +  12 C.) 

[326]  15  November  1830.  (M.  +  7A.  +  9C.)  Messrs.  Masters,  tenants 
of  the  farm  at  Gilden  Morden,  to  be  allowed  10%  in  their  rents  for  the  past 
year. 

Ordered  that  a  distress  be  made  on  the  ground  lately  occupied  by 
Messrs.  G.  and  W.  Tindall  for  arrears  of  rent  due  for  the  same,  unless  the 
assignees  under  their  bankruptcy  will  guarantee  payment  of  the  said  arrears. 

25  November  1830.  (M.  +  6A.  +  8C.)  Noting  the  acceptance  of 
the  “proposal”  of  William  Train,  labourer,  for  repairing  and  raising  the 
river  bank  from  the  Lock  to  the  south  end  of  Figham,  the  work  to  be 
completed  in  the  manner  stipulated  within  one  month,  under  the  direction, 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  Mr.  Edward  Page,  and  to  be  paid  for,  when 
finished,  at  the  rate  of  16d.  per  rood,  from  the  Lock  to  the  fence  at  Weel 
Ferry,  and  at  18d.  for  the  remainder. 

[327]  6  December  1830.  (M.+ 10A.  +  8C.)  Noting  the  complaint  of 
William  Train  that  many  of  the  stakes  denoting  the  height  to  which  the 
river  bank  was  to  be  raised,  had  been  altered  since  the  time  when  he  had 
made  his  estimate,  and  that  therefore  he  cannot  complete  the  work  at  the 
price  contracted  for.  Resolved  that,  if  he  will  complete  the  work  to  the 
satisfaction  of  Mr.  Page,  the  Corporation  will  allow  him  such  sum  as  shall 
appear  reasonable.

Noting  an  application  of  the 
trustees  of  the  National  School  to  be  allowed  to  give  up  possession,  at  Lady 
Day  next,  of  the  tenement  in  Minstermoorgate. 

Ordered  that  the  proprietors  of  the  news  and  billiard  room,  lately  erected 
in  Cross  Street,  be  accommodated  with  such  further  quantity  of  land  as  may 
be  necessary,  upon  the  same  terms  as  their  original  purchase. 

7  February  1831.  (M.  +  9A.  +  9C.)  Permission  accorded  the 

trustees  of  the  National  School  to  give  up  possession  on  Lady  Day  next. 

As  and  from  “the  Monday  next  before  the  feast  of  St.  Michael  the 
Archangel,  the  sum  allowed  by  the  Corporation  to  the  Mayor  for  the 
Mayor’s  feasts”  to  be  discontinued:  the  allowance  for  the  Quarter  Sessions 
dinners  also  discontinued. 

The  M.,  4A.  and  2C.  to  be  a  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
instituting  proceedings  against  persons  exercising  trades  within  the  town 
and  “not  being  burgesses  or  freemen  thereof”. 

[329]  The  committee  appointed  \fo.  323]  report  that  the  entrance 
money  charged  by  the  M.G.S.  should  be  10/-  per  boy. 

7  March  1831.  (M.  +  7A.  +  9C.)  Admission  to  his  freedom  of 
Samuel  Fiddes,  Innkeeper,  for  70  guineas,  plus  duty  and  fees. 

The  town  tolls  let  to  John  Linley  for  six  years,  w.e.f.  6  April  next,  at  a 
rent  of  £120  p.a. 

The  Beck  dues  let  to  John  Webster  for  six  years,  from  the  1  May  next,  at 
a  rent  of  £430  p.a.,  he  to  find  sufficient  surety  and  to  hold  Lock  House  and 
the  ground  there  at  a  yearly  rent  of  £5. 

A  lease  to  be  granted  to  the  assignees  of  Messrs.  George  and  William 
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Tindall  of  a  piece  of  ground,  situate  on  the  east  side  of  Eastgate  and  on  the 
north  side  of  the  premises  lately  occupied  by  Messrs.  Tindall,  with  the 
buildings  lately  erected  thereon,  for  50  years  at  a  rent  of  £5  p.a. 

[330]  Westwood  and  Hurn  to  be  stocked  together  w.e.f.  the  first  Monday 
in  September  each  year. 

The  C.S.  to  be  affixed  to  a  90  year  lease  to  Charles  Ross  of  the  ground 
whereon  he  has  lately  erected  a  house  on  the  east  side  of  Register  Square 
and  the  south  side  of  Register  Street,  with  the  wine  vault  and  yard  adjoining. 

An  application  by  the  trustees  of  the  Newsroom  for  the  flagging  of  Cross 
Street  refused. 

Reciting  that  Mr.  Bingley  appeared  before  the  Corporation  to  show 
cause  why,  not  being  a  freeman,  he  exercised  the  trade  of  bookseller  and 
stationer:  Bingley  refused  to  take  up  his  freedom  but  said  “he  would 
consider  of  it”.

Ordered  that  actions  at  law  be  commenced  against  Clarkson 
and  Fawcett  “for  using  and  exercising  their  respective  trades  within  the 
town  not  being  Burgesses  or  Freemen  of  the  same  contrary  to  the  ancient 
and  immemorial  custom  thereof”. 

[331]  2  May  1831.  (M.  +  6A.  +  9C.)  Ordered  that  Mr.  Harrison’s 

windows,  overlooking  John  Greenwood’s  yard,  be  blocked  up  unless  he 
agree  with  the  Surveyors  before  next  meeting. 

6  June  1831.  (M.  +  9A.+ 11C.)  Refusal  of  freedom  to  John 

Smith,  son  and  apprentice  of  George  Smith,  linen  manufacturer,  in  view  of 
his  having  resided  nine  months  of  his  period  of  apprenticeship  in  America. 

[332]  4  July  1831.  (M.  +  lOA.-f-  10C.)  John  Williams  appointed  medical 
attendant  to  the  widows  in  Ann  Routh’s  Hospital. 

5  September  1831.  (M.  +  8A.+  11C.)  Ordered  that,  after  each 

annual  audit,  a  concise  statement  showing  Corporation  receipts  and  dis¬ 
bursements  be  signed  by  the  auditors,  and  copies  printed  for  distribution 
to  such  burgesses  as  shall  demand  them. 

John  Todd  of  Pocklington  allowed  £10  off  his  last  year’s  rent  in  view  of 
his  losses  during  the  heavy  rains  last  year. 

—  Overend  to  be  at  liberty  to  erect  a  wall  on  the  south-east  side  of 
Coping  Keld  Lane  as  recommended  by  the  Surveyors,  reserving  to  the 
Corporation,  on  behalf  of  the  inhabitants,  the  right  of  access  to  Coping  Keld 
Well,  when  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  repair,  laying  pipes,  etc.  for  con¬ 
veying  water  from  the  well  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants. 

[333]  The  following  summoned  to  show  cause  why  they,  not  being  free, 
exercised  trades  in  the  town:  John  Dale,  tin  plate  worker  and  brazier, 
James  Smith,  draper  and  mercer  (refused  to  take  up  their  burgess-ships) ; 
William  Scott,  Innkeeper  (did  not  appear). 

[334]  26  September  1831.  Election  Day. 

17  October  1831.  (M.  (Frederick  Campbell) +4A.J- 1 1C.) 

Arrangements  in  the  usual  way  for  the  audit  of  the  borough  accounts. 

[Memorandum  that  no  further  business  was  transacted  owing  to  there 
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not  being  a  sufficient  number  of  Aldermen  present  “to  constitute  a  legal 
meeting”.] 

[335]  5  December  1031.  (M.  +  7A.+ 12C.)  Lease  to  the  Rev.  William 
Hildyard  of  a  house  and  premises  in  Minstermoorgate,  for  ten  years  from 
6  April  next,  at  a  rent  of  £15  p.a.,  and  in  consideration  that  the  Corporation 
spend  a  sum,  not  exceeding  £55,  in  converting  the  present  coach  house  and 
stable  into  a  schoolroom,  Hildyard  agrees  to  pay  £5  p.a.  additional 
rent. 

Ordered  that  the  M.  be  added  to  the  committee  appointed  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  action  against  those  exercising  trades  in  the  borough,  not 
being  free. 

Ordered  that  the  C.C.  institute  proceedings  against  Clarkson,  Fawcett, 
Dales,  Smith  and  Scott  who,  not  being  free,  carry  on  trades  within  the 
borough  [see  fos.  330  and  333]. 

[Mem.  that  Robert  Fawcett  became  insolvent  and  ceased  to  carry  on 
business  before  the  5th  day  of  March  1832.] 

[Note. — Under  date  7  May  1832,  there  is  a  memorandum  in  the  Burgess 
List,  that  actions  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer  of  Pleas  were  prepared  against 
Fawcett,  Clarkson,  Dale  and  Scott,  but  on  the  5  March  they  submitted 
and  severally  gave  cognovits  to  pay  the  Corporation  £20  costs  each  and  1/- 
damages,  and  to  “procure  themselves  to  be  admitted  to  freedom  or  quit  the 
town  on  or  before  the  30th  April  next  following”.  Clarkson,  Smith  and 
Dale  took  up  their  freedoms  at  a  cost  of  £73  10s.  each.  Scott,  being  desirous 
of  giving  up  trade,  asked  for  a  respite,  which  was  agreed  to.] 

[336]  11  January  1832.  (M.  +  7A.-f9C.)  Ordered  that  the  Corporation 
subscribe  18  guineas  to  the  flagging  of  Cross  Street. 

The  Corporation  to  repay  to  the  Clerk  £31  10s.  paid  by  him  on  the 
order  of  Robert  Ramsey,  then  M.,  to  Thomas  Coltman,  Esq.  as  assessor  at 
the  election  in  1820:  he  is  also  to  be  repaid  £23  14s.  5d.,  the  proportion 
for  John  Wharton  of  the  1826  election  for  the  hustings  etc. 

The  allowances  to  the  widows  in  Sir  Michael  Warton’s  Hospital  to 
be  made^  up,  at  the  charge  of  the  Corporation,  to  the  sum  of  4/-  per 
week. 

Recording  the  acceptance  of  the  resignation  of  Frederick  Robertson  as 
an  Alderman. 

Alex.  Jameson,  tenant  of  the  farm  at  Weel,  to  be  allowed  £27  in  his 
half-year’s  rent  because  of  losses  by  flood. 

6  February  1832.  (M.+ 1 1A.-4-9C.)  Ordered  that  the  house  and 
ground  adjoining  the  south  side  of  the  Guildhall,  with  the  materials  of 
the  present  gaol,  be  offered  to  the  magistrates  for  the  Town  and  Liberties 
for  £750. 

[337]  The  Corporation  to  subscribe  £16  3s.  9d.  towards  the  support  of 
the  charity  school  in  the  town. 

That  the  C.S.  be  affixed  to  a  petition  to  the  H.  of  C.  in  support  of  the 
Holderness  Drainage  Bill. 

5  March  1832.  (M.+ 10A.+ 1 1C.) 

[Mem.  that  Clarkson,  Dale,  Smith  and  Scott  attended  the  meeting  {see 
fo.  335)  and  gave  cognovits  to  pay  1/-  damages  and  £20  costs  each  and  to 
procure  themselves  to  be  admitted  burgesses  or  leave  the  town  before 
30  April  next.] 
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[338]  6  April  1832.  (M.+  10A.+  10C.)  Ordered  that  the  C.S.  be 

affixed  to  the  Holderness  Drainage  Bill. 

Notice  of  motion  by  Dr.  Hull  that  the  Bar  Dyke  outside  the  North  Bar 
“for  its  being  considered  a  nuisance  of  an  offensive  and  unwholesome 
nature,  a  great  cause  of  the  stoppages  and  consequent  nuisances  arising 
from  the  drains  below,  an  annual  uncertain  expense  to  the  Corporation 
in  the  way  of  repairs  .  .  .  etc.”  be  removed  and,  as  far  as  is  necessary,  a 
portion  of  the  area  be  used  for  widening  the  road.1 

[339]  7  May  1832.  (M.  +  9A.4- 1 1C.)  That  Mr.  Fowler  be  consulted 
about  the  placing  of  a  reading  desk  next  to  the  pulpit  in  the  Minster,  vide 
the  request  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Coltman,  and  that  the  Minster  Committee 
consult  with  Coltman  with  regard  to  a  further  allowance  for  the  Minster 
singers. 

Sir  William  Pennyman  to  be  at  liberty  to  make  additional  building  to 
his  dwelling  house,  according  to  the  plan  now  produced. 

That  the  Surveyors  view  the  ground,  proposed  by  S.  Denton  to  be  given 
in  exchange  for  the  house  and  premises  in  Flemingate,  now  occupied  by 
William  Hodgson,  and  that  they  also  view  the  premises  in  Flemingate 
occupied  by  Mrs.  Amery,  in  consequence  of  her  application  for  a  school 
room. 


4  June  1832.  (M.  +  8A.  + 1 1C.)  The  Minster  singers  to  be  allowed 
£50  p.a. 

That  a  lease  be  granted  Sir  William  Pennyman  of  the  house  and  premises 
in  Lairgate,  now  in  his  occupation,  for  a  term  of  six  years  from  6  April  next, 
at  the  present  rent  of  £40  p.a. 

[340]  9  July  1832.  (M.  +  8A.+  11C.)  Mrs.  Amery  [fo.  339]  to  be 

allowed  £27  towards  building  an  additional  room  to  the  house  occupied 
by  her  in  Flemingate,  she  to  have  a  lease  for  six  years  from  6  April,  at  a 
rent  of  £16  p.a. 

Appointment  of  a  committee  to  prepare  a  loyal  address  following  the 
attack  on  the  King  at  Epsom. 

[342]  3  September  1832.  (M.  +  7A.+  1 1C.)  A  committee  appointed  to 
consider  the  state  of  the  roof  and  the  front  of  the  Guildhall,  and  to  report 
at  a  specially  convened  meeting  of  the  Council. 

John  Harrison,  painter,  appeared  on  a  summons  to  show  cause  why  he 
exercised  his  trade,  not  being  free:  being  unable  to  show  cause,  he  asked 
for  time  to  consider  whether  he  should  take  up  his  freedom,  and  was  allowed 
until  the  December  meeting,  on  condition  that  he  did  not  exercise  his  trade, 
except  to  finish  the  work  he  had  on  hand. 

17  September  1832.  (M.  +  7A.  +  9C.)  The  Guildhall  committee 
report  that  the  front  part  of  the  Guildhall  was  “in  so  ruinous  a  state  that 
they  were  under  the  necessity  of  directing  it  to  be  immediately  taken  down”. 
Ordered  that  the  same  be  rebuilt,  according  to  the  plan  of  Mr.  Charles 
Mountain,  now  produced,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  same 
committee. 

[343]  24  September  1832.  Election  Day. 

1  The  Bar  Dyke  was  not  filled  in  until  1867. 
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15  October  1832.  (M.  (Charles  Brereton)  -4- 6A.fi-  1 1C.)  Ordered 
that  the  Town  Clerk  be  authorised  to  offer  £20  for  the  parchment  rolls  of 
accounts,  belonging  to  this  Corporation,  and  now  in  the  possession  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Thorpe  of  London.1 

[344]  19  November  1832.  (M. -j-7A.fi- 10C.)  That  the  application  of 
Mr.  W.  Dimbleby  for  permission  to  lay  down  gas  pipes  for  additional  lamps 
in  Well  Lane  and  Cross  Street,  and  at  the  Bar  House  and  in  Eastgate,  be 
allowed,  subject  to  the  usual  provisions  for  replacing  the  flags  and  pavement. 

[345]  7  January  1833.  (M.  +  9A.+ 1 1C.)  A  committee  appointed  for 
the  purpose  of  “organising  the  choir  at  the  Minster”,  and  to  ascertain  what 
has  been  usually  contributed  by  trustees  for  that  purpose. 

Thomas  James,  son  of  Richard  Clerk,  schoolmaster,  to  have  Metcalfe’s 
and  Lacie’s  Exhibitions  to  Cambridge. 

4  February  1833.  (M.  +  7A.+ 1 1C.)  The  Corporation  to  sub¬ 
scribe  £5  to  the  Society  established  for  the  clothing  of  the  poor. 

[346]  George  Penrose  summoned  to  show  cause  why  he  exercised  the 
trade  “of  victualler  or  Eating  House  Keeper  and  Confectioner”,  not  being 
a  freeman:  agreed  to  cease  trading. 

4  March  1833.  (M. -j-6A.fi- 10C.)  James  Ombler,  plumber  and 
glazier,  admitted  a  freeman,  70  guineas  duty  and  fees. 

Committee  appointed  7  January  last  [fo.  345]  report  it  inadvisable  to 
continue  the  allowance  to  the  Minster  singers,  but  recommend  £10  p.a. 
be  allowed  to  a  subscription  for  that  purpose.  Resolved  that  the  Corporation 
can  no  longer  “appropriate  any  part  of  the  Minster  fund  for  that  purpose”. 

[348]  3  June  1833.  (M.  +  8A.+  1 1C.)  Ordered  that  the  Corporation 
subscribe  £20  p.a.  to  the  Minster  singers  “during  pleasure”. 

Joseph  Scruton,  because  of  his  poverty,  to  have  £8  2s.  restored  to  him  out 
of  £38  2s.  paid  by  him  as  a  surety  for  his  son  Robert. 

Noting  ten  fines  for  various  pasture  offences,  including  one  of  £3  levied 
on  Robert  Learning,  for  stocking  Figham  with  three  cows  when  not  a 
resident  burgess. 

[349]  2  July  1833.  (M.-j-6A.fi-8C.)  Aid.  Duesbury  authorised  to  settle 
with  Bryan  Taylor  two  legal  actions  depending  between  him  and  the 
Corporation. 

8  July  1833.  (M.  +  7A.  +  9C.)  Noting  that  Robert  Learning 

[fo.  348]  refuses  to  pay  the  fine  of  £3  ordered:  that  he  be  summoned  to 
appear  at  the  next  meeting  to  show  cause  why  he  should  not  be  dis¬ 
franchised. 

[350]  Following  a  request  of  the  Rev.  Z.  S.  Warren,  the  Corporation  to 
subscribe  a  sum,  not  exceeding  £2  10s.,  towards  fencing  the  Grammar 
School  yard. 

William  Hodgson,  tanner,  to  have  a  lease  of  the  house,  tanyard  and 
premises  in  Flemingate,  now  occupied  by  him  as  undertenant  to  Mr.  S. 
Denton;  also  of  the  two  tenements  and  yard  near  the  same  premises  lately 
held  by  the  executrix  of  Mr.  Joseph  Hall,  for  six  years,  from  6  April  at  a 
rent  of  £34  p.a.  subject  to  the  usual  covenants  in  Corporation  leases. 

1  These  account  rolls  were  purchased  for  this  sum. 
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5  August  1833.  (M.J-7A. -j-  IOC.)  In  view  of  the  peculiar  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  the  case,  the  fine  of  £3  on  Robert  Learning  remitted  [  fo .  349]. 

[351]  23  September  1833.  Election  Day. 

[352]  18  November  1833. 

[Additional  election  of  capital  burgesses,  the  election  of  23  September 
having  been  declared  invalid  because  of  the  non-attendance  of  a  majority 
of  the  Aldermen.] 

[353]  25  November  1833.  (M.  (John  Myers) +  9A.+ 13C.) 

9  December  1833.  (M.  +  8A.-f- 1 1C.)  Robert  Stephenson  ap¬ 
pointed  a  trustee  under  the  Beverley  and  Skidby  Drainage  Act  vice 
Christopher  Muschamp,  deed. 

A  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  law  bills  of  Mr.  Shepherd,  the 
Common  Clerk. 

[354]  6  January  1834.  (M.  +  8A.+  11C.)  The  allowance  of  wine  to  the 
C.W.s  of  the  Minster  to  be  reduced  to  six  dozen  annually  from  Easter  next, 
and  if  the  C.W.s  make  a  rate  for  providing  sacramental  bread  and  wine, 
such  allowance  will  be  entirely  withdrawn. 

Ordered  that  the  present  allowance  to  the  Minster  C.W.s  for  dinners  be 
discontinued,  and  in  lieu,  12  guineas  only  be  allowed  for  a  dinner  at  the 
Visitation,  and  that  no  allowance  for  ale  be  made  at  the  perambulation  of 
St.  Martin’s  parish. 

[355]  3  February  1834.  (M.-f-8A.-+- 1 1C.)  Ordered  that  a  pension  of 
£10  p.a.  be  allowed  Mrs.  Jane  Hodgson,  widow  of  the  late  gaoler,  “to 
commence  the  day  she  leaves  the  gaol”. 

[356]  21  February  1834.  (M.-(-7A.-[-  1 1C.)  Ordering  that  the  damage 
done  by  fire  in  the  premises  belonging  to  the  Minster  and  occupied  by 
William  Hodgson,  tanner,  be  forthwith  repaired. 

[357]  3  March  1834,  (M.  +  8A.+ 11C.)  The  allowance  of  £15  p.a.  to 
the  Market  Keeper  to  be  withdrawn. 

The  rent  of  the  land  in  Beverley  Parks,  occupied  by  Henry  Gibson  under 
the  Corporation  as  Trustees  of  Routh’s  Charity,  to  be  reduced  to  two 
guineas  per  acre,  the  tenant  to  underdrain  the  land  where  necessary,  the 
Corporation  finding  chalk  for  that  purpose. 

14  April  1834.  (M.  +  8A.  + 11C.)  Robert  Stephenson  appointed 
a  trustee  for  the  Corporation  under  the  Beverley  and  Skidby  Drainage  Act 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Mr.  Shepherd,  the  Common  Clerk,  to  give  up  all  documents  and  papers 
of  the  Corporation  of  which  he  is  not  in  immediate  want.

[358]  5  May  1834.  (M.+  1 1A.+  1 1C.)  Ordered  that,  “under  the  peculiar 
circumstances”,  William  Clarkson,  apprentice  with  John  Dawson,  gardener, 
be  admitted  to  his  freedom  on  payment  of  an  additional  fee  of  5/-  for  non¬ 
enrolment  of  indenture  of  apprenticeship  by  the  parish  officers  by  whom 
he  was  bound. 
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The  plan  of  Mr.  Willcox  that  in  future  the  race  course  booths  be  placed 
on  the  same  side  as  the  stand,  to  be  examined  by  the  P.M.s  and  the 
Surveyors,  and  a  report  to  be  made  accordingly. 

[359]  2  June  1834.  (M.  +  9A.+ 1 1G.)  A  committee  (M.,  3A.,  2G.) 
appointed  to  investigate  the  claim  of  Mr.  Brett,  apothecary,  to  exercise  his 
trade,  not  being  a  burgess. 

Fines  of  £4,  £20,  and  £4  levied  on  Joseph  Gell,  William  Bettinson  and 
Thomas  Fentiman  respectively  for  stocking  the  common  pastures  with 
cattle  not  their  own  property. 

[360]  7  July  1834.  (M.  +  9A.J- 10C.)  Report  in  full  in  M.B.  of  com¬ 
mittee  appointed  to  investigate  the  case  of  Brett  [ ante  fo.  359].  Committee 
report  that  it  has  taken  into  consideration  all  cases  laid  before  counsel 
regarding  the  validity  of  the  Beverley  custom  of  restricting  trade  to  burgesses, 
and  in  each  case,  counsel’s  opinion  was  favourable  to  the  Corporation :  the 
trade  of  apothecary  is  equally  subject  to  restraint  as  others,  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  recommend  that  one  and  the  same  course  be  adopted  for  all 
offenders,  viz.  action  in  the  courts,  but  that  writs  be  not  sued  out  until  the 
fullest  notice  is  given  to  offending  parties  of  the  determination  to  enforce 
observance,  and  “of  the  serious  consequences  to  which  they  will  themselves 
be  subjected  in  the  event  of  their  wilfully  persevering  after  due  notice  given 
in  infringing  upon  the  customs  of  this  Corporation  and  the  undoubted 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  free  burgesses  of  the  town”. 

The  surveyors  (and  others  desiring  to  attend)  to  meet  at  the  Shambles 
to  direct  the  alterations  necessary  for  converting  the  west  side  thereof  to 
the  use  of  butter  sellers. 

Ordered  that  the  portrait  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington  be  removed  from 
the  Hall  into  the  adjoining  chamber. 

[361]  Ordered  that  three  dozen  wine  be  allowed  annually  to  the  Curate 
and  assistant  curates  of  the  Minster  (one  dozen  each)  for  the  use  of  the 
poor. 

The  committee  appointed  last  meeting  [no  note  of  this ]  to  examine  the 
answers  prepared  to  the  questions  of  the  Record  Commissioners. 

Ordered  that  no  action  be  taken  in  respect  of  the  race  course  booth. 
The  bills  of  the  Minster  C.W.s  to  be  examined  by  a  committee  appointed 
for  the  purpose. 

[362]  4  August  1834.  (M.  +  8A.  +  9C.)  The  report  of  the  committee 
appointed  to  investigate  the  Minster  C.W.s’  accounts  to  be  adopted,  and 
the  bills  for  glass  and  the  organ  blower  to  be  discharged  “but  that  the 
allowance  for  the  organ  blower’s  coat  be  discontinued  in  future”.  Copy  of 
the  report  in  extenso  in  M.B. :  the  following  are  salient  points: 

Several  bills  incurred  either  wholly  or  in  part  without  any  authority 
from  the  Corporation  (a  schedule  thereof  is  given).  The  bills  for  the  last 
year  are  apparently  paid,  but  those  for  the  present  year  still  remain 
unpaid  by  the  present  C.W.s  (Richard  Oxley  and  Robert  Whiting 
Lowson) . 

[363]  Committee  suggest  that  in  future  no  charges  be  incurred  without 
Corporation  approval,  that  this  year’s  charges  be  disallowed,  that  the 
tradesmen  with  whom  they  are  incurred  be  directed  to  forward  them 
to  Mr.  Willis  to  be  audited  by  him ;  and  be  informed  that  no  charges  of 
like  nature  will  hereafter  be  allowed,  unless  in  writing  on  behalf  of  the 
Corporation.  Two  items  appear  of  particular  comment  on  financial 
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grounds:  a  “Pier  Glass”  in  the  Vestry  (£8)  and  the  charge  for  a  dress 
for  the  organ  blower,  “which  is  not  known  before  to  have  been  allowed”. 
Then  follows  a  list  of  bills  referred  to. 

John  Willis  to  be  a  trustee  under  the  Beverley  and  Skidby  Drainage  Act. 

[364]  1  September  1834.  (M.  +  9A.  + 12C.)  The  Corporation  to 

subscribe  £10  to  the  Races. 

The  P.M.s  of  Figham  to  be  at  liberty  to  throw  open  the  river  bank  from 
the  Lock  to  Weel  Ferry,  adding  it  to  Figham  “if  they  think  proper”. 

[365]  8  September  1834.  (M.  +  7A.+ 1 1C.)  Ordered  that  the  Butter 
Market  be  repaired  and  altered  by  Mr.  W.  Farrah,  according  to  the  plan 
produced. 

[366]  22  September  1834.  Election  Day. 

13  October  1834.  (M.  (Rev.  W.  R.  Gilby)  +  7A.+  10C.) 

[367]  17  November  1834.  (M.  +  7A.+  13C.)  T.  Shepherd’s  bills  for 
legal  expenses,  amounting  to  £161  5s.  2d.,  to  be  paid. 

The  sum  of  £5  to  be  subscribed  to  the  society  for  clothing  the  poor. 

1  December  1834.  (M.+ 1 1A.+ 13G.)  The  P.M.s  empowered 
to  offer  a  reward  of  not  more  than  £5,  for  information  leading  to  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  frauds  and  damage  in  the  pastures. 

Legal  action  to  be  taken  against  Henry  Hannath  for  exercising  the 
trade  of  a  linen  and  woollen  draper,  not  being  free. 

[368]  Ordered  that  the  M.  for  the  time  being,  be  appointed  to  vote  in 
respect  of  property  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  at  all  elections  of 
Guardians  under  the  Act  lately  passed. 

12  January  1835.  (M.  -f  8A.  -f  8C.)  A  lengthy  statement  regarding 
the  disfranchisement  of  George  Foster,  fishmonger,  for  overstocking  the 
pastures,  following  a  fine  for  a  previous  offence. 

[369]  2  February  1835.  (M.  +  9A.  +  1 1 C.)  Robert  Tindall  to  be  allowed 
to  resume  the  Exhibitions  on  going  to  Cambridge. 

The  Surveyors  to  be  empowered  to  direct  the  covering  of  the  drain 
between  Minstermoorgate  and  the  Grammar  School  ground,  on  the  terms 
proposed  by  Mr.  Warren,  viz.  that  half  the  cost  be  defrayed  by  him. 

[370]  Grant  of  a  pension  of  £10  p.a.  to  William  Kemp,  a  sergeant-at- 
mace,  on  his  retirement. 

Permission  accorded  Edward  Appleton,  apprentice  to  Abraham  Copass, 
butcher,  to  serve  some  other  master  during  the  time  his  master  is  confined 
as  a  lunatic,  such  service  to  be  considered  as  under  indenture. 

2  March  1835.  (M.  +  8A.+  10C.)  If  he  be  found  trading,  action  to 
be  taken  against  Michael  McCarten,  hawker  and  draper,  he  not  being  free. 

[371]  Welburn  Boynton  refused  admission  to  his  freedom  on  the  grounds 
of  servitude  with  George  Hodgson,  tailor,  because  of  his  absence  at  different 
times  without  leave,  but  admitted  as  a  purchaser,  on  payment  of  £5,  the 
duty  and  fees. 

6  April  1835.  (D.M.  (J.  B.  Arden) +  8A.  +  7C.)  Enrolment  of 
indenture  of  apprenticeship  of  Charles  Greenwood  to  John  Eyre  for  seven 
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years,  w.e.f.  30  September  1834,  since,  owing  to  error,  the  Trustees  of 
Charles  Warton’s  Charity  had  omitted  to  effect  the  same. 

[372]  18  May  1835.  (M.+  11A.+  11C.)  Approval  of  a  plan  involving 
half  the  expense  (the  same  not  to  exceed  £20)  of  making  alterations  at  the 
house  occupied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Warren. 

1  June  1835.  (M.+ 10A.+ 13C.)  The  Sergeants-at-Mace  to  have 
a  salary  of  £15  p.a. 

Counsel’s  opinion  to  be  taken  whether  George  Sheffield,  a  non-resident 
burgess,  can  stock  the  pastures  by  virtue  of  the  residences  claimed  in  the 
town,  and  if  a  by-law  can  be  made  to  “restrain  such  stocking  under  similar 
colourable  residences’  ’ . 

[373]  The  sum  of  £20  to  be  subscribed  to  the  races. 

Noting  acceptance  of  an  offer  of  the  proprietors  of  the  drain,  leading 
from  Lairgate  to  Well  Lane,  to  build  an  arch  over  the  same,  provided  the 
Corporation  will  defray  half  the  expenses,  but  such  moiety  not  to  exceed 
£12. 


8  July  1835.  (M.  +  7A.  +  9C.)  John  Batty  and  Samuel  Braimbridge 
to  be  allowed  £8  3s.  for  making  dams  and  preparing  the  Beck  for  scouring. 

Reference  to  the  Surveyors  for  inquiry  and  decision  relating  to  the 
application  of  Messrs.  Oxtoby  and  Bainton  for  compensation  (estimated  at 
£1  per  day)  for  the  injury  sustained  by  them,  from  the  damming  up  and 
the  turning  of  the  Mill  Race  of  the  Water  Mill. 

[374]  Rescinding  the  order  of  2  August  1813  requiring  one  month’s 
notice  of  application  for  freedom:  requirement  of  seven  days  substituted. 

[375]  3  August  1835.  (M.4-7A.+ 1 1C.)  Messrs.  E.  and  T,  Masters, 
tenants  of  the  farm  at  Guilden  Morden,  to  be  allowed  10%  rebate  on  this 
year’s  rent,  on  account  of  the  low  price  of  grain. 

Mr.  James  Comins  to  be  appointed  (“with  the  consent  of  Mr.  Coltman”) 
to  clean  the  inside  of  the  Minster,  leads  and  Minster  Yard  until  the  dispute 
between  the  parishes  of  St.  Martin  and  St.  John,  relative  to  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  sexton  is  legally  decided. 

7  September  1835.  (M.4-9A.+ 1 1C.)  The  M.  and  2A.  to  be  a 
committee  on  behalf  of  the  Charity  School  to  confer  with  a  committee 
appointed  by  the  subscribers  to  the  Dispensary  and  the  Governor  of  York 
Castle,  as  to  the  measures  to  be  adopted  in  consequence  of  the  refusal  of 
Sir  —  Legard1  to  pay  the  respective  annuities  left  by  the  late  Henry  Legard, 
Esq.  to  those  charities,  and  for  the  benefit  of  certain  poor  prisoners  in  York 
Castle. 

The  case  of  George  Sheffield  [£o.  372  ante]  in  the  matter  of  stocking  the 
common  pastures  to  be  referred  back  to  the  Committee  to  draw  up  a  by¬ 
law  on  the  subject,  and  to  adopt  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary.

An  agreement  with  H.  W.  Maister,  Esq.  re  the  sale  of  two  plots  of  land 
adjoining  Register  Square,  for  £178  16s. 

1  Sir  Thomas  Legard. 
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[Note. — That  in  view  of  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act  being  effective 
from  1  January  1836  there  is  no  election  of  Mayor  or  Capital  Burgesses 
this  year,  the  old  Corporation  serving  until  the  end  of  the  year.]

Recording  a  resolution  of  thanks  of  the  Corporation  to  the  M.,  the  Rev. 
William  Robinson  Gilby. 

21  December  1835  (M.  +  7A.  +  12G.)  [The  last  meeting  of  the 
unreformed  Corporation.]  Ordered  that  all  future  meetings  of  the  present 
Corporation  as  charitable  trustees,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal 
Corporations  Act,  be  called  by  the  Rev.  W.  R.  Gilby,  the  present  M. 

That  the  “expenses  attending  the  audit  this  day  be  defrayed  from  the 
Corporation  fund”. 

[380]  “Resolved  unanimously  that  in  consideration  of  the  unremitting 
and  meritorious  services  of  Mr.  Willis  in  his  situation  of  Chamber  Clerk 
during  a  period  of  nearly  28  years,  and  as  a  mark  of  their  high  esteem  of  his 
public,  as  well  as  his  private  character  and  conduct,  this  Corporation  do 
now  present  him  with  the  sum  of  ^£100,  a,nd  that  this  resolution  be  entered 
in  their  books  accordingly.”
